CAMBRIDGE — A Middlesex 
Superior Court Jury last week ac- 
quitted Mark Hargelroad of 
Brookline of charges he raped a 
moderately retarded woman at a 
Newton group home where he 
worked as a counselor. 


The jury deliberated for eight 
hours over two days before fin- 
ding Hargelroad, 25, not guilty on 
charges of unlawful sexual inter- 
course with a feeble-minded per- 
son, rape, and indecent assault 
and battery. 


Hargelroad hugged his wife 
and young son moments after the 
verdict was delivered, then broke 
into tears as he left the cour- 
troom. 


Asst. Middlesex District At- 
torney Adrienne Lynch tried to 
prove Hargelroad, on the evening 
of Aug. 20, 1985, entered the 20- 
year-old woman’s room, located 
next to his own, and forced her to 
have intercourse with him. 
Lynch claimed that the woman 
did not know what was happening 
toher. 


Attorney David Skeels suc- 
cessfully argued to the jury that 
the Commonwealth failed to pro- 
duce sufficient independent 
evidence to support the woman’s 
story, such as medical evidence 
of sexual intercourse. Skeels 
noted such corroborative 
evidence is required under state 
law to sustain a conviction on a 
charge of unlawful sexual inter- 
course with a feeble-minded per- 
son. 


Hargelroad, who was 
employed as a direct care worker 
by Communities for People, 
which operates the Elm Street 
home, did not testify. 


During the four-day trial, Dr. 
Todd Greenberg, a_ clinical 
psychologist, testified that his 
evaluation of the woman reveal- 
ed she had difficulty interpreting 
social situations and was over- 
whelmed and confused by erotic 
feelings. 


Skeels suggested the woman 
had fantasized the incident. He 
said there was no evidence that 
any force had been used which 
could point to a possible rape. He 
added that, despite her claims, 
there was no evidence that 
seminal fluid or sperm had been 
present when the woman was ex: 
amined at a hospital.

Attorney Harold Lichten,

3 aldermen 
seek delay 
of Hyde sale

NEWTON — Some School Committee members are skeptical of a 
proposal to solve elementary school space needs by reopening the 
Hyde School rather than Bigelow Junior High. 


The proposal, drafted by 
Newton Highlands alderrien 
George Mansfield, Susan 
Basham and Rodney Barker, has 
garnered more support from col- 
leagues on the Board of 
Aldermen. Several say it 
deserves serious consideration 
because of the funds the School 
Department is requesting for 
elementary school classroom ad- 
ditions. 

Barker, Mansfield and Basham 
say the Hyde alternative 
“represents a reasonable cost 
solution with minimal disruption 
to the existing school system.” 

According to Barker, a portion 
of the Hyde is slated to be turned 
over to the Newton Community 
Development Authority for con- 
version to handicapped housing 
very soon. The three aldermen 
are asking Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann to delay this move until 
their proposal can be discussed 
fully. 

Although aldermen have no 
legal control over the Hyde, 
Mansfield, Barker and Basham 
are trying to dissuade the mayor 
from releasing the building. Con- 
cerning the Hyde’s future, the 
“political power’’ lies with the 





School Committee and the ‘legal 
juristiction’’ with the mayor, 
Barker said 

“If the School Committee asks 
the mayor for the Hyde to reopen 
it as a school because it would be 
more cost efficient, I’m sure the 
mayor would make it available,” 
Barker said. ‘‘The ball is their 
court.’” 

The School Committee is con- 
sidering reopening the Bigelow 
and adding grade six to the junior 
high schools. Grade reorganiza- 
tion — already considered and re- 
jected by the committee — is now 
being reconsidered. 

But Barker contends the cost to 
reopen Bigelow for grade 
reorganization is 
“astronomical.” It would cost 
about $267,000 annually to 
operate the Hyde compared to an 
estimated $615,000 to operate 
Bigelow, according to the pro- 
posal. 

“The one-time cost of restoring 
the Hyde School has_ been 
estimated at $30,000 in contrast to 
more than $700,000 needed to 
develop space at several elemen- 
tary receiver schools,’’

Cory says ‘thanks’

NEWTON “Thank you for 
welcoming me back to Newton,” 
read the letter delivered to City 
Hall. ‘I felt good seeing our 
Newton friends and neighbors 
once again.” 

It is not often individual letters 
make a great deal of difference 
at a City Hall. Just ask any 
disgruntled taxpayer. But this 
letter, straight from Malacanan 
Palace in Manila, capital of the 
Philippines, was different from

It was written by Corizon 
Aquino, president of that island 
nation. 

“T had looked forward, with 
mixed feeling the letter con- 
tinued, isiting our former 
house and neighborhood where 
our family spent three very hap- 
py years together.” 

It was in the large wooden

Upon returning to his 
homeland to heed the call of his 
countrymen, Benigno Aquino 
was gunned down on the tarmac

In greatful appreciation for 
the courtesies accorded me and 
my delegation,” read the letter 
addressed to Newton Mayor 
Theodore Mann, ‘may I extend 
my best wishes and warmest per- 
sonal greetings to you and the 
good people of Newton.”

specific job cannot be performed 
by most people over a certain 
age. 

Lichten said it would be almost 
impossible to prove that is true 
for Curry’s job. 

“Tf he were a uniformed person 
... in life and death situations, the 
city might be able to show that a 
person 65 or over cannot per- 
form’ his job, Lichten said of 
Curry. ‘Fortunately, that’s not 
the case.” 

The Wire Department is a divi- 
sion of the city’s fire department, 
but Curry does not fight fires and 
he said his job is not dangerous 
for someone his age. 

Medical advances have helped 
people live longer, healthier 
lives, making mandatory retire- 
ment laws antiquated, Curry he 
said. The city’s insistence on his 
retirement, even though he feels 
in good health, has baffled him. 

“When I walked into the door 
and I was 64, I was welcome," he 
said. “When I walked in and I 
was 65, the door was closed.” 

Fire Chief Edward Reilly said 
Curry’s job is hazardous, but he 
is asking City Physician Joseph 
T. LaRossa to decide whether it 
is too much for someone 65 years 
old. 

More than half the city’s wire 
alarm system is on telephone 
poles high above ground near 
electrical wires, Reilly said. 

“The times we get into trouble is 
in severe weather pouring, 
driving, northeast rainstorms, 
winds in excess of 40 miles per 
hour,” Reilly said. 

“One of the things you learn 
since you were this high is ‘don’t 
go near wires when you're wet.’ 
Yet they have to do it,” Reilly 
said of Wire Department person- 
nel. 


State Civil Service divides 
municipal and state emplo: 
into four categories. Wire 
Department personnel used to be 
in Group 1, which has a man- 
datory retirement age of 70, But 
years ago, they were placed in 
Group 2, which requires retire- 
ment at 65. 


“We fought hard to get into 
Group 2,” said James Saunders, 
who is now the senior employee 
in the Wire Department with 32 
years service. “Everyone here 
agrees in this job, when you're 65 
you get out.” 


Asst. City Solicitor Gary Blau 
said the city in forcing Curry to 
retire is adhering to state statute. 
“Without an adjucation by at 
least an administrative agency 
like the EEOC or preferably from 
the courts, the city would be ina 
precarious position,” he said. 

If Curry wins his case, he could 
be entitled to damages and at- 
torney fees, in addition to the 
restoration of his job, Lichten 
said. He has asked the city to 
keep Curry on the job until the 
issue is decided, but local of- 
ficials refused, he said. 

Blau said the city could not re- 
tain Curry past retirement age 
because the state might then sue 
to protect its mandatory retire- 
ment statute. 

The city also would be open 
from two directions to employee 
lawsuits, he said. A worker who 
felt he was entitled to Curry’s job 
could take the city to court or 
another employee forced to retire 
might sue to recover his job, Blau 
said. 

It is possible that Cohen’s local 
legislation could make a court 
fight unnecessary. 

The bill specifies Curry can 
keep his job provided ‘‘he is men- 
tally and physically capable of 
performing the duties.”” 

Curry must, at his own ex- 
pense, take a yearly physical ex- 
am to prove he is fit for the job, 
the bill says. 

“Tt is as unfair to say everyone 
over 65 is incapable as it is to say 
someone who is black or Jewish 
or handicapped is automatically 
incapable of doing something,” 
Coen said. ‘Stereotypes have no 
business in public policy.”

Bitter feud on 
Parker Avenue

NEWTON CENTRE — A Parker Avenue landscaper who reported 
ly placed voodoo dolls on his fence in response to complaints about hi 
business is “ruining the neighborhood,” according to some residents 


But William Leporini, who 
owns the business at 79 Parker 
Ave, and has lived there for some 
60 years, contends he is the target 
of harassment. 

The long-smoldering con- 
troversy over having a business 
ina residential neighborhood was 
revived recently when Leporini 
requested special permission 
from the Board of Aldermen to 
enlarge a wood-framed garage 
on the property. 

Leporini recently appeared 
before a Land Use Committee 
public hearing requesting a two- 
story garage. After consulting 
with neighbors opposed to the 
plan, his attorney, Robert 
Gaynor, said the landscaper will 
reduce his request to a one-story 
garage. 

At the meeting, Leporini 
presented a petition supporting 
his request signed by some 80 
area residents. Those opposed 
claimed the garage was only the 
tip of the iceberg because the 
business itself is intrusive on the 
quality of life in the area. 

Others said Leporini may be 
violating a 1984 agreement with 
the Law Department. The Law 
Department had agreed not to 
challenge Leporini’s right to con- 
tinue operating the business 
under a grandfather clause if he 
would build an eight-foot 
stockade fence with no gates and 
not park business vehicles on the 
street. 

The grandfather clause pro- 
tects city businesses that existed 
before zoning codes were in- 
troduced in 1922. 

A visit to the site revealed that 
the fence does have a gate and 
that a dump truck was parked on 
the street. 

Asst. City Solicitor G. Michael 
Peirce said he has received no 
complaints about Leporini’s 
business, but would refer them to 
the Building Department for in- 
vestigation if he did. 

“In these cases, it is hard to 
police because one minute the 
truck may be there and the next 
minute it may not,” Peirce said. 

He added it was in the 
neighborhood’s best interest to 
accept the compromise. If the 
case went to court and Leporini 
proved he was complying with 

zoning codes, then there would be 
no fence or any other conditions 
protecting them. 

Some residents said the 
Leporini business is infringing on 
their neighborhood. 


“First of all,” said Adele Garr 
who lives at 82 Oakdale Road 
directly behind the Parker 
Avenue site, ‘they have all sorts 
of heavy equipment, large dump 
trucks, small dump trucks and a 
front-end loader. Anything hay- 
ing to do with construction, they 
have it."” 

She also said ‘‘piles of junk 
stored in Leporini’s backyard are 
pushing the fence into her yard 

Garr said the problem exists 
between Leporini and the 
neighbors because he is ‘“‘insen- 
sitive to the people who live in the 
neighborhood.” 

“Tt is a very noisy operatior 
she said. “It’s like living right 
next to the municipal yards,” 

Frank Larder, who lives next 
door to Garr at 76 Oakdal 
agreed. 

“They use a lot of heavy equi; 
ment,”’ he said. ‘Back in May, hy 
was using a jackhammer afte 
p.m. I went out there and asked 
him to stop, but he just looked at 
me and kept on going. Sometime 
at night, they have lawnmower 
and snowblowers and trucks run 
ning. This has been a problem.’ 

Garr, Larder and Allan Ben 
jamin, whose mother lives across 
the street from the site at 44 
Parker Ave., all said they 
thought they were the only one 
affected until Leporini applied 
for the special permit. 

“We had a meeting about a 
week ago,” Benjamin said 
“About 13 people got togther to 
discuss the problem.” 

Larder said the meeting was a 
revelation. 

“T never knew that there were 
other people who were having 
problems,” he said. “By getting 
together, I learned that I was not 
alone.” 

The neighbors also said 
Leporini was trying to intimidate 
them.

Mobil Oil sues city over special permit 


CAMBRIDGE Mobile Oil 
Corp. has filed a lawsuit 


challenging a requirement that it 
obtain a special permit from the 
Newton Board of Aldermen 
before changing over a local 
gasoline station to a self-service 
facility. 

Brought in Middlesex County 
Superior Court, the suit asks that 
a judge rule that a special permit 
is not required for its facility at 
1545 Washington St. 

The complaint states that the 
corporation last Oct. 6 received 
aldermanic approval for im- 
provements to the station. The 
approval was granted after the 
corporation withdrew a request 


to change over the facility to self. 
service station 

The improvements, requested 
in an application for an extension 
of a non-conforming use, includ- 
ed the replacement of old gas 
pumps with new ones and some 
landscaping work. 


Filed by local Attorney 
Elizabeth E. Cusick, the suit 


claims the corporation needs no 
special permit or approval for 
the conversion because there ex- 
ists no city ordinance regulating 
or prohibiting self-service gas 
stations. 

The city has 20 days to answer 
the complaint after being official- 
ly notified of its filing 


BC wins ‘conditional’ victory for plans 


CHESTNUT HILL — Aldermen 
unanimously approved Boston 
College’s plans for converting 
Putnam House on the Newton 
Centre campus into office space 
for the Alumni Association. 

But Monday night’s vote does 
not sit well with college officials, 
who termed the review process 
“invalid” because of conditions 
attached to the site plan. Those 

_ conditions were designed to ap- 
pease neighbors concerned with 
intensified use of the site. 

Although attorney Jane Pitt, 
representing the college, refused 
comment, a letter from BC 
adressed to aldermen clearly 
stated the school’s opinion. 

“It is the opinion of Boston Col- 
lege,” the letter stated, ‘‘on ad- 
vice of counsel that the site plan 
review process under the Newton 
Zoning Ordinance is invalid as 
applied to the college since it 
lacks procedural due process and 
safeguards. The failure of the 
Board of Aldermen to take final 
action on the college’s applica- 
tion ... on or before Oct. 14 results 


in the application having been 
constructively approved without 
conditions.” 

The letter, written by Laurence 
Barton, BC director of communi- 
ty affairs, argued that aldermen 
cannot attach those conditions to 
the site plan approval. Under 
state law, the board can only 
modify, not deny, a site plan ap- 


proval, and Barton said 
aldermen were unreasonably 
modifying the petition. 


Neighbors are concerned with 
traffic, parking and density pro- 
blems associated with Putnam 
House and the increased usage of 
the Newton Centre campus. As a 
result, aldermen voted for condi- 
tions that include allowing the 
building to be used only for Alum- 
ni Association functions, limiting 
the operating hours of a proposed 
bar on site and forcing an annual 
board review — and possible 
modification — of the site plan. 

After the meeting, neighbors 
celebrated their victory, despite 
BC’s suggestion that legal action 
may lie in the future.

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Mandatory retirment due to retire 


We applaud the efforts of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen and State 
Representative David Cohen to right 
a wrong being perpetrated by state 
law and to keep Leo Curry working in 
the city’s Wire Department. 


Curry, who turned 65 recently, has 
been ordered to retire after 39 years in 
the department. After 39 years in the 
Wire Department, Curry is a walking 
computer loaded with knowlege of the 
intricacies of the system, the kind of 
knowlege that can only come with 
years of experience. 


We agree with Curry, who appears 
to be in excellent health, when he says 
he can not see the difference between 
64 and 65. He wants to work. He is 
able. Why can’t he continue? 

Because the law forbids it. 

We would encourage the state 
legislature to ‘tackle the problem of 
mandatory retirement. As people live 


longer, healthier lives, the original 
arguments for mandatory retirement 
become less appropriate. The age for 
mandatory retirement in most job 
descriptions was raised from 65 to 70 
recently, but even that adjustment 
misses the point. 


There is no set age at which a man 
or woman should be told to stop work- 
ing. 


As Mayor Theodore Mann stressed 
when discussing the subject at his 
weekly press conference, there is no 
one answer that will apply in every 
situation. But some sort of .system, 
with guidelines flexible enough to ac- 
comodate varying circumstances, 
should be put in place. 


The first step to take is to admit that 
pinning mandatory retirement on a 
birth date, any birth date, is a 
mistake. If you need proof, talk to Leo 
Curry. 


Give older workers right to choose 


Most Americans probably would 
agree that people should be allowed to 
work as long as they are able and will- 
ng The 99th Congress made it the 
jaw. 


Under the old law, in effect for eight 
years, employees could be forced to 
retire when they reached 70. That was 
up from 65 under a 1967 measure. 
Now with exceptions for a few 
categories of workers, employers are 
forbidden to set any mandatory 
retirement age. 


This doesn’t sit well with some 
business interests. Some employers 
foresee the new open-ended rule as 
disruptive of collective bargaining 
and pension and personnel matters. 
They élaim it will result in a wave of 
suits charging discrimination on ac- 
count of age. 


Their fears may be overblown. The 
same arguments were made when the 
1967 law was enacted and again when 
it was amended in 1978. Neither of the 
earlier measures spawned a major 
crisis in the workplace. 


The fact is, most people are retiring 
earlier rather than later. A recent 
report by the federal General Accoun- 
ting Office said that the percentage of 
pension recipents in the age group 50 
to 64 nearly doubled between 1973 and 
1S The average age at retirement is 

w 62. 


_ There are, of course, some older 
eyons who want to continue working 
as Tong as they can do their jobs. Who 
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would seriously disqualify Ronald 
Reagan from the presidency simply 
because he’s 75? And Democratic 
Rep. Claude Pepper of Florida, the 
chief sponsor of the new regulation, 
shows few signs of letting up even 
though he is 86. 

The new law doesn’t mean that 
employers have to keep unqualified 
older people on the payroll. Those who 
can no longer do their jobs can be 
retired or let go; the difference is that 
they can’t be put out to pasture just 


because they’ve reached a certain 


age. 

It is estimated that removing the 
age 70 retirement provision could add 
200,000 persons to the work force by 
the year 2000. That’s a tiny fraction of 
America’s 120 million workers. 

Some older people believe that con- 
tinuing to work adds meaning and 
purpose to their lives. Giving them the 
freedom to make that choice more 
than offsets whatever problems may 
arise by abolishing mandatory retire- 
ment rules.

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Forced retirement? 


Difficult to imagine in most parts of the world

All the talk around town these 
days of the pros and cons of man- 
datory retirement brings to mind 
memories of a beautiful little 
man named Joy Haywood. 

I knew Joy for a couple of 
years, when I lived in a small 
village called Crab Hill, in St. 
Lucy’s Parish, on the north point 
of the Island of Barbados. 

Born an indeterminate number 
of years ago in Demerara, an 
area on the Northeast coast of 
South America that has since 
been divided into Guyana, 
Suriname and French Guiana, 
Joy does not know exactly how 
old he is. If he is alive today, he is 
in his 80’s, but, because of miss- 
ing records and moving around, 
no one is sure. 

He came to Barbados as a boy. 
Ever since the day he arrived, he 
has worked hard for his living. 
For the colonial powers, he cut 
cane with a cutlass. After official 
independence was announced in 
1966, he continued to cut cane. 

When I knew him, in the mid- 
70's, the palms of his hands were 
wearing out like the soles of your 
shoes do, with a large hole in the 
top layer of skin, a smaller hole 
in the next layer and so on. 

Joy did not love to work, but he 
never resisted it either. 

When none of the cane around 
the north point was ripe enough 
for harvesting, he would go out 
fishing for a couple of days until 
one of the young men in the area 
threw a “‘bomb’’ into one of the 
plantations. The ‘bomb’? was 
nothing more than a pack of mat- 
ches with a lit cigarette wedged 
in it. The cigarette would burn 
down to the matches, set them 
off, and, within minutes, the 
whole canefield would be ablaze. 

The fire did not threaten life or 
property. The idea was to make 
work. After it has been burned, 
sugar cane must be harvested 
and processed within a couple of 
days or it will turn ‘‘sour.” The 
fire made for work in the area 
and the impending deadline 
made for lots of hours at relative- 
ly high wages. 

In between periods of 
harvesting cane, Joy would go 
out in his boat looking for fish. 
The boat was a small, primitive 
affair that looked a lot like a cur- 
ragh, the small Irish craft made 
with leather stretched over a 
framework of sticks. The boat is 
more round than elongated, so it 
is almost impossible to steer it in 
a straight line. . 

Joy’s boat was made from 
wood, but it enjoyed all the disad- 
vantages of its Celtic 
predecessor. More important to 
this story, Joy saw other men in 
sleeker crafts, but he never de- 
meaned his own. 

Launching from the mouth of 
the rocky bay in Crab Hill, Joy 
usually would be looking for fly- 
ing fish or ballyhoo, two small, 
sweet varieties of island fish that 


could be found fairly close to 
shore. 

He would bring his catch home 
to his wife, Lydia, who would 
pack it into a big basket and take 
it to the market in Christchurch 
to sell. If Christchurch, which 
was just a couple of miles down 
the west coast, was too crowded 
with ‘‘fishwives,”’ she would con- 
tinue on to the market in 
Spightstown to sell her wares. 


On a busy day in the middle of 
winter, you could buy 14 flying 
fish for a British West Indies 
dollar (worth 50 cents in 
American money). Cleaned and 
filleted, each one looked like a 
slice of sweet, white bread. In 
fact, we used to make sand- 
wiches of them, with the fillets as 
the bread and native tomatoes, 
onions and lettuce in between. 

Lydia did almost all the talking 
for the household, since Joy was 
deaf from birth. He had, over the 
years, devised his own sign 
language of a couple of hundred 
words. The word “‘day,’’ for in- 
stance, was signed with his hand 
and arm sweeping from one 
horizon to the other. ‘“‘Sleep’’ was 
done with his hands folded and 
laid to the side of his head. Within 
the confines of Crab Hill, 
everyone understood Joy. And he 
rarely, if ever, left the confines of 
the village. 

The only problem I ever had 
with Joy’s being mute was when 
we would share a couple of beers. 
Then, like so many people all 
over the world, he would want to 
talk and talk and talk. The only 
way you could shut him up would 
be to look away and put your 
hand up to shield your eyes from 
Joy’s direction. 

He would sit still until you hap- 
pened to glance his way again, 
then he would pick up right where 
he left off — hands and arms fly- 
ing, his expressive face filling in 
the gaps between the words. 


He was a delightful, sprightly 
leprechaun of a man — short, 
wiry, all bones and muscle, so 
black he was almost blue-black 
from a lifetime of working in the 
equatorial sun. Alert, sharp, with 
a big, quick smile, he looked and 
walked like Popeye. 

Joy, like so many people 
around the world, knew that work 
was bad and not working was 

‘ood. He could loaf with the best 





























of them when it came time for 
that. But he worked since he was 
a child, and he subscribed to the 
“bop until you drop” school of 
thought. The day there was work 
to be done and Joy did not show 
up to do it was the day he would 
be preparing to meet his Maker. 

If you told Joy of the American 
way, where a man retires after 45 
years of hard work, gets a gold 
watch and a dinner for his ef- 
forts, buys a mobile home and 
spends the rest of his life in a 
strange place surrounded by 
complete strangers, he might 
cock his head to the side and 
smile ... or even break out in a 
laugh. 

I was sitting with Joy one even- 
ing on a well-worn mahogany log 
out in front of the little shop 
where “Braf” Brathwaite pro- 
duced the finest coconut bread in 
the entire Caribbean. An English- 
looking gent drove by us in a 
gleaming white Rolls Royce. I 
asked Joy what he thought about 
that, wondering if he ever 
aspired to achieve something 
that might exceed his grasp. 

“That’s his life,’ Joy told me in 
his singular fashion, with the 
quick, bright smile that gave him 
his name. ‘‘I have my own life.” 

Joy’s life was work. Hard, 
satisfying work. If someone ever 
told him it would be against the 
law to continue working, he’d be 
hard put to understand them.

Americans, born to work, uneasy with leisure

“Repose is not the destiny of 
man.” 
— Oliver Wendell Holmes, Jr. 


Perhaps no one knew the truth 
of this statement more than 
another Holmes, the fictional 
Sherlock Holmes — at least as he 
is portrayed in ‘‘The Seven Per- 
cent Solution.” 

The story was not written by 
the Holmes creator, Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle, but by a modern 
author seeking to update the 
myth of the master detective. 

As the tale opens Holmes is bet- 
ween cases and we see what the 
lack of occupation does to a 
driven man. 

Idleness has reduced the super 
sleuth to near madness, Unable 
to sleep, he plays his violin deep 
into the night and the only ‘‘solu- 
tion” to the depression that 
gnaws at his soul is a petiou inat 
is 7-percent cocaine. 

In another adventure, Sherlock 
tells his companion and 
biographer Dr. Watson of the 
sheer torture of idleness. His 
brain, he says, is like the engine 
of a race car. Unless it is engaged 
in work, it is liable to overrev and 
blow itself up. 

If we wish to search for the 
reasons — no, the mysteries — 
behind the self-inflicted anguish 
modern man seems to heap upon 
himself, the image of the frazzled 
Holmes is worth examining. 

We work too hard, play too 
tough, put too much faith in ac- 
tion and too little value on 
thought and repose. If we're not 
doing, we're afraid we'll die. Our 
Protestant, capitalist upbringing 
puts the screws on us when we're 
young and then just keeps turn- 
ing them. 

The end result is stress, which 


we say is evil, but instead of seek- 
ing to abolish it, we give in to the 
killer, saying ‘let’s cope.’ 

In the newspaper business, 
stress is called the deadline. Get 
that story out in five minutes, but 
keep all the facts straight, leave 
out none of the complexities and 
ambiguities. Make it short, but 
don’t be glib. Be fair to both 
sides, but don't quote anybody 
too much. 

In the marketplace, stress is 
the bottom line. Work from sun 
up til midnight to get that report 
done, then be back on the job the 
next morning, sharp as a tack 
and ready to go. Maximize pro- 
fits by maximizing effort. Give 
until you have nothing left, then 
give some more. 

We are, after all, Americans — 
direct descendants of Holmes — 
who believe God nlaced us on this 
earth anu. ' who wor- 
ship tne capitalist ethic > 
says hard work and the resulting 
paycheck is the principle 
justification for being alive. 

A lucky few thrive on this 
belief—the ones we are taught to 
model ourselves after. Like 
Holmes ~ I mean, Oliver Wendell 

r 

He lived 92 vital years, working 
until he was 89. As a Supreme 
Court Justice, he was one of 
America’s greatest jurists. 
Holmes also was a leading expo- 
nent of the whistle-while-you- 
work-until-you-drop-ethic. 

Holmes said: “The race is 
over, but the work never is done 
while the power to work re- 
mains.” 

The Boston-bred Holmes was 
made for the myth he believed in. 
His profession was a joy that 
sharpened his brain rather than 
addled it.

Like Sherlock, many of us act 
as if the entire world depends 
upon the daily struggles of our 
careers. For years, we flail 
away, doing what is supposed to 
really count ~ we work, 

As our devotion increases and 
our energies begin to fade, we lop 
off from our lives the things that 
seem less important — friend- 
ships, hobbies, family and just 
P'! 9 ‘'serewing off.” 

Some of the experts tell us that 
retirement is for some the 
ultimate killer. Having spent all 
their lives working, many 
retirees do not know what to do 
with the idleness, which is sup- 
posed to be rest and reward for 
years of toil. 

Work, for these unfortunate 
souls, became the reason for be- 
ing.

Hyde's destiny is in the mayor's hands 


To the Editor: 


The front page article by Les Or- 
sini about the sale of the Hyde 
School may have given the public 
a false impression, and I hope 
that you will be willing to clear 
things up. 

The article states that ‘the Oc- 
tober 30 sale of the Hyde School 
will net the city $500,000 in im- 
mediate profit, with the potential 
for even more cash down the 
road,"’ but that “the Newton 
Highlands aldermen . . . have 
urged the city to scrap those 
plans and reopen Hyde as a 
school.” 

This is simply not true. Hyde is 
comprised of two buildings, one 
of which was damaged by fire 
and the other of which was in 
basic good repair and contained 


over 300 children when it was 
closed. The fire-damaged 
building is to be sold for $500,000 
on October 31 to Architectural 
Conservation Trust who plan to 
develop it for condominiums; 
and the Highlands aldermen are 
in no way opposed to that sale. 

However, at the time of that 
sale, the other building would be 
handed over to the city. The 
mayor then has the choice of han- 
ding it over immediately to 
develop for handicapped housing, 
or waiting a few months to con- 
sider whether it should be 
reopened as a school. The 
aldermen have simply asked the 
mayor not to take a unilateral 
step to preclude this possibility 
before it can even be discussed 
by the aldermen, the school com- 
mittee and the public. 


It is true that reopening Hyde 
would not help relieve crowding 
in the north-side schools, but the 
public might prefer to reopen 
Hyde and make additions if 
necessary, to north-side schools, 
rather than to go for the city-wide 
grade reorganization with grades 
six to eight middle schools which 
is the solution being considered 
by the School Committee. The on- 
ly other possibility is building on- 
to all crowded schools, north and 
south; and before we do that, the 
possibility of using classrooms 
we have, before building new 
ones, should at least be con- 
sidered. It will be, unless the 
mayor, alone, takes action to pre- 
vent it.

‘Post-feminism’ ignores

What is this term ‘‘post- 
feminism”’ that is being bandied 
about? We all know about 
postwar euphoria, postpartum 
blues and post-mortem examina- 
tions. But how does ‘‘post’’ fit 
with the women’s movement? 

Feminism is not an event, like 
war, birth or death. It is an ongo- 
ing developing philosophy — a 
concept of equality between men 
and women that is only beginn- 
ing. 

Post-feminism has a subtle, 
negative connotation. After all, if 
a company goes into a post-profit 
stage, it’s bankrupt. If a tennis 
star is in post-peak form, she’s 
slipping. Feminism today is 
neither bankrupt nor slipping. 

Besides, how can a good idea 
be obsolete before it even ap- 
proaches maturity? 

I ran this premise past Judy 
Goldsmith, an articulate and 
seasoned feminist, who is equally 
mystified by the term. She’s the 
former president of the National 
Organization for Women (NOW) 
who parlayed the clout of 220,000 
NOW members into a slot for a 
woman on the 1984 Democratic 
national ticket. 

Goldsmith calls post-feminism 
a misleading label that implies 
the challenge is behind us, the 
battle over. 

“It suggests,” she says, “‘that 
we've won and there are no more 
problems, Just talk to the women 
who still suffer sex abuse and 
spouse abuse and ask them if 
they think the women’s move- 
ment is over and there is no fur-

working because they must and 
do not have the option of leaving 
the mahogany-paneled law office 
to return home and tend their 
families. Just ask the working 
single parent who can’t get ade- 
quate day care if she thinks 
everything is fine now.” 

No one is denying that women 
have made dramatic gains in the 
last two decades in job types and 
titles, in political strength and 
savvy, in self-assertion and self- 
esteem. But only the most ob- 
vious of inequities have been 
obliterated. 

Goldsmith, now a consultant 
for the Child Welfare League of 
America in Washington, D.C., 
says that when the women’s 
movement first emerged 20 years 
ago, ‘‘most of the discrimination 
was so obvious, it was easily 
recognized and it didn’t take a lot 
to convince people to say, ‘Look 
at this. This is gross and must be 
changed. Here are a man and a 
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barrassing. 

Goldsmith says that correcting 
that type of inequity was ‘‘like 
sweeping the debris off the sur- 
face.’’ Now, we’re down to the 
bedrock issues that are not as 
visible and are more difficult to 
get at. 

These include the deeply in- 
grained attitudes reflected in the 
persistent wage gap between 
men’s and women’s pay, cor- 
porate aloofness to family con- 
cerns of employees, and the som- 
nolent government enforcement 
of affirmative action and similar 
women's equality measures. 

Yes, the movement is regroup- 
ing and going in a diversity of 
directions. That might imply 
some sort of ‘‘post-’’ thinking. 
For example, women are form- 
ing coalitions on education and 
aging, on social security and pen- 
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sion rights... others work on task 
forces studying domestic 
violence and job-sharing... some 
march or politic for reproductive 
freedom. 

As Georgetown law professor 
Eleanor Holmes Norton has said: 
“Great movements must not only 
grow, they must change — not on- 
ly because the times have chang- 
ed, but because we ourselves 
have changed the times.” 


We in the women’s movement 
are reinventing ourselves to find 
better ways to combine 
motherhood with individuality, 
and marriage with shared paren- 
ting; better ways to combine 
rights with options, and the jobs 
we get with our expectations for 
self-worth and financial rewards. 
Above all, we want control over 
our lives. 


We are not post-feminists. If 
anything, we are neo-feminists. 
That's the phrase that best 
describes where we are now and 
where we want to go from here.

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St. Jean’s housing dedicated

NONANTUM More than 50 
neighbors joined city, state and 
federal officials early last Friday 
morning to dedicate 34 units of 
family and elderly housing at the 
site of the former St. Jean’s 
Elementary School on Water- 
town Street 

The dedication ceremonies, 
coming one year and a day after 
ground was broken for the pro- 
ject, marked the end of a 
sometimes controversial 
development process that began 
when the late Cardinal Humberto 
Medeiros closed the school in 
1982, 

The new housing, which should 
be ready for occupancy by year’s 
end, includes 28 apartments for 
the elderly within the existing 
school building and three newly- 
constructed duplexes providing 
homes for six low-income 
families. 

Newton Housing Authority of- 
ficials, who will manage the site, 
say the current waiting period for 
elderly housing in the city is two 
years. The wait for low-income 
family housing is approximately 
five years. 

“This dedication is evidence of 
the progress we are making in 
meeting our goal of providing de- 
cent and affordable housing for 
all our citizens,” said state 
Secretary of Communities & 
Development Amy S. Anthony, 
who attended the ceremony. 

“Where an empty school and 
bare land once sat, apartments 
now stand — apartments which 
low-income families and elderly 
Newton citizens can call home,”’ 
she added, 

Plans to develop the school 
building and a 2.2 acre parcel ran 


into numerous stumbling biocks 

including neighborhood op- 
position, funding shortages, and 
fires and vandalism before 
construction finally began 
However, resident opposition to 
the project has faded. 

“There may be some lingering 
bad feelings, but I think the peo- 
ple who objected to it were 
sincere and well motivated. I’m 
confident they will come out now 
and be very welcoming. They'll 
get behind it,” said Rev. Paul 
Shanley, pastor of St. Jean’s 
Parish. 

Margaret B. Cormier, of 232 
Watertown St., was among the 
neighbors who initially opposed 
the sale of the school land, fear- 
ing, among other things, that a 
new development would exacer- 
bate the area’s density and traf- 
fic problems. 

“T thought we've had our share 
of low-income housing in Nonan- 
tum. We lost the argument, but 
those of us in the neighborhood 
who opposed it also worked for 
two years to get the best we could 
for the people who will be going in 
there. 

“T just hope that they’ll be hap- 
py, they’ll become a part of our 
community, they’ll respect it and 
be pleased and thankful for what 
they’re getting. We're going to do 
whatever we can to make them 
feel comfortable,’ Cormier said. 

The primary funding for the 
$3.2 million development came 
from Chapter 667 and Chapter 705 
program grants administered by 
Anthony’s office. The city provid- 
ed $603,000 from the Community 
Development Block Grant pro- 
gram administered by the 
federal Department of Housing & 
Urban Development (HUD).

Anthony said the present shor- 
tage of affordable housing 
represents the ‘‘other side of the 
coin’’ of the Bay State’s robust 
economic growth, but added that 
Gov. Michael Dukakis’ ad- 
ministration has made the crea- 
tion of subsidized housing ‘‘a 
very high priority.”

high. 


School Committee member 
Sally Rizzo said she has reserva- 
tions about the Hyde proposal 
because it will only answer pro- 
blems on the south side of the ci- 
ty. 

“My concern is that I don’t 
know that this will solve our pro- 
blem. We want to look at alter- 
natives that will answer the 
needs of all the schools,” Rizzo 
said. “We have overcrowding 
problems at Cabot and Ward 
schools that this proposal will not 
alleviate.” 


The School Committee in con- 


sidering reopening Bigelow is 
looking at more than the space 
needs in the schools, according to 
chairman Leonard Gentile. The 
educational merits of grouping 
grades six, seven and eight are of 
“paramount concern.”’ 


The proposal from Barker, 
Mansfield and Basham, he said, 
is ‘‘selfish.”” 


“They have consistently been 
overly concerned with what is 
happening in the schools in their 
portion of the city, ignoring the 
problems of other schools,’’ Gen- 
tile said. ‘‘The job of the School 
Committee is to decide what is 
best and fair for schools in all 
sections of the city.”’

humanitarian and out of a con- 
cern for a certain type of hous 
ing.” 


The project would put 19 con- 
dominiums in the old Hyde 
building, which first opened its 
doors to students in the 1870s, and 
add five more units on surroun- 
ding vacant land. Preliminary 
scheduling calls for the con- 
dominiums to be completed in 18 
months. 


The ‘‘new” Hyde, which actual- 
ly is more than 70 years old, will 
house 16 units so BCIL can train 
severly handicapped persons to 
lead more normal lives. 


The school’s gym also will be 
used as a community center for 
neighborhood activities. Carol 
Carroll, president of the Newton 
Highlands Community Develop- 
ment Corp. (NHCDC), expects 
ACT to complete $60,000 worth of 
renovations by February. 


NHCDC will then rely on 
volunteers to complete the gym 
rehabilitation, she said. Work 
could be finished by summer and 
the center ready for regular use 
in the fall. 


The center will be supported in 
part by renting 5,000 square feet 
in the New Hyde to a nonprofit 
organization. 


Any nonprofit organization will 
be considered, though neighbors 
favor a child-oriented use, such 
as day care, Carroll said 


The city and ACT expect to 
make money on condominium 
sales in the old Hyde. 


Hyde School Associates, form- 
ed by ACT for this project, will 
pay the city $500,000 up front, its 
first $100,000 in profits from con- 
dominium sales, and 40 percent 
of any gains beyond that, Funk 
said. 


“It restores and preserves a 
building the community feels is 
important socially and architec- 
turally,”’ said Canner of the old 
Hyde. ‘‘It is very important to the 
identity of the village.” 


The handicapped housing por- 
tion of the project will be the 
state’s first permanent facility 
for training disabled people to 
live independently, said attorney 
Jason Rosenberg. 

Rosenberg, who also is chair- 
man of the mayor’s committee on 
the environment of the handicap- 
ped, began representing BCIL in 
1978 when the state was first look- 
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ing for an appropriate site. He 
later was hired by ACT and the 
Newton Community Develop- 
ment Authority, which will 
oversee construction of the BCIL 
facility 

The state's Executive Office of 
Communities and Development 
(EOCD) will grant $i million so 
the NCDA can renovate it. 


The first floor entrance touches 
ground level, making it accessi- 
ble to the handicapped, 
Rosenberg said. Retail shop and 
regional transportation services 
are located nearby. 


“It scored 10 out of 10,” said 
Rosenberg of the site’s suitability 
for the handicapped. “It was 
perfect.”

could be permanent -

NEWTON — The state Depart- 
ment of Public Works (DPW) is 
leaning toward recommending 
permanent closure of the median 
on Route 9 at Woodcliff Road — in 
addition to upgrading traffic 
lights and warning signs there. 

The median was closed follow- 
ing a fatal accident at the site last 
spring, when Newton Highlands 
residents petitioned the city’s 
Traffic Commission to make the 
intersection safer. 

But some residents — mostly 
on the south side of Route 9 — 
adamantly oppose closing the 
median permanently. 

Traffic, with the median clos- 
ed, currently is being fed to 
Parker and Centre streets to 
cross over Route 9. Some have 
complained of bottlenecking at 
those intersections during peak 
hours. 

The traffic studies and counts 
have shown ‘‘minimal impact”’ at 
other major intersections, said 
Matthew Currie, manager of the 
DPW’s traffic operations 
problem-solving team. 

“Those other intersections are 
better fit to deal with the traffic 
than Woodcliff Road is,’’ Currie 
said. ‘‘They aren’t perfect, but in 
light of safety they are the better 
alternative.” 

A written recommendation 
about the median from the state 
DPW will be reviewed by the 
Traffic Commission at its Nov. 18 
meeting. 

“I know some area residents 
are going to be aggravated and 
somewhat inconvenienced if we 
decide to close the median per- 
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manently. But our job is to deale 
with the situation as a regional; 
problem,’’ Currie said. ‘‘Conve+ 
nience for a handful of people is: 
not a factor anymore. We are 
concerned with the safety of the; 
general public.””

Initially, the median closing 
was scheduled for a 45-day trial 
but it remains closed several 
months later. Even if the DPW 
and Traffic Commission decide 
not to permanently close the me* 
dian, the barrier will remain un+

Engineer Roy LaMotte. . 

The DPW has promised. to 
upgrade the traffic lights and ine 
stall advanced warning signg, on 
Route 9. The plan is to remove 
the post-mounted signals at the 
intersection and install overtiead 
lights, which have a_highet 
visiblility a: 

The intersection is a major 
pedestrian crossing from .the 
Newton Highlands village ;And 
MBTA station to the south side of 
the city.

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Aging treats women 
better than men

NEWTON — Betty Friedan, 
who provided the feminist 
movement with much of its 
original impetus and direction 
when she wrote ‘‘The 
Feminine Mystique” in 1963, 
said Sunday night that women 
still work and live in a society 
geared for men, despite ad- 
vances in equality over the 
past 20 years. 

“The women's movement 
has certainly changed our 
lives. Our daughters start at a 
different place in society to- 
day,” Friedan told her au- 
dience at the Gosman Campus 
Jewish Community Center. 
“But we still have to think 
behind a male model. We can’t 
live equally if structures at 
work and home are still 
geared toward men.” 

Friedan was the guest 
Speaker at the 20th annual 
meeting of the Jewish Com- 
munity Housing for the Elder- 
ly (JCHE), an organization 
providing affordable housing 
for over 900 elderly residents 
of Newton and Brighton. 

Ina lively address, Friedan, 
with her scruffy, off-the-cuff 
style, told more than 100 peo- 
ple that women face new 
challenges in today’s society. 

Friedan, who wrote “The 
Feminine Mystique” after she 
was fired from her job as a 
newspaper reporter because 
she was pregnant, is known to 
many as the founder of the 
feminist movement. Her book 
helped millions of women iden- 
tify the barriers that kept 
them from achieving equality 
in society. 

“We were suffering from a 
problem that didn’t have a 
name,” she said. ‘When I 
wrote the book, the whole 
(problem) became completely 
different. It became a matter 
of redefining attitudes. The 
psychological effects (of the 
book on women) were incredi- 
ble. At the time, people were 
asking ‘Why are American 
women with all these 
household appliances unhap- 

pind 

Today, Friedan said, women 
are ‘writing their own name 
as people” as opposed to 20 
years ago when they were kept 
from “participating in the 
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mainstream of society.” 

“Second Stage,’ written by 
Friedan in 1981, describes the 
new challenges for women in 
their struggle for equality. In 
the book, Friedan stresses the 
importance of equality for 
women within the family. 

In recent years, Friedan, 
who is 65, has.turned much of 
her attention toward the issue 
of aging. She is currently 
working on a book entitled, 
“The Fountain of Age,” in 
which she explores the dilem- 
mas and societal barriers that 
come with aging, particularly 
for women. 

Women who landed jobs and 
equality as a result of the 
feminist movement enter old 
age with more experience to 
fall back on, according to 
Friedan. 


“In the last 20 years, 


something quite amazing 
arose,” she said. ‘Women do 
not show increased impair- 
ment. As a matter of fact, they 
are doing quite well. Women 
do a lot better at age than men. 


I figure the big difference bet- 
ween women and men over 60 
is that the women are the ones 
who are alive.” 

Friedan said she experienc- 
ed the proverbial deja vu when 
she began to delve into the 
topic of aging several years 
ago. ‘‘Age meant this dreary 
horrendous, pitiful condition,”’ 
she said. ‘‘The age ‘mystique’ 
was even more lethal, more 
subtle and harder to break 
through than women’s equali- 
ty. 
“Age is denied in society,” 
she continued. ‘Age is only 
seen as a decline from the 
quality of youth. It is never 
looked at in its own terms. 
Nobody looks at old age as liv- 
ing.” 
Friedan called organiza- 
tions like JCHE “‘institutions 
that nourish growth by foster- 
ing independence and 
autonomy” in elderly people. 

Like her approach during 
the start of the women’s move- 
ment, Friedan said new gains 
for woman and the elderly will 
come from new ideas, not 
struggle. 

“It’s not women against 
man or man against women,” 
she said. ‘It’s changing the 
music and opening up new 
ideas.” 
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Newtonites revel in Brooklynese

BOSTON Hotdogs, knishes 
and pickles are not the normal 
bill of fare at the Sheraton Hotel’s 
Grand Ballroom. 

But, when 500 ex-Brooklynites 
show up to rekindle old 
memories, the hotel chefs put 
aside their French menus and 
steam up hundreds of Coney 
Island's gift to the world. 

The food and fanfare last 
weekend was for “Brooklyn in 
Boston,’’ a celebration of 
Brooklyn roots and Boston 
presence. More than 100 
Newtonites who grew up in the 
Borough of Kings came to see old 
high school friends, savor the 
gastronomic delights of the 
“Fourth Largest City in 
America” and lament the long- 
departed Brooklyn Dodgers. 

“This is fabulous,’’ Carol 
Shapiro, who now lives on Park 
Avenue in Newton, said. ‘I think 
Brooklyn had so much to offer 
and this is a great way to 
remember it all.” 

While she does not go back 
“that often,’ Shapiro said her 
memories of growing up in 
Brooklyn are still strong. 

“I remember the food,’’ she 
said. ‘I miss the knishes and cor- 
ned beef sandwiches and kosher 
pickles, You really can’t get that 
up here.” 

Brooklyn was more than just a 
dietery Disneyland, though. For 
many of the people attending last 
weekend’s gig, it was 
remembered as a place where 
many ethnic neighborhoods coex- 
isted peacefully. 

“T love the roots,’’ Joan 
Brownstien said. Brownstien, 
who now lives in Waban, said the 
Brooklyn she remembered was a 
place where people had stong ties 
to their community and each 
other, 

“Tt was a real friendly place,” 
she said. “I think our kids are 
really missing something by not 
having seen what it was all 
about.” 

Among her favorite memories, 
Brownstien talked about days 
spent at Ebbets Field, home of 
the Dodgers. 

“T used to sit in the bleacher 
seats,” she said. “You could get 
tickets for 60 cents. My favorite 
player was Jackie Robinson. He 
was a real hero. I don’t think to- 
day’s players like Jim Rice of the 
Red Sox can even compare.” 

Newton’s William Nast was the 
oldest Brooklynite on hand. A 
member of the Bushwick High 
School class of 1919, Nast recall- 
ed when much of the borough was 
open country. 

“T used to walk from Brooklyn 
to Queens and it was mostly an

Guardian Angel says women should fight back

NEWTON Attitude, said 
Lisa Sliwa, national director of 
the Guardian Angels, can make 
the difference between a woman 
being victimized by or surviving 
an assault or rape. 

“Women in particular are the 
targets of psychological ter- 
rorism,” she told a_ largely 
female audience at Boston Col- 
lege last week. ‘‘Some say 
women should give in to at- 
tackers. I think that is ridiculous. 
If you don’t fight back, you lose 
your self-esteem.”’ 

She said by taking a fight-back 
attitude, women can protect their 
psyches in addition to fending off 
attackers. 

“Even if you do a little 
something that gives the creep 
some pain, you at least have the 
satisfaction that you did 
something,’’ she said. “I know 
from experience and from talk- 
ing with doctors and others who 
were attacked that it makes you 
feel even more helpless if you 
don’t try and fight back. 

“From my experience,” she 
added, ‘‘even if you do the least 
little thing, like ripping his face 
with your nails and leaving scars, 
a woman will have fewer emo- 
tional sears.”’ 

But some women in the au- 
dience questioned the strategy 
behind telling a 110-pound woman 
to fight off a ‘‘drooling maniac.” 
Sliwa reassured them, using her 
brother Tedd as a tackle dummy 
to demonstrate self-defense 
techniques. 

Sliwa — model, actress, karate 
black belt and soon-to-be profes- 
sional wrestler with her 
animated style brought that in- 
formation to life with a_per- 
formance befitting Broadway. 

Shunning a podium, Sliwa 
elected to bring people into her 


performance. She bolted about 
the stage, acting out various 
situations and imitating both 
criminal and victim 

Through her hardboil y 
street-wise demeano 
the crowd know she was not some 
egg-head shrink who spent her 
entire adult life in an office 

It was a style, said BC 
sophomore Gina Santorpio, that 
hammered home the message: 
Women should not roll over and 
play dead if attacked. 

“You can use this,’’ Sliwa said, 
showing the audience the heel of

her palm. ‘This can be a very ef- 
fective weapon.”

brother’s ear and jaw, claiming 
an attacker often can be 
rendered helpless by using the 
right pressure point.

What happens if the’can 
jams or there is a stiff wind blow- 
ing while you are trying to spray 
the stuff in a guy’s face. Besides, 
it’s not the same stuff the police 
use and I really don’t think it is 
very effective.”

The when and how of osteoporosis screening

Many women wonder if they 
should be checked for their risk 
of osteoporosis, a thinning of the 
bones. They want to know if 
assessing the strength of their 
bones now, a procedure called 
osteoporosis screening, will help 
them avoid fractures in later life. 


Fractures due to weak bones 
are a major health problem for 
one third of all white women over 
sixty-five. (Black women have 
stronger bones and are less 
susceptible.) Since ordinary x- 
Tays cannot screen for 
osteoporosis, centers with special 
screening devices are becoming 
popular. Many physicians, and 
the media, encourage us to make 
use of them. It is time for us to 
take a good look at what screen- 
ing can - and cannot - do for us. 

The benefits of screening are 
unproven. Some screening 
centers evaluate a woman's bone 
density by examining only her 
wristbone. The forearm is held 
over a radioactive source which 
emits gamma rays. A scanning 
device measures the amount of 
rays which are able to pass 
through the wrist bone, in- 
dicating a porous condition. This 
screening method is called single 
photon absorptiometry (SPA). 

This procedure is quick and 
simple. But recent studies point 
out that it is also virtually 
useless. The condition of the 
wrist bone is not necessarily the 
same as the condition of other 
bones such as those of the spine 
and hip. The bones in our bodies 
vary in strength, depending on 
how we use them. One cannot 
measure the strength of one bone 
to predict the condition of 
another. 

Many centers do examine the 
spine itself, using DPA (dual- 
photon absorptiometry, similar 
to SPA) or a special version of 
the CAT scan which assesses the 
mineral content of the bone. 
Some researchers think that the 
DPA and the CAT scan are 
reliable indicators of a woman's 
risk of spinal fractures. 
However, the studies which will 
prove or disprove this theory are 
not yet completed. In addition, 
neither of these tests can predict 
who will suffer fractures of the 
hip, the most disabling result of

osteoporosis. 

But there is still another, t 
drawback of osteoporosis 
ing. It may not be true that 
measurable bone density is 
related to fracture risk. Surpris- 
ingly, studies show that there is 
no difference between the hip- 
bone density of white women 
over seventy who suffer hjip frac- 
tures and taose that do not. Why, 
then, don’t all white women over 
70 suffer hip fractures? It ap- 
pears that other bone features 
may be important to fracture 
risk-- and they are not 
measurable by any current 
methods. These include the 
bone s geometric structure; the 
accumulation of tiny fractures 
through the years; and the 
strength of the bone; surrounding 
muscles and ligaments. In addi- 
tion, some women are more pro- 
ne to falls through poor eyesight, 
high-heeled shoes, or the use of 
disorienting drugs. 

Why Screen At All? 
There is another reason to be 
sceptical about osteoporosis 
screening. The purpose of screen- 
ing is to “treat” women who are 
diagnosed as high fracture risks. 
But is treatment safe and effec- 
tive? Estrogen replacement 
therapy is often recommended by 
physicians, since studies show 
that it can retard bone loss and 
may reduce fracture risk. 
However, once you stop taking 
estrogens, bone loss will return to 
its normal rate. In addition, 
estrogen therapy increases your 
risk of cancer of the uterus and 
possibly of breast cancer as well. 
Why exchange the risk of frac- 
tures for the risk of cancer? It is 
true that adding the hormone 
progesterone to the estrogen may 
reduce the cancer risk. However, 
research on the long-term effects 
of this therapy are not yet 
available. Also many women 
dislike the usual ac- 
companiments to estrogen 
therapy: repeated breast and 
pelvic exams (including periodic 
tissue samples taken from the 
uterus); and menstrual-type 
bleeding after menopause.

WEST ROXBURY By look- 
ing at the score, one could say the 
Lions played well, keeping the 
score close against an excellent 
West Roxbury team.

Medford runs over Tigers

NEWTON — It was really 
anyone's ballgame at the half 
although it shouldn’t have been. 
But when Sean Connor capped off 
an 84-yard drive with his second 
of three touchdowns to open the 
third quarter, the Medford 
Mustangs had dumped Newton 
North and it’s two-game win 
streak, 28-8 Saturday at Dickin- 
son Stadium. 

This was not the same Tiger 
team that battled back to beat 
Everett three weeks ago, then 
ran through Cambridge, Rindge 
& Latin last Saturday. 

The Tigers failed the test that, 
if successfully completed, would 
have made them a good team. In- 
stead, Newton North dropped to 
2-5 with Division I top-ranked 
Peabody next up on the schedule. 

Of course, Newton North did 
not fail all on its own. The Tigers 
had some unrequested assistance 
from Medford. 

“We were out-physicaled by a 
physical team,” Newton North 
head coach Peter Capodilupo 
said. ‘It was the type of game, 
though, that with a little luck we 
were right back in it.

The Mustangs did to Newton 
what the Tigers had done to Cam- 
bridge a week ago — control the 
offense.

A dance concert on Dec. 6 will 
highlight this year’s dance pro- 
gram. The well-known company 
Dance Vision, headed by Margot 
Parsons and founder of the 
center's dance program, will per- 
form. The New York Times has 
described Parsons as “stately.” 
According to the Boston Globe, 
her choreography has been 
“briskly danced and (has) of- 
fered a clear point of view.”” 

In addition, the Paradigm 
Dance Company participate in 
this program. Cathy Young, arts 
center faculty member, has 
choreographed a premier, ‘‘The 
Grid,’’ as well as other works in 
which she will dance. 

Both of these companies are 
professional, performing groups 
committed to education. Their 
work at the center reflects two 
major goals of the arts center. 

In reviewing her eight years as 
director of the center, Josephine 
“Jo” Simon credits the board of 
directors with having a clear vi- 
sion of the center both as a com- 
munity and a_ educational 
resource. 


Members of the center are pro- 
fessional practitioners who teach 
the discipline involved in their 
art and share this with students. 

Because of this ongoing com- 
mitment, Simon says she still 
finds it very exciting and keeps 
wondering when the honeymoon 
will be over. 

Whether teaching modern, 
ballet, jazz or creative move- 
ment at all level, the center’s 
faculty focuses on students learn- 
ing the discipline rather than on 
the ‘‘razzmatazz’’ often 
associated with student recitals. 

The core of the dance program 
occurs in the studio where Par- 
sons, Young, Patrishya Fit- 
zgerald, Dawn Kramer, 
Margaret Knight and Verna 
Blair conduct classes and work 
with their own companies. This 

generous space is unique and 
traditional. The special sprung 
floor helps to absorb the impact 
of dancers’ jumps and protects 
them from injury. The mirrors 
and barres provide basic tools for 
learning. 

In the studio, Parsons conducts 
an “unconventional-corrective”’ 
class for professional dancers. 
She works to reach out to help 
each ‘‘make new connections and 
open up new channels” for 
understanding the motivation 
and quality of their movement. 
“Don’t mix your pallet so much,”’ 
Parson stresses to her students. 
“It’s a little vague where the ac- 
tion’s coming from. Make clear 
where the action is.””

NEWTON — “There’s a crisis 
in individual lives these days,’’ 
says visiting lecturer Basil John 
Hargreaves. 

“It's a crisis of identity and 
purpose,”’ notes the Christian 
Scientist from London. He adds 
that ‘‘in modern science God has 
been explained away, and man 
has been reduced to some sort of 
product of biochemical 
technology.” 

A Christian Science practi- 
tioner who is active in the chur- 
ch’s ministry of healing, 
Hargreaves is in Newton to ad- 
dress the question “Science and 
Technology: Servants or Gods?” 
sponsored by the local Christian 
Science congregation. The free 
lecture will be held Nov. 14 at 8 
p.m. in the branch church 
edifice, 391 Walnut St., Newton- 
ville. 

It’s evident from Hagreaves 
remarks his views are not based 
on religious fundamentalism, nor 
on any sort of popular anti- 


technology crusade. On the con- 
trary, having spent many years 
in business in the United 
Kingdom before turning his life 
to religion, Hargreaves is con- 
cerned about the direction and 
quality of human progress. He 
asks his listeners to reconsider a 
materialistic view of the world 
which, he says, ‘‘gives us a belit- 
tled sense of man.”” 

Hargreaves believes ‘‘we’ve 
become a man-oriented, not a 
God-oriented society.’’ And in do- 
ing, we have lost the spiritual 
meaning of our lives. 

‘“*Because scientific 
materialism is the only 
philosophy that a ‘rational’ per- 
son can accept,” he said. “the in- 
ner meaning that humans crave 
and need has been neglected.” 

In his lecture, Hargreaves 
plans to discuss ‘‘a different 
framework of perception’ which 
he illustrates with examples 
from the Bible and the life of 
Jesus.

Developers 
alter designs 
to gain favor

NEWTON — Developers of two 
Upper Falls sites are changing 
the design of their residential 
proposals and offering other con- 
cessions in an effort to win 
neighborhood support. 

Morris Tarkinow and Harold 
Ellison of M.E.T. realty have 
agreed to give the city control of 
open space and the exterior of 
historic buildings on the Marcy 
Estate on Chestnut Street, ac- 
cording to their attorney, 
Howard Levine. 

And Jack Antaramian has of- 
fered to widen Oak Street so traf- 
fic will be able to move more 
easily in and out of his proposed 
residential complex at the 
former Stowe-Woodward bowling 
ball factory. 

Both had already agreed to 
reduce the size of ineir proposals. 
Some residents, however, still 
fear each project is too large and 
would generate too many cars for 
Upper Falls’ already congested 
roadways. Some also fear the 
area’s character will be changed. 

The village contains many of 
the city’s historic homes and 
much of it — though not the two 
development sites — is in the Up- 
per Falls Historic District. 

The center revolves around the 
Upper Falls Depot, which has a 
turn-of-the-century look, and has 
the quiet, tranquil feel of a 19th- 
century town. 

The development pressures it 
now faces were probably in- 
evitable, according to Alderman 
Paul Coletti. ‘It was only a mat- 
ter of time before the 20th cen- 
tury caught up with Upper 
Falls,”’ he said last week after a 
meeting between Antaramian 
and village residents. 

M.E.T. and Antaramian have 
shaped their housing proposals to 
blend with the surrounding en- 
vironment. 

According to Levine, architects 
for M.E.T. have designed 33 
dwelling units in three clusters to 
resemble the look of the Willard 
Marcy home, which will remain 
where it is near the center of the 
site. 

Marcy, a prominent political 
leader in the 19th century, built 
the estate in 1869. 

His home, the estate barn, and 
a milk house will be renovated 
and preserved, Levine said. Six 


dwellings will located in the three 
structures. 

Antaramian plans to use two 
approaches to blend the Stowe- 
Woodward development — 122 
condominiums and 5,000 square 
feet of office space — with the 
surroundings. 

Architect Peter Shaffer told 
residents the three buildings 
would be constructed of brick to 
match the old St. Regis factory 
across the street and each would 
have sloping roofs to complement 
nearby homes. 

The building closest to 
Needham Street would be six 
stories high and the two adjacent 
buildings would slope down to 
four and three stories. 

Several residents questioned 
whether the design was right for 
Upper Falls. ‘‘Six stories is an 
apartment building that stands 
alone,"’ one woman said. “I know 
it’s going to happen, but it’s going 
to change the village.” 

But Shaffer said that building 
was closest to the Needham 
Street commercial strip and far- 
thest from Upper Falls 
neighborhoods. 

In addition to design changes, 
M.E.T. is trying to win 
neighborhood support for the 
Marcy project with a conserva- 
tion easement that will guarantee 
a great deal of open space on the 
estate remains in its present 
state, Levine said. 

The Marcy Estate has been 
nominated for the National 
Registry of Historic Places. 
Levine and Brian Yates, presi- 
dent of the Upper Falls Com- 
munity Development Corp., 
disagree over whether the 
development will hurt its chances 
for acceptance. 

Levine said it was his 
understanding that only the cen- 
tral home has been nominated 
and since the developers will 
preserve it, chances for accep- 
tance will not be harmed. 

Yates said the entire estate is 
considered historical and con- 
structing residential clusters 
there reduces that value. 

Yates and Coletti disagree over 
which development is better for 
Upper Falls. 

Coletti said the Marey Estate 
proposal places fewer dwellings 
on a greater amount of land. The 
developer ‘‘came in with an ac- 
ceptable level and then he reduc- 
ed it more,”’ he said.

Stashing your washing 
machine and your dryer

How many places in the home 
can you think of to stash the 
washing machine and dryer? 

Entrants in a recent design 
competition for well-planned and 
efficient laundries came up with 
quite a few ideas that didn’t in- 
volve placing the appliances in 
the cellar. 

Among the locations chosen for 
the laundry room-1980s_ style 
were family rooms, the master 
bedroom, a bathroom, the dining 
room (concealed in part of a 
built-in buffet cabinet), or in a 
shower stall (shower head 
removed). 

Other ideas included a 
breezeway between the house 
and garage, the kitchen, a utility 
room and pantry, or a hallway.

W. R, and La Verne M. Uhte, of 
Walnut Creek, Calif., earned top 
honors for a small space laundry 
that went into an existing linen 
closet in the bathroom. The pro- 
ject employed stacking full-size 
appliances and required remov- 
ing the original solid closet door 
and replacing it with a bi-fold 
louver door. 

In contrast, Judy and John 
Hedge of Worthington, Ohio, won 


for a multipurpose laundry that 
the Hedges say is the center of 
their home. The laundry room 
was designed by John Hedge, an 
architect, for his family home. 

Located on the first floor, the 8- 
by-12-foot laundry and_ utility 
core is between the kitchen and 
family room on one side and the 
formal dining room and living 
room on the other. 

The laundry is also Judy 
Hedge’s office and provides room 
for sewing, hobbies and crafts for 
the family. Among special 
features are a laundry chute that 
empties directly into a cabinet in 
the laundry room, eliminating 
the need to cart dirty laundry 
from one part of the house to 
another. 

Overhead cabinets store tools, 
pantry items and household 
cleaning supplies and a long 
counter doubles as a desk, sor- 
ting table and sewing center. 

James and Kathy Wilkins of of 
Little Rock, Ark., have a 14-foot 
square laundry and utility room 
that also features home office 
space as well as substantial 
storage and room for sewing and 
ironing. A cork bulletin board 
and a plastic laminate desk sur- 
face that stretches nine feet pro- 
vide facilities for organizing all 
aspects of the home. The laundry 
area includes a double sink with 
undercabinet lighting. Flower- 
arranging supplies as well as a 
cabinet for hanging permanent- 
as garments are also provid- 
ed. 


The contest turned up other 
good ideas from entrants who in- 
cluded 15 men, several in- 
dividuals who are disabled, and 
senior citizens, as well as 
humerous retirees and new home 
owners. Among the ideas: laun- 
dry chutes that minimize the dif- 
ficulty of getting the laundry to 
the washing machine; 
hampers for presorting 
separate hampers in each 
room with individual bags for 
light and dark clothes; built-in 
ironing boards; a drip-dry stall, 
and a sink included in the laundry 
area for pretreating stains 











Contestants were asked to in- 
dicate their reasons for redesign- 
ing or designing a new laundry 
area. Ranked as important were 
having a convenient and accessi- 
ble spot that would make it easy 
to get the laundry done quickly 
and efficiently. A number also 
wanted to build a cheerful space 
to make the repetitive chore 
pleasanter. 








According to the equipment 
manufacturer, an efficient home 
laundry needs certain basics. 
These include storage for soiled 
laundry, clean laundry and 
cleaning products; a container or 
vehicle for moving clothes from 
one part of the house to another; 
counter space for folding and sor- 
ting, a nearby sink for 
pretreating spots and stains and 
a hanging area for permanent- 
press items. 


Some tips on insulating

Unless you enjoy paying high 
energy bills, you might want to 
check out the insulation in your 
home. The difference between 
poor and adequate insulation 
‘could mean money in your 
pocket. 

Better Homes and Gardens 

Real Estate Service says that not 
only is proper insulation a pru- 
dent investment, it will be a 
strong selling point if you decide 
later to put your house on the 
‘market. 
: Also important, though not 
quantifiable in dollars and cents, 
is the added comfort and sound- 
‘proofing that adequate insulation 
‘provides as a bonus. Floors 
-aren’t cold to your feet and sound 
‘doesn’t travel across the house as 
tif it were a gymnasium. 


‘ Insulation is like the skin of 
‘your house. It works as a buffer 
‘to protect you from the outside 
environment. Heat always seeks 
-a cooler area so insulation can 
‘protect you in both winter and 
‘summer. In winter, insulation 
‘works to retain the heat inside 
‘your house; in summer, it helps 
‘slow down and block heat coming 
in from the outside. 


You can inspect your home 
yourself to see whether your pre- 
sent insulation is adequate, or 
you can have a pro do the work 
for you. If you take on the job, 
you need to check the key areas 
where heat could be gained in 
summer or lost in winter. 

Those areas are: ceilings 
(including dormer ceilings) and 
all unfinished attic floors; knee 
wails in a finished attic; between 
attic collar beams; sloping sec- 
tions of a roof in a finished attic, 
exterior walls, floors above crawl 
spaces and above unconditioned 
areas such as a garage or porch, 
and outside (or perimeter) walls 
of heated basements. 

You'll need to measure the 
thickness or depth of the insula- 
tion in all but the perimeter 
walls. The perimeter walls are 
the most difficult to check and, 
generally, if you have any insula- 
tion there, you probably won't 
want to add more. Insulating 
perimeter, finished walls is ex- 
pensive and generally requires 


hiring a contractor. Adding in- , 


sulation when there is some in the 
wall usually doesn’t prove to be 
cost effective. 

If this all sounds like something 
you'd rather not do yourself, you 
can hire an energy consultant 
who will prepare an in-depth

An increasing number of fur- 
niture companies are cranking 
out false stone. ‘More companies 
vare learning the process,” says 
Craig Leavitte of 
SLeavitte/Weaver Inc., an interior 
design company and furniture 


designer. ‘It’s taken many years 
for companies to figure it out.

But it’s not just companies. Ar- 
tists like Gwin are turning to 
false stone to create one-of-a-kind 
pieces. And individuals as well as 
interior decorators are using 
false stone to bring drama to 
their rooms. 

“People will draw a sketch to 
give us an idea,” says Trimarco. 
“Maybe they saw a fireplace or a 
mantel somewhere. It might only 
exist in a European castle. Well, 
we can make the same thing and, 
of course it costs a lot less.”” 

The idea for the false stone 
desk in Wilkes Bashford’s San 
Francisco office came from a 
contemporary altar in an Italian 
church, Although it’s actually 
made of wood, it was designed to 
look like carved stone, 

False stone is usually much 
lighter than real stone. Motioning 
to a coffee table that resembles a 
rock quarry reject, Trimarco 
says, “If you were to do a piece 
like that from solid stone, you'd 
need a forklift to get it in 
anywhere.” 

Many false stone pieces are 
hollow, cast from mixtures that 
might contain something like 
rock chips, silica and resin, A fur- 
niture maker can also get a rock- 
look simply by applying paint 
containing cement or rock chips 
to a form made from plywood, 
rubber or Styrofoam. 

Some false stone will stain, 
however. 

Many interior decorators say 
that just about everything goes 
with stone

Other power companies will 
send out energy consultants to 
measure your insulation, look at 
the efficiency and condition of 
your cooling-heating system, and 
check for caulking, weatherstrip- 
ping and the like. Finally, they’ll 
provide you with a written report 
of their findings.

Limiting board deliberations

NEWTON — Twenty-five 


minutes after the clock struck 12, 
Alderman Joshua Davidson rose 
to seek support for his proposal to 
end future board deliberations at 
midnight. 

But the question of whether 
aldermanic meetings should end 
then remains unanswered after 
the brief debate, which ended 
just before one this morning. 

The freshman alderman at- 
tempted to convince his col- 
leagues that attendance and ef- 
fectiveness dwindles with the 
lateness of the hour, The Legisla- 
tion and Rules Committee, 
however, last week voted not to 
endorse his idea. 

The board dawdles over pro- 
posals early in the evening when 
almost everyone is present, then 
rushes through matters later on 
after some members have 


departed, he said. 
Davidson seemed to win 
several converts, but many 


aldermen responded sarcastical- 
ly to his idea. 

Those opposed argued that 
lengthy debates are necessary 
and natural for the city’s 
legislative body. 

“T tried to advance my com- 
mitment to brevity,” said Alder- 
man Bruce Carmichael, usually 
one of the board’s more avid 
debaters. ‘I didn’t say one thing 
tonight and it’s a quarter to one.”’ 

“T’m amazed the city has sur- 
vived 175 years without a 
mechanism such as this,’ said 
Alderman Wendell Bauckman, 
the board’s longest standing 
member at 44 years of service. 
He chided Davidson and his sup- 
porters, saying the board was 
wasting “an awful lot of time” 
discussing the measure so late at 
night. 

To make sure the most impor- 
tant items are taken up first, 
Davidson said board President 
Michael Malec could list them by 
priority under his rule. 

Alderman Richard McGrath 
said this would be putting an un- 
fair burden on Malec or any 
board president, Each alderman 
would fight to make sure his 
issues were given top billing, 
McGrath said. 

“T don’t know what Alderman 
Davidson has against you, Mr. 
President,’ McGrath said to 
Malec, ‘but it would be in- 
teresting to see how you'd sur- 
vive.” 

But Davidson pointed to

records from several meetings to 
show that aldermanic attendance 
generally flags as meetings 
drone on past midnight. 

The board’s Feb. 18 session, for 
example, began with three 
members absent, but by adjourn- 
ment eight aldermen — or one- 
third of the board — were gone, he 
said. The March 17 meeting 
began with absentees and con- 
cluded with 10 no longer present. 
“Forty percent of our consti- 
tuents were not represented,’’ he 
said. 

Several alderman have com- 
plained about late full board and 
committee meetings, saying it is 
impossible to deliberate effec- 
tively at 2a.m. or3a.m. 

Even Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
has raised the issue, saying 
lengthy meetings which can oc- 
cur on successive nights do not 
serve the public, aldermen or 
their families. 

If the Davidson proposal were 
passed, Newton’s board would 
not be the only municipal 
legislative body with a rule put- 
ting a time limit on sessions. 

Waltham City Council has a 
rule adjourning full council 
meetings at midnight and most 
do end before that time. The rule 
does not apply to committee 
meetings, however, which often 
end in the early hours of the mor- 
ning. 

Davidson's measure has been 
co-sponsored by aldermen Paul 
Daley, Susan Basham and 
Rodney Barker, 


A couple of hours before the 
debate began, Alderman Paul 
Daley said the rule is needed ‘‘to 
keep aldermanic procedures in a 
time frame that’s productive.” 


“I've sat here at 1:30 and 2 
a.m. when people were half 
asleep waiting to get through a 
filibuster to vote,” he said. 


A long-distance runner who has 
competed all over the world, 
Daley said successive late night 
meetings have begun to harm his 
health and he refuses to stay 
beyond midnight. When discus- 
sion of the Davidson proposal 
began, he had already left. 


Davidson said aldermen could 
vote to suspend his rule any night 
it was deliberating urgent 
business at midnight. His pro- 
posal would at least force the 
board to be aware of time and 
make delaying tactics less at- 
tractive, he said.

The results of the first 
statewide curriculum 
ment tests will be dist 
locally by all school 


superintendents on Nov. 14, ac- 
cording to Terry Zoulas, director 
of the office of media relations 
for the state Department of 
Education. 

The tests were given last spr- 
ing to all 180,000 of the state’s 
public school students in grades 
three, seven, and 11 in the areas 
of math, reading and science. 

Mandated by the state educa- 
tion reform law (Chapter 188) as 
part of the Massachusetts Educa- 
tional Assessment Program 
(MEAP), the tests are designed 
to measure the effectiveness of 
the curriculum in_ individual 
school districts and to enable 
comparisons between cities and 
towns across the state. On Nov. 
24, the department will distribute 
a statewide analysis of all scores, 
Zoulas said. 

He said there will be three 
methods of comparing school 
districts: measuring the 
students’ scores against the state 
norm of 1300 (scores will range 
from a low of 1,100 to a high of 
1,600); using a comparison score 
that was devised based on a 
statistical analysis of the kinds of 
kids taking the tests, such as the 
education completed by the 
students’ parents, how long they 
have lived in a certain town or 
the country, and the first 
language spoken in the home 
other than English; and a 
Statistical analysis of com- 
munities that are similar. 

For the third criterion, the 
State has devised seven 
categories based on economic 
factors such as a community's 
per capita income, the amount of 
manufacturing a particular town 
or city has, minority populations, 
population density and the 
number of school-aged children 
in a given community, Zoulas 
said. The categories were ex- 
panded from an original list of

who easily defeated five other 
lifters with a total score of 
665.5 pounds.

In each weight category, 
lifters are allowed three at- 
tempts in both the snatch and 
clean and jerk competitions to 
lift any weights they choose.

In the event of a tie, the 
lighter weightlifter is the win- 
ner. To accomplish a legal 
snatch, according to Myerson, 
the weightlifter must pull the 
weight over his or her head in 
one “clean motion from the 
floor,’’ Conversely, the clean 
and jerk is performed in two 
distinct motions, from the 
floor to the shoulders and from 
the shoulders to above the 
head 

“Quickness, speed and flex-

yerson explained. ‘You'll 
notice that most weightlifters 
don’t have bulging biceps 
because they use their arms 
only to guide and hold. The 
back, shoulder and leg 
muscles do most of the work.’’ 

With either the snatch or the 
clean and jerk, pulling the 
weights too slowly with the 
arms can result in dis- 
qualification of the lift, Myer- 
son added. 

Frank Dydek, 65, from New 
Bedford and the oldest 
weightlifter in the competi- 
tion, snatch-lifted 99 pounds 
and lifted 132 pounds in the 
clean and jerk competition.

School districts are 
required to administer the tests 
between Oct. 14 and Oct. 31.

NEWTON — With 20 months to 
go before the city’s solid waste 
disposal contract expires, of 
ficials are leaning toward adop: 
ting a plan which would convert 
Newton's solid waste into energy 

A solid waste task force ap. 
pointed by Mayor Theodore 
Mann has reviewed the situation 
and is close to making a recom 
mendation. The city’s existing 
pact with GSX, a South Boston- 
based refuse handling firm, ex 
pires in June, 1988. 

Landfill is in short supply, not 
only in the state but nationwide, 
Mann said. Consequently, the ci 
ty is considering awarding the 
contract to one of three com 
panies which would transport 
waste collected at the Rumford 
Avenue transfer-haul station for 
incineration at their own waste 
to-energy plants. 

Eastern States Management 
Company, HERCO and Vicon all 
have the ability to pick up 
Newton's solid waste, transport it 
to their waste-to-energy plants 
and dispose of it as ash residue in 
landfills, he said. 

With the cost of disposing 
waste rapidly increasing, Mann 
said the city would like to sign a 
20-year contract to ensure an 
economical method of waste 
disposal, 

One of the key factors in the in- 
creased costs is the lack of 
available landfill. 

The task force mailed proposal 
requests to 65 companies, a field 
that has been narrowed down to 
the three competitors he men- 
tioned. He said Newton is in a 
good bargaining position because 
companies building waste-to- 
energy facilities need guaranteed 
sources of waste to obtain finane- 
ing.

Tow service to change

NEWTON —A two-week inter- 
nal police department investiga- 
tion has revealed no im- 
proprieties in the way tow ser- 
vice requests are handed out, ac- 
cording to Chief William Quinn. 

But as a result of the complaint 
and resulting probe, the depart- 
ment will ‘‘modernize’’ its tow- 
request system. 

An elected official and a 
representative of a towing com- 
pany wanting to be added to the 
city tow list had charged some 
police officers showed favoritism 
in assigning tow calls. 

The city currently uses four 
towing companies on a rotating 
basis Tody’s, Testa’s, 
Negoshian’s and Newton Auto 
Body to haul away an 
estimated 3,200 abandoned, 
wrecked or illegally parked 
vehicles annually. 

Patrick Hannon, a represen- 
tative of H.N.U. — a tow com- 
pany seeking to be added to the 
list — and an unnamed city of- 
ficial allegedly charged police of- 
ficers unfairly favored one or 
more of the above companies. 

But Hannon told police in- 
vestigators he was just ‘“reaf-

Sentenced 
in Newton 
rape case

CAMBRIDGE — A Waltham 
native convicted of abducting a 
Newton woman from the 
Woodland MBTA station and rap- 
ing her in a Waltham industrial 
park has received a 20- to 25-year 
prison term at MCI Cedar Junc- 
tion in Walpole. 

James LeBlanc, 25, originally 
from Bacon Street, was sentenc- 
ed Friday by Judge Mel Graham 
when a Middlesex Superior Court 
jury returned a guilty verdict 
after an hour and 15 minutes of 
deliberation. 

LeBlanc, who faces numerous 
other life felony charges in 
unrelated cases pending 
throughout the state, was con- 
victed of aggravated rape, kid- 
napping, assault and battery with 
a dangerous weapon and armed 
robbery. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Peter Bella said LeBlanc's 21- 
year-old victim, who has since 
moved out of the city, felt ‘‘vin- 
dicated” by the verdict delivered 
after two days of testimony. 

“She exhibited a great amount 
of personal courage by testifying 
in the case and was instrumental 
in the ultimate successful pro- 
secution of this defendant,’’ he 
added. 

Bella, who asked that LeBlanc 
receive a 30- to 40-year prison 
term, said he was “pleased with 
the verdict and satisfied with the 
sentence.” 

The victim, a college student, 
still carries ‘some psychological 
scars” as a result of the incident, 
he added. 

Although LeBlanc will be eligi- 
ble for parole in the year 2000, 
Bella noted, ‘‘There’s no 
guarantee of that and he’s got a 
lot more cases to get through 
before he’s finished.”’ 

Felony cases pending against 
LeBlanc include charges of rape 
and armed robbery in Middlesex 
County, rape in Worcester Coun- 
ty, at least one rape in Norfolk 
County and kidnapping in Barn- 
stable County. 

He was accused of abducting 
the local woman from Woodland 
Station at 4:45 in the afternoon on

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Bookkeeping’s fault

NEWTON Police Chief 
William Quinn said his depart- 
ment will recommend changes 
in how towing service requests 
are handled. 

Although an investigation in- 
to an alleged towing scam 
revealed no wrongdoing, 
Quinn acknowledged poor 
bookkeeping was one of the 
reasons some tow companies 
received more calls than 
others. 

To remedy that, Quinn said 
Capt. John O’Brien, the 
department’s traffic com- 
mander, is suggesting towing 
contracts be put out to bid and 
tow forms, which officers fill 
out when making 
assignments, be revised. 

“The new forms should be 
numbered, include the names 
of officers requesting the tow, 
the name of dispatcher and 


each form should be checked 
by the officer in charge during 
each tour of duty,’’ O’Brien 
said. 

In addition, O’Brien said 
each incident report should 
provide space for recording 
every towed vehicle. 

The city, Quinn said, should 
send out specifications to in- 
terested companies. Once 
selected, he said those com- 
panies should be put on a rota- 
tion system. 

“All requests for a specific 
tow company made through 
the police department are to 
be counted as a turn in the 
rotation,” he said. “Each tow 
company should be required to 
submit a monthly report of all 
vehicles towed through the 
police department.” 

To make sure all companies 
are treated fairly, Quinn saida 
specific computer program

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DeNucci raps housing 
board over vacancies

NEWTON — State Rep. Joseph 
DeNucci, D-Newton, sharply 
criticized the Newton Housing 
Authority (NHA) for allowing 
seven units of federally subsidiz- 
ed elderly housing to remain va- 
cant for up to two years. 

“To allow those units to remain 
vacant is unforgivable," said 
DeNucci, chairman of the House 
Health and Human Services 
Committee. ‘‘Those im- 
provements have to be funded 
creatively ... especially when 
there are two to three year 
waiting lists for elderly looking 
for housing.” 

NHA Director Frank Quinn 
contended his agency was being 
creative by allowing the units, at 
a 57-unit complex in Auburndale, 
to remain empty 

“We did the most creative 
thing possible,’’ Quinn said 
“Allowing the units to remain va- 
cant showed HUD (federal Hous- 
ing and Urban Development) of- 
ficials that these units are in 
desperate need of repair."” 

Because of a combination of 
faulty design and poor construc- 
tion, Quinn said the vacant units 
have leaked and suffered other 
water damage. By keeping them 
empty, he said HUD recently of- 
fered a $425,000 repair grant, 

The NHA had to wait for 


federal funding, according to 
HUD spokesman Edward Mur- 
phy, because the limited funds 
are earmarked primarily for 
emergency situations. 

“Funds from HUD are very 
competitive and very limited,” 
he said. “We try to take care of 
emergency situations first, then 
special purposes like saving 
energy. The third priority is com- 
prehensive funding to keep pro- 
jects viable. The $425,000 grant 
was comprehensive funding.” 

DeNucci, however, said “‘it is 
totally wrong” to take the units 
off the market. Maria Kreeft, a 
DeNucci aide, said NHA officials 
told her in May that “they were 
making progress"’ and needed no 
help in their attempt to repair the 
units, 

Kreeft said her office contacted 
the NHA after receiving a com- 
plaint from a constituent 

While both Quinn and Mayor 
Theodore Mann pointed out that 
the complex is federally funded, 
DeNucci said the state should be 
involved as well. 

“There is state money involved 
regardless of how those im- 
provements are made,” he said, 
“IT think in the last couple of 
years, this Legislature has pass- 
ed record amounts of capital 
outlays to create more low- 
income and elderly housing. I 
would like to hear from the NHA 
to see if we can be of any help.” 


While McGrath calls elderly 
victims of ‘bureaucratic mess’

MEWTON Elderly seeking 
housing in Newton are victims of 
“a bureaucratic mess,’’ ac- 
cording to Alderman Richard 
McGrath, who represents the 
ward where vacancies exist at a 
Newton Housing Authority 
(NHA) elderly housing complex. 

“Senior citizens ere being 
denied housing at the complex on 
Auburn Street,” he said. “They 
are very frustrated because af- 
fordable housing is hard to come 
by and this housing exists, but it 
is not available,” 

According to NHA Director 
Frank Quinn, seven of the 57 
units in the Auburn Street com: 
plex are vacant 


McGrath chided Quinn for not 
being able to win federal funding 
to make those repairs until last 
spring, when the Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD) agency 
issued an emergency $425,000 
grant. 

“The people who live in that 
complex have been coming to me 
for years to talk about the condi- 
tions down there,” McGrath said 
“This city has such a large 
surplus and something should be 
done for human services,” 

Quinn pointed out that the NHA 
is independent of the city and that 
city money is never used for NHA 
projects. 

‘We are supported by the state 
or the federal government,” he

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Home care 
service 
has home 
at last 


NEWTON —The Hospice of 
the Good Shepherd’s search 
for a new home is over. 

The Good Shepherd opened 
the doors of its new home 
yesterday afternoon during an 
open house, giving the com- 
munity an opportunity to in- 
spect the location of its new 
administrative offices in the 
old Waban fire house at the in- 
tersection of Washington and 
Beacon streets. 

“It’s lovely,’ hospice Ex- 
ecutive Director Ellen 
Rudikoff said of the new loca- 
tion, “I feel like we are a part 
of the community. We’re a lot 
more visible.” 

Since its conception in 1979 
the hospice, which gives emo- 
tional and medical support to 
terminally-ill patients and 
their families, was located in 
the former nurses’ hospital 
behind the Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. But it moved into the 
fire house at the end of 
September and now rents 
space from the Norumbega 
Council of the Boy Scouts of 
America which owns the 
building. 

The biggest difference bet- 
ween the two locations is rent. 
While at the hospital, the 
hospice used the facilities 
rent-free. With the Boy Scouts, 
it has been forced to sign a 
five-year lease. The hopsice 
plans to hold fundraising 
events in the future to offset its 
rent, she added. 

Rudikoff said the hospice 
moved in with the Boy Scouts 
after being displaced by the 
hospital. The displacement, 
she said, was understandable 
since the hospital is experienc- 
ing “issues of space.” The 
hospice’s former quarters, 
Rudikoff added, are being con- 
verted into doctors’ offices.

director of the Norumbega 
Council, asked the hospice to 
move into the fire house after 
hearing it was being forced off 
the hospital grounds. 

Andersen found he could 
rent the empty space to a non- 
profit group like the hospice to 
recover some of the building’s 
operating expenses. The West 
Suburban United Way at one 
time rented the same office 
space from the council, but it 
had been empty for about two 
years. 

“They did a great job clean- 
ing it up for us,”’ Rudikoff said.

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Bowler trial set to start

CAMBRIDGE After. two 
delays, the trial of a Martin 
Bowler for last year’s murder of 
24-year-old Richard Farnese of 
Auburndale was scheduled to 
begin yesterday in Middlesex 
Superior Court

Yesterday Sheila Farnese, the 
victim’s mother, said, ‘‘I’m real- 
ly not looking forward to the trial 
because I know what I’m going to 
go through. But it’s time we got it 
underway.” 

The trial originally was 
scheduled to begin on Sept. 4, but 
Bowler slashed his wrists twice 
while in the Middlesex County 
Jail and the trial was postponed. 
It was set to go on Oct. 27, but 
there was a problem in schedul- 
ing a judge to hear the case, so it 
had to be postponed again. 

Bowler, 30, is charged with 
fatally stabbing Farnese in the 
heart last Oct. 27. The stabbing 
occurred in Watertown in the 
Charles Street apartment of Judy 
Williams, whom Farnese had

said. ‘‘We oversee every detail of 
the projects we are involved in. 
But these projects are sponsored 
by the state or federal govern- 
ment, depending on the project.”’ 

At the complex, some 
neighbors — who refused to give 
their names fearing retaliation 
from the NHA — complained of 
the conditions and raised the 
same issues of city funding as 
McGrath. 

Quinn said his agency did the 


best it could to deal with the 
situation by making emergency 
repairs to buildings he said were 
inadequately designed and 
unable to stand up to the weather. 
He added that there were no 
similar problems at two other 
NHA elderly housing complexes. 
“You are talking about 
buildings that were constructed 
at different times by different 
people,’”’ he said. ‘‘The problems 
that exist on Auburn Street do not 
exist at the 64-unit complex at 
JFK Circle in Nonantum or the 
72-unit Horace Mann complex.”

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Firm awaiting 20-year trash contract 


NEWTON — A New Jersey company, seeking to finance the con- 
struction of an incinerator, has given the city until Nov. 20 to hash out 
basic terms for a 20-year, solid waste disposal contract, according to 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann. 

Vicon Recovery Systems of New Jersey has offered the least expen- 
sive package of the three companies recommended to the city by its 
Solid Waste Task Force. 

Figures are preliminary so far, but based on documents provided 
by city officials, Vicon would charge the city $56 million to dispose 
45,000 tons of solid waste annually over the 20-year period. The cost is 
based on an assumed annual inflation rate of 5 percent. 

According to the city’s latest figures, the other two recommended 
companies are offering more expensive 20-year packages. 

Holyoke Energy Recovery Company (HERCO) of Chicopee, 
Massachusetts is asking $57 million for the 20-year deal. And Signal 
Environmental Systems of Millbury, Massachusetts wants $94 
million for the same length of time.

Mayor happy with attempt at open lines 


NEWTON — Mayor Theodore D. Mann is satisfied with his most re- 
cent attempt to open up lines of communication with the Board of 
Aldermen, though only one member actually took advantage of time 
he set aside to answer questions. 

Mann reserved last Wednesday evening so aldermen could stop by 
his office and discuss their concerns. 

The offer was the Executive Department’s equivalent of extending 

in “olive branch” to the board, the mayor said at a press conference 
two weeks ago. 

Alderman Paul Coletti, chairman of the Finance Committee, stop- 
ped by to discuss fiscal matters while several aldermen contacted 
him by phone either that day or the next. 

“So I’d say from out point of view I was very pleased," said Mann 
on Friday. 

The mayor had hoped by making time available he could spare the 
board lengthy debates over questions he or a city department head 
could answer quickly. 

Of those aldermen who did not bother to contact him, he said, ‘‘Ob- 
vioulsy, you can’t force people. If you don't have questions, we must 
be doing something right.” 

Mann has set aside another evening in December for aldermen to 
discuss the issues with him. ‘We seek everybody’s input,’’ he said. 
“Tf they don’t avail themselves of that (opportunity), we'll try 
another way.” 


Neighbors offer cautious support 


NEWTON — Upper Falls neighbors attending last week’s Land Use 
Committee public hearing offered cautious support for a proposal to 
build a 122-unit condominium complex on the site of the former Stow 
Woodward bowling ball factory. 

The proposal, by developer Jack Antaramian, calls for the con- 
struction of three buildings on the 3.5 acre site. They would range in 
height from a six-story building near the corner of Oak and Needham 
Streets to a three story building adjacent to Abbot Street. In addition, 
the proposal includes two levels of underground parking and some 
surface parking for a total of 269 parking spaces. 

By alligning the buildings on a north-south bias, architect Peter 
Shaffer said neighborhood concerns of diminished sunlight would be 
taken care of because that configuration would maximize the amount 
of light streaming through the space between the buildings, instead of 
casting shadows by blocking off the sun. 

Those offering an opinion on the plan said they appreciated the 
many meetings held between Antaramian and the community since 
June but were still concerned about parking and traffic problems that 
could be associated with the new development. 

According to Upper Falls activist Brian Yates, the rejected options 
were too intensive for the area. 

“We generally support the residential plan,” he said. ‘It took a 
couple of months of meetings, but we finally agreed that the first pro- 
posal, which was all commercial, was too dense and would have too 
great an impact on the neighborhood. The buildings closest to Abbot 
Street would have been too high for the houses along that street.” 

Paul Coletti, the alderman representing Upper Falls, said while he 
preferred the mixed-use option, he would support whatever the 
neighborhood wants.

Grants for special, vocational education 


NEWTON — The School Department will receive more than 
$460,000 in grants from the state — the fifth largest award in the Com- 
monwealth — for special education and vocational programs. 

The money will provide extra support staff and aid to the schools’ 
special needs and severely handicapped population and is intended to 
enhance employment opportunities for students in technical and 
vocational programs. 

Public schools apply for and are entitled to these grants under the 
state’s special education law, Chapter 766. The grant amounts are 
based on the number of special needs students in the system. 

About $360,000 was awarded to the schools for special needs pro- 
grams, which translates to $265 per student. 

For the 28 severely handicapped students serviced, the schools will 
receive $700 per student for a total of $19,600. These funds are 
predominantly for students who are or were in state-operated 
facilities and have since been mainstreamed into public school 
education, according to Reynolds. 

More than $7,000 of the total grant will offer students vocational 
guidance and support. These funds are used to recruit students into 
vocational programs and allow the staff to ‘follow them along and 
anake sure the students stay in and succeed in programs,” according 
to Malia.

Neighbors disagree on 22-unit apartment 


NEWTON Some neighbors see a proposed 22-unit apartment 
complex on Commonwealth Avenue near Boston College as a 
welcome solution to problems of vandalism, noise and trash build up 
ona large, mostly open plot of land 

Others, however, view Joseph Melikian’s plans as just another infr- 
ingement on their residential neighborhood already plagued by BC's 
expansion and the continuing developmental incursion on the open 
space provided by the Newton Commonwealth golf course 

Melikian is seeking a zone change and a special permit from the 
Board of Aldermen to convert the former Knowles estate into an 
apartment building. An old farmhouse currently sits on that site, 
which Melikian owns, but the developer would like to tear it down in 
favor of the new building 

The impetus for the development stems from concern by the city 
that Melikian’s other apartment at 27 Commonwealth Ave. had not 
provided enough parking. Peter Harrington, the attorney represen- 
ting Melikian, said the new building, on an arrowhead shaped parcel 
of land, would make it financially possible for the developer to pro- 
vide adequate parking for both the new and proposed buildings. 

Architect Arshag Merguerian provided detailed plans, including a 
scale model with a pullout of the proposed site, in an effort to con- 
vince aldermen of the project's merits. 

Merguerian pointed out the care taken to shield the project from 
the surrounding neighborhood on a site that slopes down 40 feet from 
Commonwealth Avenue to the rear portion of the lot near the golf 
course. 

Two residents of Melikian’s 27 Commonwealth Avenue building 
came forth to support the project. Both Lawrence Steinberg and An- 
thony Antonellis said the new building would cut down on the distur- 
bances on the open land. 

But, neighbors who live in the surrounding single-family homes 
said the development would be just another infringement on their 
community, 

He also expressed concern about increased traffic, especially on 
the Commonwealth Avenue carriage lane, where Melikian proposes 
to put the entrance to his new building. 

Alderman Arthur Reilly, who represents the neighborhood, said he 
would like to see the project trimmed. 

“The neighbors are terribly concerned about the numbers,”’ he 
said. ‘‘I think it is too dense as it is and I am also very concerned 
about the traffic, especially the entrance going onto the carriage 
jane.” 

Melikian’s request must face a Land Use Committee vote before 
going to the full board.

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Lean years for state's GOP

It has been so long since Massachusetts 
Republicans had much to cheer for that many of 
them have forgotten how, or even when, to applaud. 

And the results from last week’s state election 
were hardly more encouraging for the GOP thana 
mortgage foreclosure notice. 

While voter registration totals are weighted 
heavily toward the Democrats, that may be only 
part of the reason Republican candidates for 
statewide office did not fare better. 

The GOP aspirants, as hard as they tried, failed 
to capture the imagination of potential supporters, 
including not only Democrats and independents but 
a lot of voters in their own party. 

The all-too-long election campaign was anything 
but a delight to the ear. What strong issues GOP 
candidates tried to push were drowned out by the 
shrillness of the approach. 

The negative tone of the campaign, surely at- 
tracted attention but perhaps a lot less positive 
voter response than counted on. The oratory, 
especially in the contest for state treasurer, was 
something in which nobody, least of all those direct- 
ly involved, can take pride. The message may have 
been on target but the way it was delivered was way 
off the mark. 

Clearly the Bay State GOP’s biggest challenge, 
now as it has been since the early 1970s, is to close 
ranks and end the shabby behind-the-scenes in- 
fighting. And this can hardly be achieved by those 
whose view of whut Massachusetts Republicans 
should be is perhaps too narrow to attract even 
lukewarm appeal from outside GOP ranks. 

Although the toppling of Democratic Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis was highly unlikely, maybe vir- 
tually impossible in the light of the state’s strong 
economy, the election for head of state could have 
been closer had the Republicans come up with a 
stronger ballot foe, and a lot earlier in the cam- 
paign. 

With nearly seven out of every 10 voters on his 
side, the Massachusetts chief executive has hardly 
diminished his prospects for increasing national 
political visibility and quite possibly a place on his 
party’s 1988 national ticket. 

The Dukakis victory came despite a conspicuous 


lack of ethusiasm for him by some conservative 
elements in state Democratic ranks, who view him 
as too liberal and even too powerful. 

That many who voted to retain the governor may 
not agree with his stance on some key issues was 
underscored by voter approval of the state tax-cap 
ballot proposal, which he vigorously opposed. And 
two Dukakis-favored ballot measures — calling for 
retention of the commonwealth’s mandatory 
seatbelt law and provision for mail-in voter 
registration — were rejected. 

Although Republicans have not won a statewide 
office in Massachusettts since 1970, the latest set- 
back was by far the most decisive. It raises ques- 
tions concerning the best course for the party, 
which for the first time in decades offered voters an 
all-conservative ticket. 

The election outcome has to be particularly chill- 
ing to Raymond Shamie, the wealthy industrialist 
and ultraconservative, who has twice been the GOP 
nominee for U.S. senator and had been expected to 
try again in 1988. 

Both he and Republican gubernatorial loser 
George Kariotis are among those who may be vying 
for state GOP leadership, when the more moderate 
state chairman, Andrew S. Natsios, steps down in 
the next few weeks. 

Before the selection is made, members of the 
state Republican hierarchy are expected to con- 
sider changes in their charter, one of which would 
limit the chairman’s term to two years beginning in 
the January after a state election. 

That idea would seem to have considerable merit 
since it might end the tiresome bickering among 
various party elements. It would allow Republican 
activists to regroup and set new agendas or at least 
revise the existing one, at the outset of a new elec- 
toral term, rather than at some point along the line, 
with periodic moves by GOP dissidents to effect 
changes in direction in midterm. 

Like every other state, Massachusetts surely 
needs and deserves a strong two-party system. 
Anything that might help bring that about is worthy 
of early attention, and before it is too late.

Special interests like a third party

To say Democrats dominated 
the Massachusetts election this 
year is oversimplification. 

The tendency is to think of elec- 
tions as two-party affairs, with 
the vast majority of politically 
active people clinging to one par- 
ty or the other. 

But this time around, a third 
political entity — rather a collec- 
tive of entities — took center 
stage. 

That force was the special- 
interest groups. 

Espousing causes as diverse as 
abortion controls, tax caps, seat- 
belt repeal, hazardous-waste 
cleanup, private-school aid, the 
groups bypassed the courting of 
candidates through the party 
convention process and the 
primaries, bringing their ques- 
tions directly to the voters. 

Special interest referenda 
stripped the party candidates of 
most of the hot issues during this 
year’s campaign. 

Without the Citizens for 
Limited Taxation tax referen- 
dum, taxes could have been a 
focal point for the governor's bat- 
tle between Michael Dukakis and 
George Kariotis. 

The seat-belt law also could 
have been a gubernatorial issue, 
as could hazardous-waste 
disposal, private-school aid and 
acid-rain controls. 

The same issues could have 
spiced the attorney general’s 
race. 

Mail-in voter registration could 
have been a high-profile issue for 
the secretary of state’s race bet- 
ween Dedham’s Deborah 
Cochran and Democratic incum- 
bent Michael Connolly, But the 
ballot question coopted the issue. 

Distrusting either party to 
earry the ball, Citizens for 
Limted Taxation floated the tax- 
cap question; MassPirg posed 


the hazardous-waste question; 
the Catholic Church put its 
weight behind the abortion- 
control and private-school-aid in- 
itiatives; a loose coalition of seat- 
belt opponents put up the belt 
item. 

Once, these groups might have 
tried to insert their proposals in 
major-party platforms. 

Now, they are dismissing the 
parties as irrelevant. They are 
taking matters into their own 
hands. 

With all the best issues pre- 
empted, the individual can- 
didates had nothing to work with 
but the shortcomings of their op- 
ponents. Thus, the campaigns 
devolved into character- 
assasination orgies, 

With a few exceptions, 
statewide Republican candidates 
started eviscerating their 
Democratic opponents the mo- 
ment the party primaries ended 
in September, 

Republican L. Joyce Hampers 
tried to skewer Treasurer Robert 
Q. Crane with an advertising 
assault on his six-figure outside 
consulting income and alleged 
cronyism in the treasurer’s 
operation. But she fell on her own 
sword with a fuzzy memory 
about her tenure in the revenue 
department under the prior ad- 
ministration, her disclosure that 
she and her husband are 
multimillionaires and her sale of 
her pricey Weston home to her 
Spouse to raise fast campaign 
cash. 

Seeing Hampers’ early success 
at mudslinging, other GOP can- 
didates tried the same route. 
Dedham’s Deborah Cochran, 
seeking to unhorse Secretary of 
State Michael Connolly, charged 
her opponent with junketeering, 
strong-arming the securities 
brokers his office governs and ac- 
ting in general like a flake. 


_GOP Rep. William Robinson in- 
sinuated that former Democratic 
Rep. and one-time prizefighter 
Joseph DeNucci, lacked the in- 
tellect to be auditor. He jerryrig- 
ged a commercial around a tape- 
recorded quote — wildly out of 
context — of DeNucci saying, ‘‘I 
must have rocks in my head.’ 
Voters sensed the low blow. 

In the end, mud splattered the 
slingers as badly as their targets. 

A notable exception to the low- 
road strategy was Needham’s 
Ted Harrington. He ran for at- 
torney general on his formidable 
record as a federal prosecutor 
and acquitted himself well in his 
loss to Democrat James Shan- 
non. 

At the top of the ticket, George 
Kariotis started too late and car- 
ried too heavy a legacy of party 
fumbling to attack Gov. Michael 
Dukakis from any angle. 

On the day after the election, 
Republican leaders yowed to en- 
vigorate their ravaged party. 

Democrats basked in victory. 

But in the long haul, 
Republican resurgence may be 
just as important to the 
Bemocralic party as it is to the 


Environmentalists, pro-lifers, 
acid-rain fighters, teachers, 
unions and other special interests 
clung to the Democratic Party in 
the past because they feared the 
GOP might put big business and 
tax-reform interests in charge of 
the state. 

Absent the threat of GOP vic- 
tory, the Democratic Party will 
splinter. 

Once that happens, it is every 
special-interest group for itself. 
And that can reduce Horier 
to chaos.

Alternatives 
to Star Wars

Did you know that the United 
States has no way whatsoever to 
stop a nuclear ballistic missile 
launched against us? 

If one Soviet SS-18 missile car- 
rying ten half-megaton warheads 
was launched by mistake, our 
President would have only two 
choices; accept the devastation 
of ten U.S. cities or launch World 
War III. This is a preposterous 
and deadly situation. 

In the mid-60's, Robert 
McNamara adopted the all- 
offense, no defense strategy of 
Mutual Assured Destruction 
(MAD). Under this strange doc- 
trine, defense of the American 
people was considered 
“provocative” to the Soviet 
Union. As a result, our once for- 
midable strategic defense 
system was dismantled, and by 
1972, we had no defenses against 
missiles and almost no defenses 
against bombers. 

On March 23, 1983, President 
Reagan announced his intention 
to discard the MAD policy of 
Robert McNamara and to restore 
the strategic defenses of the 
United States and our Free World 
Allies. His political enemies and 
the Soviet Union promptly named 
this effort ‘Star Wars” in an at- 
tempt to belittle it. 

The Anti-Ballistic Missile 
(A.B.M.) Treaty of 1972 which, 
while it doesn’t really preclude 
our proceeding with S.D.I., can 
be construed as preventing 
anything except laboratory 
research on defenses against 
nuclear missiles. 

In 1982 the High Frontier study, 
led by Lt. General Daniel O. 
Graham, made the case that we 
could already defend the United 
States against Soviet ballistic 
missiles using “‘off the shelf” 
technology. In late 1981, it was 
known that a very strong space- 
based defense could be built, not 
using beam weapons, but in- 
terceptor rockets (‘‘smart 
rocks‘). Given a decision to go 
forward with such a system, an 
effective defense could be put in 
space in six years. 

For as little as three billion 
dollars spread over six years, Lt. 
General Graham has been told, 
we can put such a system in place 
in North Dakota which will de- 
fend the entire North American 
continent. 

That is, for one-fifth of one per- 
cent of our current annual 
defense budget, we can get a 
defense deployed which will at 
least protect our people from an 
accidental or deliberate attack 
involving a few missiles. 

In addition to these defenses, 
we could now decide to deploy 
satellites in space equipped with 
rocket interceptors which would 
add an even more effective layer 
of defense, protecting people and 
further increasing Soviet uncer- 
tainty as to the effectiveness of a 
deliberate nuclear attack. Such 
satellites can fire their intercep- 
tors against ballistic missiles on 
the rise and destroy them before 
they have dispersed their deadly 
warheads. 

If the U.S. government would 
put enough priority into such an 
effort, we could have all or most 
of it in place within the 7 1/2 
years now contemplated as a 
period of laboratory work only. 
Costs could be held to under $7 
billion per year. 

And finally, these defenses 
could be supplemented by simple 
gun or multiple small-rocket 
launchers to defend our missile 
silos and national command 
centers against any warheads 
that would leak through the more 
general defenses; at a cost of $15 
million per missile defended. 

The cost would be small com- 
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pared to the MAD-oriented 
schemes e.g., MX Racetrack at 
$60-80 billion and MX Dense Pack 
at $36 billion. 

The Soviets have tried blan- 
dishments in arms control, 
threats of countermeasures, and 
massive propaganda campaigns 
against S.D.I. But they have not

been content with words. They 
have even resorted to murder 
and mayhem, employing their 
surrogate radical terrorist 
groups to assassinate a West Ger- 
man scientist for ‘‘collaboration 
with §.D.I.” and to blow up the 
best laser facility in Europe. And 
it is by no means clear that the 
K.G.B. did not have a hand in the 
astonishing series of U.S. and 
Allied space failures in late 1985, 


including Challenger, Titan, 
Delta, Nike-Orion, Aries, 
Minuteman and Ariane. 


The United States should 
decide to build defenses using 
available technology now. No 
doubt we can improve them later 
with emerging laser and other 
beam weapons, but we must act - 
not do research only. 

In the event of war with the 
Soviet Union, U.S. bombers 
would go toward their targets 
against the largest air-defense 
system in the world. We would 
have a very great difficulty in 
penetrating the huge Soviet air- 
defense system. The U.S., on the 
other hand, has absolutely 
minimal air defenses by com- 
parison. 

The worrisome fact is that the 
Soviets now have an advantage 
over us in destabilizing, fast- 
flying destructive I.C.B.M.’s. 
The A.B.M. Treaty allows each 
side 100 interceptors. The Soviets 
have 100 interceptors - we have 
not put up our own. 

The Soviets have violated the 
A.B.M. Treaty by putting up the 
Krasnoyarsk radar. The Soviets 
built the SS-25, which is a pro- 
hibited second new type of 
1.C.B.M., and there’s a long list of 
other violations. 

We entered into the A.B.M. 
Treaty, which would limit the 
defenses of both sides, on a pro- 
missory note that the Soviets 
would reduce their offensive 
systems in five years. We said 
that if there were not a satisfac- 
tory agreement in offensive 
weapons we would consider 
withdrawing from the A.B.M. 
Treaty because our supreme na- 
tional interests would be jeopar- 
dized, 

Now, the Soviets have not 
brought down their offensive 
systems in five years, nor even in 
ten, When the first review of the 
A.B.M. Treaty came up in 1977, 
the Soviets still had not reduced 
their offensive systems, and they 
continued to build more. 

The Soviets oppose our §.D.I. 
because they have an offensive 
advantage over us they would 
like to keep. The Strategic 
Defense Initiative, if we deployed 
it, would help blunt that ad- 
vantage. They don’t want to com- 
pete with us in the Strategic 
Defense arena, because they 

have a fifteen-year head start.

Open mind to reopen Hyde 


To the editor: 

When the PTA Council and the 
School Committee discuss the 
merits of creating grade 6-8 mid- 
dle schools, it is assumed that one 
advantage to the plan is that it 
would forever take care of the 
crowding that exists in some 
elementary schools; however, 
this is not necessarily the case. 

Consider, for example, a situa- 
tion where a school has two 
classrooms of sixth graders, with 
three classrooms of kindergarten 
and first grade, and as many 
children expected to enter over 
the next four years. As these 
three-classroom grades move up 
the school, there will be no room 
for them, as there are still three 
rooms needed for the 
kindergarten. We cannot assume 
that this mini-baby-boom will end 
within a few years; parents may 
go on having children at the pre- 
sent rate; and a drop in housing 
prices could bring to Newton 
more families with children, at- 
tracted by the large houses. 

And what happens when the 
larger classes reach the middle 
school? If there is not room for 
them, we may have to consider 
either putting the eighth grade in 
the high schools, or returning the 
sixth grade to the elementaries, 
if there were enough space. 

And there are other uncertain- 
ties. The School Committee is 
considering going to a 6-8 system 
along with lowering class size. In 
this case, will removing the sixth 
grade really take care of the 
crowding in all of the southside 
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schools? Or would they still need 
to build on to those schools? And 
if they do not go to a 6-8 system, 
will the money allotted to Mason- 
Rice and Countryside really take 
care of the problem? What about 
Angier and Bowen? Will the 
Board of Aldermen want to give 
money to build onto all of the 
southside schools, when we have 
refused to consider using 
classrooms which are_ sitting 
there in the ‘‘New’’ building of 
the Hyde. 

This is a time for opening our 
minds and exploring all 
possibilities, and choosing solu- 
tions which keep options open for 
the future. We should, in studying 
space problems, be looking at all 
available space, including Claf- 
flin and Bigelow and the 13 
classrooms and 10 special rooms 
in the New Hyde building. It may 
well turn out that we will need 
more classrooms whether we go 
to a 6-8 system or not; and it cer- 
tainly does not make sense to ask 
the Aldermen to build new 
classrooms before we have even 
considered using those that we 
have. 

Lhope that the PTA council and 
the public will ask the School 
Committee to retain all available 
space, and consider all options 
for at least a few months, while 
they study this complex issue. 
That means asking the School 
Committee to ask the Mayor not 
to give away the Hyde until there 
is a plan for the future.

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Pines awaits chairmanship

NEWTON - State Senator-elect Lois Pines said 
after last week’s elections she expects Senate 
President William M. Bulger to offer her a com- 
mittee chairmanship when she enters the 
Legislature in January. 

Pines, who cruised to an uncontested victory in 
Newton and Brookline in the general election, 
said sources close to Bulger have indicated she is 
in line for a undisclosed post in the Senate leader- 
ship. 

“T hope so,”’ the Helene Road resident replied 
when asked about the possibility of being offered 
a chairmanship. “I am being encouraged to 
believe that I will be.”’ 

Pines’ bid to succeed retiring State Sen. Jack 


H. Backman, longtime chairman of the Commit- , 


tee on Human Services and Elderly Affairs, end- 
ed on a high note Tuesday. 

The former Garden City lawmaker, best 
known for her sponsorship of the Bottle Bill, poll- 
ed 21,315 votes in Newton and 12,360 votes in 
Brookline. 

Even though her candidacy has been un- 
contested since mid-summer, Pines garnered 
the fifth highest vote total among those on the 
Garden City ballot. 

Only U.S. Rep. Barney Frank, Auditor-elect A. 
Joseph DeNucci, Gov. Michael S. Dukakis and 
District Attorney Scott Harshbarger finished 
with more votes, 

Pines, 45, even out-polled Dukakis in some 
Newton and Brookline precincts. 

“From what I can determine, I’m in good 
shape,”’ she said. ‘I received a very substantial 
mandate in support of my candidacy. We did 
very, very well.’’ 

Pines said it was ‘‘very tough” to decide not to 
run an “‘aggressive”’ campaign that could have 
taken workers and funds away from other can- 
didates or issues. 

She will sustain a ‘‘very substantial pay cut” 
by abandoning her job as executive director of 
the International Cooridinating Council (ICC) 
for the $30,000 slot in the Senate. 

If Pines is named to a chairmanship, she will 
be paid an additional $7,500 a>nually. 

In addition to the probability of a leadrship 
role, Pines said she is also anticipating addi-

tional administrative help for her office. 

“I’m entitled to three people, but I’m expec- 
ting that the Senate president will give me more 
staff. He wants to be cooperative,” she said. ‘“‘He 
understands how difficult it is to represent 
Newton and Brookline. It’s a very active consti- 
tuency that demands a great deal of attention.” 

As for the composition of her staff, Pines said, 
“People have already started to send me 
resumes, but I’ve made no decisions yet.”” 

She said she already has drafted some the bills 
that must be filed by the first Wednesday in 
December for the 1987 legislative session. 

Her work with the ICC, a public-private part- 
nership designed to stimulate international in- 
vestment, trade and tourism in Massachusetts 
and New England, will take her out of the coun- 
try for several weeks in the coming months. 

Pines said she will visit Israel to discuss a 
recently signed trade agreement between that 
country and the United States. 

From the Middle East, she will travel to Lon- 
don for a promotional visit meant to generate 
English tourism in the Bay State. 








Mann on GOP debacle

NEWTON - Top Massachusetts 
Republicans seem more in- 
terested in winning struggles 
within their own party than in 
capturing state office, according 
to Mayor Theodore D. Mann. 

Tuesday’s election — a sort of 
St. Valentine’s Day Massacre of 
the state GOP — leaves Mann as 
something of a political curiosity 
in the Bay State. He is an 
undefeated Republican with 13 
straight elections under his belt. 

The GOP has qualified people 
in its ranks, but the leadership is 
blocking them from nomination, 
said Mann, poring over the 
wreckage of his party last week. 

The most qualified 
Republicans cannot get 
nominated ‘‘because a different 
group has control of the party,” 
said Mann. ‘Apparently, they'd 
rather lead (the GOP) than win.” 

“There are good people who 
happen to be Republican and who 
have good records,”’ Mann said. 
“They are not the kind of people 
who can get nominationed in the 
Republican Party.” 

The Massachusetts GOP has in 
some ways brought on its own 
demise by “pushing” its most 
progressive and responsible 
leaders — Ed Brooke and Eliot 
Richardson — out of power. 

The people now in control seem 

to be paddling in the opposite 
direction of the ‘‘mainstream of 
Massachusetts thought,’ Mann 
said. 
‘When you think of 
Republicans in Massachusetts, 
do you think of good things?” 
asked the mayor. ‘What crosses 
your mind?” 

Republicans can take consola- 
tion from two sources, despite the 
election rout, Mann said. 


Voters Back Charter Revamp

Residents in Newton, Waltham 
and Watertown during elections 
last week strongly endorsed the 
creation of a charter commission 
to revamp Middlesex County 
government and simultaneously 
elected two local men to seats on 
the panel. 

The unheralded charter com- 
mission measure passed by a 65- 
to-35 percent margin in the three 
communities. 

The two candidates for district 
representative slots on the group 
Carmelo S. Panzera, 
Waltham, and Paul E. Coletti, 
Newton were elected 
automatically by virtue of their 
uncontested status. 

Panzera will represent 
residents of Waltham and Water- 
town, while Coletti will speak for 
his hometown. 


In addition to the local pair, the 
charter commission will be com- 
prised of 13 other district 


representatives elected by other 


parts of the county, the three 
county commissioners and 
Newton Mayor Theodore D. 


Mann in his role as chairman of 


the Middlesex County Advisory 
Board. 


The group is scheduled to meet 
for 18 months before issuing sug- 


gested revisions in the county 
form government by June 1, 1988. 
Its options include partial or 
complete abolition of some coun- 
ty services or the creation of a 


county executive or county 
manager form of government. 


Locally, the charter commis- 


sion question generated the most 


interest in Watertown, where 75 
percent of all the voters who went 
to the polls took a side on the 


issue. 


In Newton, 71 percent of yester- 
day’s voters took a position on the 
idea, while 66 percent of those 
voting in Waltham took the time 
to cast a ballot for or against. 

Panzera, who came away with 
9,545 votes in Waltham and 7,826 
in Watertown, is a 56-year-old 
Waltham native who was raised 
in Newton. The Park Place resi- 
dent works as a sheet metal 
mechanic at McNabb Engineer- 
ing in Waltham. 

He has advocated the creation 
of a professional county manager 
who would eliminate patronage 
jobs and make the county more 
cost-effective. 

Panzera also believes the 
number of county commissioners 
should be expanded from three to 
15 in order to bring county 
government closer to the people 
and increase accountability.

Referendum questions drew voters to polls

Nine out of every 10 Waltham 
and Watertown residents who 
voted in last Tuesday’s election 
were drawn to the polls by the 
referendum on the state’s man- 
datory seat belt law, a News 
Tribune analysis shows. 

For Newton voters, the main 
attraction was the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment to 
regulate abortion, while the big 
draw in Weston proved to be the 
initiative petition calling for the 
clean-up of hazardous waste 
sites. 

In fact, voters in Watertown 
and Weston showed more interest 
in many of Tuesday’s ballot ques- 
tions than they did in the lopsided 
race for governor. 

The News Tribune determined 
which issues commanded the 
most attention from local 
residents by comparing two 
related components of the 
general election — the total 
number of votes cast on each 
ballot question and the total voter 
turnout in each community. 

For example, an analysis of 
Newton's results shows that 94 
percent of all those who went to 
the polls took the time to vote on 
Question #1, which asked voters 
whether to continue the Bay 
State’s constitutional protection 
of abortion, 

By comparison, 96 percent of 
those who voted in Newton made 
a choice between the Democratic 
gubernatorial and lieutenant 
governor ticket and the GOP’s 
top two candidates. 

The seat belt issue commanded 
the second-highest amount of 
voter attention in the Garden Ci- 
ty. Slightly more than 93 percent 
of last Tuesday’s voters cast 
ballots on the question. 

Close behind came Question #2, 
a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment that would have allowed 
public funds to be spent on 
private schools. Almost 93 per- 
cent of Newton voters made a 
choice on the issue. 

Interest in other ballot ques- 
tions broke down as follows: 
mail-in voter registration 
(869.9%); hazardous waste 
(89.8%); surtax repeal (89.6%); 
national health program 


(87.3%); and national acid rain 
control (85.7% ). 

In Waltham, 89 percent of those 
who went to the polls cast ballots 
on the seat belt issue. 


By comparison, 94.5 percent of 


the Waltham voters made a 
selection in the gubernatorial 
race, while only 69.7 percent 
voted on whether to approve the 
city’s new charter. 


is currently chairman of 
Newton’s aldermanic Finance 
Committee and has been an 
alderman there since 1976.

NEWTON — The days are long gone when 
chaperones followed and scrutinized female 
students’ every move at Lasell Junior Col- 
lege. And although the strict disciplines of 
the college’s early days have dissolved, it 
remains a pioneer in women’s education.

Regardless of whether people in the '80s 
approve or not, the woman’s societal role at 
that time was to be a capable wife, mother 
and homemaker. Brigdon recognized those 
demands and added a Domestic Science 
program to the liberal arts curriculum. 


More than a century ago Lasell was the 
first to open the gates of higher education to 
women. In 1851 Edward Lasell, whose mis- 
sion was to offer women a well rounded 
education, radically departed from the 
finishing school philosophy of education 
prevalent in the late nineteenth century.

for daily duties and versed in the classics, 
as well,” Lasell wrote in an early school 
catalog. 








This year, the college celebrates its 135th 
anniversary. To commemorate the event, 
resident Donald Winslow — whose father 
served as president of the college for almost 
50 years at the turn of the century — resear- 
ched for nine years and wrote a book on the 
history of the college. The manuscript is 
ready to go to press and will be published in 
the spring. 


Winslow was raised and educated on the 
campus that was once surrounded by 
undeveloped pastures used to grow potatos 
during World War I. 


“T remember how strictly they disciplin- 
ed these young women back in those days,” 
Winslow said. “Everywhere they went, a 
chaperone accompanied them. At school 
dances, no men were allowed until 1922. The 
girls just danced together. I remember 
when smoking cigarettes could cause a 
woman to be expelled from the school.” 


Some things never change, he recalls 
laughing. Eligible young men relentlessly 
tried to sneak into the school to try and meet 
pretty, unattainable women whose chastity 
was stubornly guarded. 


“These poor girls couldn’t even walk to 
Auburndale Square without a chaperone,” 
he said. ‘They couldn’t go on a date with a

young man unless it was approved by her 
parents.” 


The women’s mail was also carefully 
scrutinized in the early days. Parents were 
required to supply the school with a list of 
people with whom their daughters were per- 
mitted to exchange letters. If an unauthoriz- 
ed person sent a student a letter, it would be 
returned to the sender or thrown away, 
Winslow said. 


The college, first named the Auburndale 
Female Seminary, was housed on six acres 
of land, but today sprawls over more than 60 
acres. The first junior college for women of- 
ficially opened Nov. 13, 1851 with 109 
students enrolled from 12 states. Boarders 
then paid $250 a year tuition and day 
students between $40 to $48, Tuition today is 
about $10,000 a year. 


“To us that sounds like a steal, but in 
those days it was a great deal of money, 
especially to spend on a woman's educa- 
tion,” Winslow said. “Back then, a 
teacher's salary was only about $700 a 
year.” 


Lasell lived long enough to realize his 
dream of founding an institution of higher 
education for women, but died before the 
end of the first academic year when he was 
stricken with typhoid. His brother Josiah 
and brother-in-law George Briggs took over 
as co-principals and carried out Lasell’s 
dream. 


Some graduates distinguished 
themselves following their early college 
days. The following are some interesting, 
off-beat trivia about the early school and its 
alumnae: 


*A 1856 alumna, Kate Field, was the first 
person to talk on the telephone with 
England’s Queen Victoria during a 
demonstration of the new invention from 
the Isle of Wight two miles off the coast of 
England.

The first swimming pool at any American 
college or school was at Lasell in the early 
1800s. The 20-by-30-foot pool was dedicated 
by the wife of former U.S. President 
Rutherford B. Hayes.

Bourgereau was the first American woman 
to win a medal from the exclusive Paris 
Salon. She went to Paris to study art after 
graduating from Lasell, and had to dress as 
aman to be admitted to study in the studios. 


eSome excerpts from the school’s 1899 
handbook: “Doors must not be locked at 
night or during the absence of the occupants 
of the room. Wastebaskets are in the closet. 
NOTHING is to be thrown from the win- 
dows. One is not expected to be absent from 
meals without permission.”

Conditions set to the closing of the Rumford Ave. landfill

NEWTON — City officials must 


present specific plans for closing 
the Rumford Avenue landfill 
before aldermen will approve 
Mayor Theodore Mann’s com- 
posting plan. 

City officials estimate the plan 
eventually could save the city as 
much as $300,000. 

Tuesday night, the Finance 
Committee voted 5-to-2 to hold 
the mayor’s request for $12,000 to 
get the composting program 
underway, pending the mayor's 
response to a series of conditions 
suggested by Alderman Richard 
McGrath 

McGrath asked the mayor to 
provide a detailed plan including 
a final date for closing the land- 
fill. In addition, he asked that the 
mayor request funding to pur- 
chase clay that will be used to 
line the ground under which the 
composting will take place. 

Those conditions, he said, are 

important because ‘they will 
show neighbors that the city is 
serious about closing the land- 
fill.” 
“The neighbors do not trust the 
city’s ability to run the landfill,” 
he said. “I don’t think anybody is 
opposed to composting. It is the 
city’s mismanagement of the 
landfill they are concerned 
about.” 

Plans for closing the site have 
been filed with the Department of 
Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE). DEQE of- 
ficials requested those plans as a 
condition of the agency’s ap- 
proval of Mann’s composting 
plan. 

According to Nunzio Piselli, 
assistant commissioner of the 
Public Works Department, those 
plans call for a phased closing of 
65 percent of the site over a 13- 
year period, The first phases of 
that plan, he said, are already 
underway with the DPW closing 
off the perimeter of the landfill 
abutting homes on Lexington and 
Staniford streets. 

To accomplish the final closure 
plans, Piselli said the city will

firms owe 
$862,529

Detailed records released by 
the Dept. of Revenue recently in- 
dicate 22 area firms owe the state 
a total of $862,529 in corporate ex- 
cise taxes. 

The firms, located in Newton, 
Waltham and Watertown, were 
among 294 businesses named by 
Revenue Commissioner Ira 
Jackson in a continuing 
crackdown on corporate tax 
cheats. 

According to Jackson, the 
disclosures followed a 90-day 
grace period, during which 128 
other Bay State companies made 
full payments or entered ‘‘repay- 
ment agreements” totalling $5.3 
million, 

In a prepared statement, 
Jackson referred to the publica- 
tion of the delinquent list as a 
last-ditch effort to collect on 
some of the department’s oldest 
accounts. He admitted many of 
the businesses have gone out of 
business — leaving neither for- 
warding addresses, phone 
numbers or known assets. 

Over the past four years, the 
state Revenue Dept. has placed 
liens against 252 corporate tax 
delinquents, placed levies on the 
bank accounts of 100 others and 
seized the property of 17 others.

with McGrath. Alderman Ronald 
Marini opposed closing the dump 
because “it would cost the city 
millions of dollars.” 

In addition, Marini, who is in 
the construction business, said it 
would cost contractors additional 
money to dump concrete and 
other construction wastes cur- 
rently dumped at Rumford 
Avenue. 

Richard Kelliher, chief ad- 
ministrative ‘officer, said it is 
unlikely the administration could 
provide those figures quickly.

NEWTON _ This was soccer the way it was supposed to be 
played. The State Tournament is designed to incite the best com- 
petition. The field is supposed to be a showcase and a battlefield at 
the same time. Saturday it more closely resembled a battlefield. 

To say that the Newton North girls’ soccer team’s 2-1 sudden- 
death victory over Dedham High School in the Division I South 
Sectionals Saturday morning was hard fought would be an 
understatement. 

This was somewhere between a fight and a war on a cold, dark 
and rainy day. The type of day that exhausts you and then asks for 
more. It was the same type of game. 

“That’s what it is all about. It’s a shame that either team had to 
lose but that’s the nature of the tournament,” commented Newton 
North’s head coach Fuzzy Howland, whose team relinquished a 1-0 
advantage in the final 10 minutes of the game only to win it in triple 
overtime on a goal by Heather Hughes. 

Dedham coach Mike Flanagan also knew that he had just 
witnessed a classic. ‘‘There was hard-hitting. They took no 
prisoners in the penalty area. But it was good soccer. This was 
tournament stuff all the way.” 

Yes, this was tournament stuff. It had two evenly skilled teams 
battling through two overtimes and into a third. It had a late com- 
eback that took on the scent of sweet revenge. It had the magnifi- 
cent work of a second-string goalie who refused to succumb to the 
pressure. And it had the mud and the rain to heighten the drama. 

The drama began at 7:06 into the first half. A Dedham defender 
attempted to clear an errant pass as the Tigers pushed the ball up 
the left wing. The ball sliced off the side of her foot towards the 
middle of the field where Tiger right wing Amy Sater waited alone. 

She took the ball to the top of the penalty area and launched a 
shot which rose over Dedham keeper Alicia Keegan. Keegan’s ef- 
fort to deflect it over the goal failed as the ball fell just beneath the 
crossbar, giving Newton a 1-0 lead. 

“From then on we tried to contain them. If the opportunity 
allowed us, we would go on offense but we knew that we didn’t have 
to,’’ commented Howland. 

But containing Dedham, with the likes of Heidi Krug, Lisa

The home and its furnishings 
are often seen as an escape from 
the real world. But that world 
was clearly present at the fall 
furniture market in North 
Carolina 

New offerings revealed 
squeeze on middle-income 
families and the growth of 
foreign competition. Further- 
more, the growing closeness of 
personal and home fashion was 
illustrated when Ralph Lauren, 
one of fashion’s top names, show- 
ed not one, but two, furniture col- 
ections. 

Both wicker occasional fur- 
niture and upholstery by Lauren 
were introduced by two separate 
makers: O’Asian for the wicker 
seating, tables and cabinetry, 
and Frederick Edward, a sub- 
sidiary of Drexel, for sofas and 
chairs. All of the furniture and 
fabrics are based largely on 19th- 
century American and English 


the 


designs already familiar in 
Lauren's clothes. 
In general, traditional and 


country styles dominated at the 


market. However, the tried and 
true has been repackaged with 
new sophistication and design 
skill. It’s as if the local furniture 
store had suddenly fired its small 
agency and gotten the best talent 
on Madison Avenue. Resulting 
traditional collections, such as 
Drexel’s Country Collectibles 
and Lane’s America, have a crisp 
new professionalism. 

The trend noted earlier of exact 
reproductions of famous pieces 
tied to a museum continued at 
this market. The new entry is a 
collection by Kindel Furniture 
under license from the National 
Trust for Historic Preservation. 

Twenty items of furniture from 
some of the trust’s properties, 
such as Oatlands in Leesburg, 
Va., Woodrow Wilson’s home, 
Montpelier, Woodlawn, Drayton 
Hall and Chesterwoods were 
reproduced. Lamps by Paul Han- 
son, fabrics and rugs by 
Schumacher and dinnerware by 
Mottaheddah are also part of the 
collection. And in the wings wait 
producers of clocks, mirrors, 
sheets, flatware and possibly 
others, according to Michael 
Burke, a licensing consultant to

Don’t buy that red velvet sofa! 
Not if you want to be in fashion. 

Velvet, the former “king” of 
upholstery fabrics, has dropped 
from favor. So have deep jewel- 
tone colors. In place of fashion’s 
former favorites are numerous 
other choices, no one of which 
rules alone. 

In showroom after showroom 
at the fall furniture market in 
High Point, N.C., there was nary 
a velvet to be seen. Instead, silk 
and silk-like fabrics, leathers and 
wovens with subtle patternings 
created by the loom were shown. 

The trends in colors are also 
moving away from the deep 
jewel tones that have been 
popular toward green and green- 


blue ocean colors, as one 
manufacturer described them. 
Even the pastels are changing 
from sea foam and raspberry to 
somewhat more sprightly tones. 


Dramatic black and white in 
combination also held a place of 
honor in a number of showrooms, 
such as Thayer Coggin, Ber- 
nhardt and Drexel-Heritage. So 
did all-white rooms. The color 
with the most potential, said 
authorities, is green in all its 
hues. Also widespread: ticking 
stripes and subtle multicolor 
(usually emphasizing white) 
wovens. 


Although as a rule the fall 
showing of the twice-yearly fur- 
niture market features more new 
wood furniture, this time some of 


the trust. 

The Lane furniture, which is 
based on 19th-century originals 
from the Western part of the 
country, was developed with the 
assistance of the Museum of 
American Folk Art. Thirty new 
pieces were introduced at the 
market, including reproductions 
and adaptations of wicker chairs,

The wicker that is 
part of this collection is available 
in white, natural, deep brown, 
green, mauve and pale blue. The 
wood pieces mix woods such as 
pine, maple and cherry, and 
painted finishes said to be typical 
of the past are also available. 

American history was upper- 
most in traditional offerings, but 
numerous foreign manufacturers 
also showed their wares, in- 


of favor 


the most interesting new trends 
appeared to be in upholstery. 

They include an emphasis on 
dual-purpose and casual seating, 
such as sleep sofas, recliners and 
chaises. A rather new idea is the 
fully upholstered dining chair 
that can do double service in the 
living room. 


In general, frame styles in 
upholstery are becoming more 
traditional, according to Don 
Belgrad, president of Schnadig 
Corp. He said sectionals, which 
are composed of fewer larger 
pieces, have become more 
popular than modular seating 
which requires more units. The 
reason: sectionals provide the 
same seating space for less 
money. 
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However, low-income con- 
sumers were not forgotten at the 
market. A trade publication 
noted that more firms were offer- 
ing promotional bedroom suites 
that can be sold at $599 to $899 for 
four pieces. 

According to John Foster, 
president of Lea Industries, the 
furniture for both very low and 
very high prices is in greater de- 
mand, while medium-priced fur- 
niture made for the middle- 
income family is less saleswor- 
thy. 

At the low end, he says price 
has become critical because low- 
income customers are strapped 
for money. Many have had to go 
from manufacturing jobs which 
pay about $10 to $12 an hour to 
service industry jobs which pay

NEWTON — “No exams — just 
pure pleasure!” is Mary Daly's 
enthusiastic comment about 
Lifetime Learning. This 
academic program for Newton 
Senior Citizens meets on Tuesday 
mornings at Temple Shalom of 
Newton and is co-sponsored by 
Newton Community Schools and 
the Retired Senior Volunteer Pro- 
gram (R.S.V.P.) 

Clarence Lipman, a member of 
the Lifetime Learning Steering 
Committee, notes that the pro- 
gram originated about a decade 
ago because ‘‘many elderly peo- 
ple were not interested in craft 
classes they wanted to use 
their minds and express opinions 
on current matters.”’ 

Willie and Dora Impeduglias, 
regular attendees of Lifetime 
Learning, add: ‘‘Just because 
we're retired doesn't mean we 
don’t have interests!"’ Clarence 
Lipman claims, “Attendees are 
generally over 60, but are not old 
people in the true sense of the 
word. They come out to the pro- 
grams in any weather.” 

The original group of 25 
students has swelled to 200 in the 
intervening years, but the pro- 
gam retains its orientation; lear- 
ning is a lifelong occupation. Pro- 
grams are taught by retired pro- 
fessors and other professionals 
who volunteer their services for 
the enrichment of the lives of 
senior adults in Newton.

Mann said it was urgent that

That deadline, according to 
Mann, was issued so Vicon of- 
ficials can obtain financing to 
build a waste-to-energy plant 
in Agawam to handle the city’s 
annual 45,000 tons of solid 
waste.

Special Education: problems, success

NEWTON Some of them 
might find it impossible to read 
the first chapter of J.D. Sal- 
“inger’s, ‘The Catcher in the 
Rye.’ Others might become 

__ befuddled when trying to solve an 
algebraic equation. 


For those who are deaf, blind 
or confined to a wheelchair, the 
environment of learning itself 
must be restructured. 


Some, for whatever reason, 
just get into plain trouble, and 
need to be pulled out of the 
“mainstream” and placed in a 
program designed to revamp 
their academic and social skills. 

These are the city’s special 
education students. Each morn- 
ing during the week, by bus, van, 
car, bike or foot, about 1,450 of 
them trek to the city’s schools. 

Once at school, some attend 
one special class, while others 

“need the support of a full-time 
program. 

Success stories are abundant. 
The once truant, D-average stu- 
dent with a disciplinary problem 
gets an acceptance letter from a 
college. The student with a hear- 
ing problem learns how to com- 
municate. The student in a 
special math class solves an 

_ equation. 

Recently at Brown Junior High 

School, more than 100 parents, 

<teachers and administrators 
ediscussed the state of special 
needs programs in the city’s 
“school system at the quarterly 
meeting of the Community Ad- 
~visory Council for Special Educa- 
tion (CAC), 


“We need to work together to 
bring a better coordinated effort 
to help special needs students,” 

_Philip Reddy, director of Special 
~Education and Pupil Services, 
told the audience in the school’s 
auditorium. 


“Newton’s (special education) 
is one of the pilot programs in the 
country,” he continued. ‘There 
has been good collaboration 
within the community to make 
this system work.”” 


Like any other program, 
special education undergoes con- 
stant change and improvements. 
One of the goals of the CAC is to 
increase the number and types of 
instruction methods. 


= As a result of the work of the 
CAC and other city agencies, new 
“computers to aid and enhance in- 
™struction have been ordered and 
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are due in cl; 


srooms in January 
or February, s 


aid Reddy. 


The computers, Reddy said, 
are valuable tools for capturing 
the interest and pacing the learn- 
ing program of the special educa- 
tion student. As a result, the 
students’ grades improve and 
school becomes enjoyable, not 
boring.” 

“Computers directly interact 
with the student,” said Reddy. 
“Through their use, students can 
be put on individualized pro- 
grams in a way that is sensitive 
to their weaknesses. Basic 
they make learning more fun 

Problems for students vary as 
much as their personalities. Pro- 
grams range from mild special 
needs service to full-time, 
residential programs. 

At the meeting, parents were 
given the chance to ask questions 
and voice complaints about the 
special attention their sons and 
daughters are receiving in the 











program. 
Breaking off into different 
classrooms, special education 


teachers conducted question and 
answer sessions for parents on 
the programs available. 


One woman was there to com- 
plain about the math tutoring her 
daughter was receiving at the 
Bowen elementary school. ‘‘She 
is getting no help whatsover,”’ 
she was heard saying. 


Another unidentified man was 
interested in the elementary pro- 
grams available for his deaf 
daughter. 


Michael Bower and Robert 
Hoffman stood in the corridor 
outside room Room 107. To over 
50 high school students, Bower 
and Hoffman are a last resort, a 
chance to make it to graduation 
day. 


For the past six years, Bower, 
director of the New Start pro- 
gram at Newton North High 
School, has helped transform 
failing, apathetic students into 
kids interested and excited about 
school, 


As director of the Turnaround 
program at Newton South High 
School, Hoffman’s duty is much 
the same. 


“Our program is for students 
not able to use the structure of 
the regular educational pro- 
grams," said Bower. ‘For a 
number of combined factors, 
these kids are not achieving 
What we've done is ated a 
self-contained program, a school 
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within a school.” 

Bower said his students have 
fallen behind because of learning 
disabilities, problems at home, 
alcohol and drug abuse, and 
“rampant truancy.” 

“We are able to grab problem 
students and get them back on 
track,” he said. “We are their 
last chance.” 

Hoffman said of the program 
he directs, “Kids deserve a 
chance to make it. These kids are 
usually brighter than average, 
socially adept, but have essen- 








tially missed a year of school. 
Our main task is to help them 
rebuild their confidence.” 

Both said they have a 60 per- 
cent success rate with their 
students. 

Hoffman's program jis one- 
year, while Bower's can be up to 
three years. 

“Most kids do want to 
graduate,’ Bower said. “When 
they come to us, they realize 
they've blown it. We’re here to 
help them turn their lives 
around.”

“The prices could be lower 
with HERCON,” he said, “but 
could also be higher as well. 
We decided to go with Vicon, 
which offered a flat rate."” 

Kelliher added that Vicon’s 
proposed plant already has 
received the proper licensing 
and approval from 
municipalities in the greater- 
Springfield area where it 
would operate. 

If the city eventually signs 
an agreement with Vicon, the 
only remaining obstacle to a 
long-term solution to solid 
waste removal would be fin- 
ding a company to handle 
curbside trash collection. 

Kelliher said a new curbside 
collection contract would ‘‘not 
cost appreciably more” than 
the current $1 million annual 
contract.

Anger or Compassion? 


Marilyn Sicurella, a 49-year- 
old social worker from West 
Newton, recalls how she and 
several other parishoners 
broached the subject with Fr. 
Paul R. Shanley, the pastor of St. 
Jean's since 1984. 

“We expressed to him our con- 
cern that the church didn’t seem 
to be responding to the needs of 
people with AIDS,” she says. 

“T thought it must be one of the 
most painful experiences to be 
dying and not to have a represen- 
tative of your church from whom 
you could seek spiritual nourish- 
ment and make peace with God 
and with yourself.”” 

Shanley, 55, who spent eight 
years in ministry among 
Boston's gay community, 
remembers the inception of the 
St, Jean’s AIDS Outreach Group 
in March as “a period of fear and 
trembling. 

“At that time, we didn’t know 
what the reaction of the 
parishoners would be, whether 
they would respond with anger 
instead of compassion,"’ he says. 

“Tt was kind of a seary time for 
us as a parish, but we knew we 
had to do it ... As far as we know, 
we are the first Catholic parish in 
the country to take this chance.” 


Soon after the outreach group’s 
formation, Shanley hosted a 
meeting at St. Jean's of about 20 
local priests who shared a com- 
mon concern — developing a 
ministry for AIDS’ victims, their 
families and friends. 

The tone of the session, as 
Shanley recalls it, was one of 
anger with the diocesean of- 
ficials. 

“Anger at the silence,” he 
says. “Even though Cardinal 
Law had spoken out months and 
months ago favoring a compas- 
sionate ministry to people with 
AIDS, virtually nothing had hap- 
pened.” 

The meeting at St. Jean’s 
spawned two meetings between 
Shanley and Fr. Frank Irwin 
secretary for Social Service of 
the Boston Archdiocese. 

Shanley said his sessions with 
Irwin set in motion plans for the 
implementation of workshops 
and other educational programs 
for Catholic clergy throughout 
the Boston Archdiocese. 

After Sunday’s 10-K walk, 
members of the parish outreach 
group hope to begin holding mon- 
thly healing services at St. Jean's 
for those touched, directly or in- 
directly, by AIDS 

It is a goal Sicurella discusses 
with the same trepidation she felt 
when the outreach group was in 
its embryonic stages 

“T have a feeling that if we do 
provide the facilities of our 
church for a healing service, 
we'll get an awful lot of opposi-

tion — that ‘not in our backyard’ 
reaction,’’ she says. 

Adds Shanley, ‘‘We’ve been 
praying for people with AIDS 
here on an infrequent basis for 
the last six years, We’ve tried to 
bring the people along slowly and 
we haven't had any really serious 
opposition from anyone yet.”’ 


Modern-day Lepers 


Larry Kessler, director of the 
Boston AIDS Action Committee, 
told a recent meeting of the 
area's Catholic clergy that there 
are at least a half-dozen residents 
suffering from AIDS in the 
Newton/Watertown area alone, 

But the number of local victims 
is probably higher, according to 
Shanley. 

‘“‘Many, many parishes have 
already buried people with AIDS 
and they don’t even know it,”’ he 
says. 

Because AIDS is a disease that 
attacks the body’s immune 
system, its victims often die of 
other maladies, like cancer or 
pneumonia 

Shanley describes AIDS’ vic- 
tims as ‘‘the lepers of the present 
day.” 

Not only does the disease most 
often strike young people, but it 
also forces its victims to suffer 
alone out of deference to their 
survivors. 

‘For someone dying of AIDS, 
the greatest suffering is the 
loneliness. The education aspect, 
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he United Parish of Auburndale. 


teaching people it is not a disease 
you can easily catch, often comes 
too late,’’ Shanley says. 

One of the popular myths about 

AIDS is that it is a disease that 
was started by homosexual ac- 
tivity and afflicts only homosex- 
uals. 
In fact, recent research has 
revealed that the disease began 
for unknown reasons among a 
largely heterosexual population 
in Africa, Only about 70 percent 
of AIDS’ victims are gay men. 

AIDS first began claiming lives 
in this country in 1981 and has 
since spread into other segments 
of society, including heterosexual 
women with bisexual partners, 
intravenous drug users and 
hemophiliacs, 

In the next year, the amount of 
money the city of New York 
spends to care for people with 
AIDS will surpass the city’s fire 
department budget. 

And, at Boston City Hospital, a 
new wing is under construction to 
care for children who are AIDS’ 
victims. 


Judge Not... 


Local clergy members who will

Ancker said, ‘We're providing 
a very important educational 
function.” 

“T wish the reporter from 
Newsweek were here,’’ said 
Larry Kessler, director of the 
Boston AIDS Action Committee, 
“she would learn a lesson." 

According to Kessler, the 
Newsweek reporter was trying 
to bait him into saying that in 
1991 the AIDS epidemic would be 
terrible, that there would be 
mass hysteria, but Kessler 
would not agree. ‘‘What can 
happen is demonstrated here to- 
day. People in leadership posi- 
tions are getting out there and 
addressing the issue, demystify- 
ing the problem ... all of our 
problem."’ 

Yet some people are closer to 
the problem than others. 

Rustling through the leaves on 
the sidewalks of Watertown 
Street, Richard Reina, a priest 
in the order of Fransican Friar, 
said he visits a man in his late 
20s who is dying from acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome. 

Reina was surprised to find 
out that he ‘‘just looked at the 
man as a person dying with an 
illness. I didn’t think about it in 
terms of AIDS. My role is to 
talk about what he’s going 
through and to clarify his rela- 
tionship with God. 

“‘He’s pretty well to the end. 
He’s very tired and wants to 
die,”’ he said. ‘“‘His dream se- 
quences, his fantasies, his 
prayers, whatever you want to 
call them, center around what 
heaven is like."’ 

Anita Lofgren-Nuboer, a 
Lutheran Minister at Boston 
College, is active in monthly 
healing services — the laying on 
of hands — for AIDS victims, 
their family, their friends and 








their lovers 

“They need continual healing 
from their fear. Sometimes 
there are 15 sometimes only 
three,"’ explained Lofgren- 
Nuboer. ‘‘But, there is always a 
lot of emotion. Some cry. One 
hugged and kissed me after- 
wards.” 

Dressed in a black turtleneck 
and black slacks, Martha Gor 
don, a Quaker representing the 
Wellesley Friends Meeting 
House, discussed a 36-year-old 
friend who died of AIDS a year 
and a half ago and how his 
death has made her feel more 
connected with the 10K walk in 
which she was participating 

The idea of helping AIDS vie- 
tims was conceived in June of 
1986. The date for the walk was 
set in July. Then the letters and 
the phone calls asking area 
parishes to participate began 

“Practically anybody I spoke 
to said count me in,"’ said Mar- 
the Stein, committee member 
“The response has been tremen- 
dous, overwhelming. There are 
many clergy out there waiting 
to be asked."’ 

While the number of par- 
ticipants has been tallied at 58, 
the number of dollars collected 
has not been counted. ‘‘We pro- 
bably won’t know until 
December how much we've 
made,”’ said Stein. ‘‘But, we 
have faith that we'll meet our 
goal.” 

Faith and will brought 58 
clergy together on a rainy day 
in November. They each 
represented hundreds and 
sometimes thousands of people 
from their congregations. Wear- 
ing name tags with rainbow rib- 
bon to symbolize the gay com- 
munity’s struggle with AIDS, 
they asked, ‘‘What does the 
Lord require of you but to do 
justice, to love mercy, to walk 
humbly with the Lord,’’ (Micah 
6:8).

“simplistic and un-Christian,”’ 
citing the Catholic teaching that 
Jesus Christ was crucified 
because he ate and drank with 
sinners. 

By using the same logic fun- 
damentalists employ, he says, 
one could conclude that sickle- 
cell anemia is God’s scourge 
against blacks and Tay-Sachs 
disease is a plague against Jews. 

“Because you had a car crash 
this morning and I didn’t, does 
that make me a good guy ... Does 
Mother Theresa turn aside when 
people are dying in the streets of 
India?"’ Shanley asks rhetorical- 
ly. 
Fr. Anthony Moore, associate 
pastor of St. Bernard’s Parish in 
Newton since 1972, calls 
Falwell’s approach to AIDS 
‘completely wrong.”’ 

“It's not a question of homosex- 
ual or heterosexual activity. The 
Catholic Church stands for puri- 
ty. I regard homosexuality very 
much the same as the case of a 
heterosexual who falls from 
grace,’’ he says 

“I’m not interested in the 
homosexual angle of AIDS. It’s 
not a question of stigma, pre- 
judice or sexual orientation. It's 
a question of people suffering 
who need sympathy and sup- 
port,"’ adds Moore, 76 

For Rev. Ellis B. Johnson, 


pastor of the United Parish of 
Auburndale, says the fundamen- 
talist explanation for 
‘bad theology.” 
Johnson spent five years as

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district supervisor of the 
Methodist Church in 
metropolitan Boston, a con- 


gregagtion that includes 75 chur- 
ches within Route 128. He too has 
led a ministry serving homosex- 
uals. 

“Jesus was pretty clear that 
the sun sets and the rain falls on 
the just and unjust. There are 
moral consequences that all of us 
bring on ourselves. ! don’t think 
God looks down and says, ‘Who 
can I zap today,’’’ Johnson says. 


Ending Isolation 








Local sponsors say that the

BOSTON — “A...My Name 
is Alice’’ might sound like a 
nursery rhyme, but there is 
very little that is childish 
about this show. With its com- 
bination of progressive at- 
titudes by women, 
soohisticated humour and 
(mostly) snappy songs, 


“A,..My Name is Alice” is a 
premiere musical revue.

is Newton-born actress Bobbi 
‘Steinbach, who steals the show 
with her periodic readings of 
“For-Women-Only”’ poems. 

Dressed in a cape and 
displaying a regal attitude, 
Bobbi recites these pathetic 
and over-dramatic readings — 
ending each analysis about the 
plight of women with the ex- 
planation that it’s all HIS 
fault. 

Steinbach’s comedic talent 
comes through loud and clear 
in a segment entitled: 
“Welcome to Kindergarten, 
Mrs. Johnson,” in which she 
makes a working mother so 
nervous about leaving h > 
child that Mrs. Johnson is 
reduced to the level of her 
kindergarten students. 


Steinbach also is quite pro- 
lific during a solo called 
“Sisters,” and she yucks it up 
with fellow performers Terri 
Yvette Taylor and Venus 
Irving-Prescott on “Bluer 
than You.” 

There are some songs in the 
first act that don’t play well. 
“Good Sports,” about a group 
of female basketball players, 
is a dud and other tunes like 
“Trash” and ‘‘Good Thing I 
Learned to Dance’ simply 
sound amateurish. The second 
act, however, comes roaring 
back and each song is terrific. 

“Hot Lunch,” written by 
comedienne Anne Meara and 
performed by D’Jamin 
Bartlett and Lynee Lamberis, 
is adorable. It features a man 
on a construction site who 
thinks he’s macho shouting out 
comments to women passing 
by and is totally overwhelmed 
when one stops to take him up 
on his ‘‘Baby, right here”’ pro- 
position. 

The opening and closing 
number, ‘‘All Girls Band,” is 
upbeat and fun. But the real 
showstopper is a slow, 
storytelling song called 
‘“‘Friends,’’ featuring 
Lamberis and Taylor. It 
traces the relationship of two 
women from childhood 
through old age and is sure to 
bring tears to your eyes.

not a big show. There is no 
scenery. The music is provid- 
ed by a lone piano ac- 
companist. But since the Next 
Move Theatre is relatively 
small and cozy, an intimate at- 
mosphere results.

Whorehouse in Texas‘) Hall, 
Grammy winner Amanda 
(“The Rose‘‘) McBroom, 
playwright Steve (‘Breaking 
Away‘') Tesich and Grammy 
winner Lucy (‘‘Carly’s 
Sister‘) Simon.

Choreographer captures the human condition

NEWTON — Choreographer 
Anna Sokolow describes herself 
as “‘a rebel with discipline.” 

“T never explain anything - I 
don’t put notions into people’s 
heads - the human moving 
speaks,” Sokolow said. 

Sokolow heads Players’ Pro- 
ject, an ensemble of dancers and 
actors who performed a 
technically impeccable concert 
last Saturday at the Jewish Com- 
munity Center. 

The program reflected 
Sokolow’s pathos for the human 
condition as well as her delight in 
observing and experimenting 
with spirit and style of a par- 
ticular period. 

The opening and closing works, 
“Scenes from the Music of 
Charles Ives” and “Steps of 
Silence,”’ inspired by a poem of 
Solzhenitsyn, deal with the pain- 
ful and perplexing mysteries of 
life. 


The masked, fantastic 
creatures in “Halloween” call 
upon the spirits in a ceremony 
with a dramatic primitiveness. 
They build a totem pole, 
rhythmically pound the earth as 
they are bathed in the red-yellow 
light of a fire. 

In contrast, the fog and eerie 


music of “Central Park in the 
Dark” evoke a dreamy, trance- 
like world in which ordinary peo- 
ple live. They emerge from an 
organic group, exploring with all 
extremities. Impelled to 
challenge, they confront the 
world with a militaristic, detach- 
ed stride only to dart for protec- 
tion from impending danger. Im- 
agined or real, the darkness of 
life enshrouds them. 

The last scene, Jim May’s solo, 
“The Pond and the Cage”’, seems 
to explore the interplay between 
internal and external life. Alone 
and vulnerable in his tan tights, 
he stands pensively, one leg 
crossed over the supporting one. 
He reaches toward his reflection 
only to pull back and into himself 
as he weaves a serpentine arm 
around his neck. One cannot help 
wonder what is real. 

Dancers in ‘Unanswered Ques- 
tion” seek to gain strength. Tey 
join hands, lift their heads 
heavenward, fall forward in sup- 
plication. Their chests lift, 
possibly for a last breath of hope. 

Anatol Vieru’s music and 
Solzhenitsyn’s words — “‘.,. the 
prisoners were clearly aware 
that they were prisoners” — sup- 
port the heaviness of ‘Steps of 
Silence.” A dully lit world har- 
bors shadows of torment for each 
individual and for the group.

Stab case to jury

CAMBRIDGE — A Middlesex 
County Superior Court jury this 
week was left pondering the fate 
of a Watertown man charged in 
the stabbing death of 24-year-old 
Richard Farnese of Auburndale. 

Testimony concluded Tuesday 
in the murder trial of Water- 
town’s Martin Bowler, who 
allegedly stabbed Farnese with a 
kitchen knife in the early morn- 
ing hours of Oct. 27, 1985. 
Farnese, a heavy equipment 
operator in the construction in- 
dustry, died nine days later at 
WalthamWeston Hospital from a 
stab wound to the heart. 

Bowler, 30, faces life without 
parole if convicted of first-degree 
murder. He also could be found 
guilty of second degree murder, 
in which case he would receive 
the mandatory life-sentence with 


parole eligibility in 15 years. 

The incident reportedly oc- 
curred at the Watertown apart- 
ment of Bowler’s long-time 
friend, Judith Williams. The 
state alleges Bowler flew into a 
rage that night and stabbed 
Farnese because Williams refus- 
ed to let him stay overnight with 
his girlfriend, Cindy Washburn of 
Watertown. 

Williams, 27, had_ testified 
earlier in the trial that she met 
Farnese at Father’s First, an 
Allston bar, and that Farnese 
gave her a ride to her 8 Charles 
St. apartment. 

Williams said she and Farnese 
were sitting in her living room, 
conversing with two female 
visitors (Sheryl Horner and Lisa 
McCool) who happened by, when 
Bowler appeared with Washburn. 

Williams, who acknowledged 
having a criminal record when 
she testified for the second day on

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Friday, said she tried to in- 
troduce Farnese to Bowler. But 
when Farnese stood up briefly to 
shake hands, Bowler rebuffed the 
gesture and walked into the kit- 
chen, at which point Williams 
told him he could not stay. 

She told prosecutor George 
Murphy that on three or four oc- 
casions she had allowed the cou- 
ple to share a bedroom. 

Williams testified Bowler 
became so angry upon returning 
to the living room that he punch- 
ed Farnese, who was sitting on 
the couch saying nothing. She 
said he then stabbed him. 

Williams’ testimony was cor- 
roborated by McCool and Horner, 
both of Watertown, who told the 
16-member jury that they were 
visiting William's apartment that 
night when Bowler and 
Washburn arrived. They testified 
that Williams and Bowler argued 
over her refusal to let him stay 
overnight. 

All three prosecution witnesses 
said Bowler punched Farnese 
several times and that, while 
they didn’t actually see Bowler 
stab him, they saw Bowler with 
the kitchen knife in his hand, 

Horner said she left the living 
room briefly and returned to see 
Farnese unconscious and to hear 
Williams say to Bowler, ‘‘you 
stabbed him, get out of here.”’ 

She also testified, as did 
Williams and McCool, that

Pleased with school testing results

NEWTON — All three grade 
levels tested by the state Educa- 
tional Assessment Program 
scored significantly higher than 
the statewide average, and in 
most cases higher than com- 
munities with similar 
characteristics, 

‘‘We’re very pleased with the 
results, but I don’t know what to 
think since these tests h. 
never been given before,’’ Supt 
John Strand said. ‘‘Do these 
scores indicate we have ex- 
cellent teachers, curriculum and 
a school system? We had good 
fortune in that there were strong 
similarities between our cur- 


riculum and what our students 
were tested in,” 

Newton's scores will be more 
valuable over time when they 
can be used to measure trends 
in the system, Strand said. 
Before the school can make 
valid comparisons, two or three 
more rounds of testing will be 
necessary, he added. 

The tests will be given every 
two years, according to the state 
Department of Education. 

“We really need the scores of 
several years before we can 
compare trends,” Strand said 
“I tend to be a little less im- 
pressed with good test results or 
depressed with bad results. 
There certainly are other fac- 


tors that qualify good teaching 
or curricula.” 

In reading, Newton's seventh 
graders scored 1,450 — 100 points 
above the average scores of 
similar communities and 150 
points higher than the state 
average. Third graders scored 
1,410 — 60 points above the 
average of similar communities 
and 110 points above the state 
average. 

Newton’s 11th graders scored 
1,380 in reading, 80 points higher 
than the state average and 30 
points higher than the average 
scores of similar communities. 

About 88 percent of all 
students enrolled in Grades 3, 7, 
and 11 took the test — approx- 


imately 8 percent less than the 
average number of students tak- 
ing the test in similar com- 
munities and 5 percent less than 
the state average. 

In math, third graders scored 
1,420, seventh graders scored 
1,460, and 11th graders scored 
1410. In this curriculum area all 
three grades scored more than 
100 points above the state 
average. Third graders scored 
70 points higher on average than 
similar communities, seventh 
graders score 90 points higher 
and 11th graders scored 40 
points higher

Opponents had last laugh with midnight curfew

NEWTON - It was the subject 
of sarcasm and humor two weeks 
ago, but Monday night board 
members rose in deadly earnest 
to cut down Alderman Joshua 
Davidson's proposal to cease 
meetings at midnight 

Aldermen voted 18 to 5 against 
the idea, which some call the 
“Cinderella Amendment.” 

Davidson said it is necessary 
because the board often makes 


bad decisions after midnight 
when many members are no 
longer present and those still in 
attendance are tired 

“We are here to deliberate the 
business of the city with our full 
mental capabilities,’ he said 
Monday night. 

Two weeks ago his colleagues 
might have answered with sharp 
one-liners about the menta! skills 
of the average aldermen when 
the proposal was introduced and 
made light of by several board 
members. 


Davidson, however, used a 
common delaying tactic 
chartering — to delay the vote un- 
til last night and the board was 
clearly in no mood to make light 
of the matter. 

“I tried to treat it a bit comical- 
ly and with a little frivolity,” said 
Alderman Richard McGrath 
“But itisn’t.” 

If the rule were passed, 
aldermen could, and probably 
would, slow down meetings to en- 
sure requests they opposed never 
came toa vole, he said 


But Alderman Rodney Barker 
said meetings after midnight 
violate the spirit of the state’s 
Open Meeting Law _ because 
citizens are usually not present 
“This is a public board and a 
publicly elected body and our 
business should be done before 
the public,”’ he said 

Davidson likened late meetings 
to the old question of whether a 
tree in a forest actually falls if no 
one is there to hear it

“When we debate an item after 
midnight and no one is here, do 
we make any noise?” he asked, 

Barker and Aldermen Paul 
Daley - co-sponsores of the 
Davidson rule proposal — said 
debate into the wee hours of the 
morning can be destructive. 

To demonstrate their case, 
both cited former board Presi- 
dent Joseph McDonnell, who 
recently passed away. McDon- 
nell, who was nicknamed the 
“midnight cowboy," would often 
arrive late and then wait until his 
colleagues were worn down 
before he began debate, each 
said, 

“Joe got here in time to see his 
colleagues wake up," said Daley, 
who has vowed not to stay at City 
Hall past midnight because the 
late hours night-after-night are 
destructive to his health. 

Outraged by what he perceived 
to be an unfair attack, long-time 
Alderman Matthew Jefferson 
rose to defend the memory of 
McDonnell against charges 
McDonnell frequently arrived 
late. 

“I'm standing here to tell you 
that Is not so,” said Jefferson, 
vice-president of the board under 
McDonnell and his successor as 
president, 

Some aldermen argued the 
Davidson rule would simply 
make it easier for aldermen to 
leave early when it is their 
elected obligation to debate 
issues as long as necessary to 
reach a conclusion. 

Jefferson said it is not the job of 
an alderman to criticize a col- 
league for leaving a meeting ear- 
ly. “I served on this board with 
people who left at midnight,"’ he 
said. ‘And guess what happen- 
ed? Their constituents met them 
at the polls.’” 

If the board really wanted to 
prevent late meetings, aldermen 
should agree to begin them 
earlier and then start promptly 
on whatever is the agreed time, 


said Alderman Richard 
Bullwinkle, 

“Time isn’t any criteria, not if 
you're fighting for something you 


think is important,’’ said 
Bullwinkle. “If time is that 
critical, let's start at six 


o'clock,” 

Davidson said he personally 
would not leave a meeting early 
and had no problem staying until 
4a.m, The issue is that the quali- 
ty of the board's work suffers 
that late, he said.

School superintendents 
statewide have released the 
results of tests that, for the first 
time, will enable educators to 
compare themselves with other 
systems and to improve cur- 
riculum and instruction. 

The curriculum assessment 
tests were given in the spring to 
180,000 students in grades three, 
seven and 11 in reading, math 
and science. Developed through 
the Public School Improvement 
Act of 1985, the tests will be given 
every two years, and in the future 
will include additional subjects. 
The tests are not designed to 
reflect individual student 
achievement, but “to improve 
curriculum and instruction in the 
public schools,” according to the 
state. 

The tests will help ad- 
ministrators identify strengths 
and weaknesses in curriculum 
and instruction. 

There are four methods of in- 
terpreting the test scores, Ad- 
ministrators can measure their 
results with the average state 
score of 1,300, based on a scale 
ranging from 1,000 to 1,600. They 
also can compare their scores to 
similar communities and among 
students with matching 
background characteristics in 
those communities. 

The fairest comparisons to 
make are among students with 
similar backgrounds since these 
factors ‘‘are not under the control 
of the schools,” according to Alan 
Hartman, director of the Bureau 
of Research and Assessment for 
He state Department of Educa- 
tion, 

The background factors were 
determined through student 
questionnaires which asked 
about parents’ occupation and 
education levels, the frequency 
with which a language other than 
English {s spoken at home, and 
whether students have lived in 
this country all their lives. 

For the sake of comparing 


ability in different subject 
areas, what their attitudes are 
toward school, the time they 
spend on homework and how 
many hours they spend per day 
watching television. 

Based on these results, the 
School Dept. could emphasize 
weaker areas when assessing 
and drawing up their cur- 
riculum for the coming years. 

“One has to be careful not to 
let one part of the test dictate 
the school’s curriculum,” Strand 
said. “You have to ask yourself 
if the weaknesses or strengths 
match what we want out kids to 
learn. We might choose to im- 
prove certain areas or we could 
make a conscious decision to 
leave it as is because we're 
satisfied.” 


Vhird graders showed no 
marked weaknesses in any sub- 
ject area tested when compared 
with districts with similar 
background characteristics 
They showed considerable 
strenghths in four areas of math 
= including problem solving and 
probability and statistics. 

Seventh graders showed 
strength in some science areas, 
problem solving and study 
skills, Newton's 11th graders 
demonstrated weaknesses in 
vocabulary, study skills, pro- 
blem solving and probability 
and statistics. 

While Strand said the strength 
and weaknesses of each grade 
are important to consider it is 
important not to “become a 
slave to the test.”

Bullough’s Pond 
cleanup supported 


NEWTON = The leader of the 
drive to restore Bullough’s Pond 
as a passive recreation area 
believes the growing public sup- 
port behind her cause reflects in- 
creasing concern about the 
amount of open space in the city. 

About 110 residents who attend- 
ed a recent meeting to discuss 
solutions to the pond’s problems 
added their names to the 
Bullough’s Pond Association’s 
(BPA) mailing list, according to 
BPA President Betsy P. Leitch. 

“I think there is a growing con- 
cern about the need for open 
space and protecting those areas 
we have. There’s also a great 
sentimental attachment to the 
pond from those who used to 
skate there in the past,’’ Leitch 
said yesterday. 

Aldermen and city officials, 
who have set aside $200,000 for a 
long-range project at Bullough’s, 
also have been very supportive of 
the BPA’s effort, she added. 

Both Leitch and Eileen Pan- 
netier, who the city has hired to 
study the pond, said the state 
weighs community interest 
heavily when deciding whether to 
fund clean-up projects. 

Pannetier, project manager for 
Camp Dresser & McKee, Inc., 
told the recent BPA meeting that 
preliminary results of the year- 
long study show high nutrient 
levels and “‘pretty severe algae 
and aquatic weed problems” at 
Bullough’s. 

She said the specific sources 
behind its rapidly deteriorating 
condition won’t be pinpointed un- 
til next spring. 

The city hired Camp Dresser & 
McKee to create a comprehen- 
sive picture of the factors work- 
ing to undermine the pond’s 
ecological health after receiving 
a $40,600 Clean Lakes Program 
grant from the state Department 
of Environmental Quality 
Engineering. 

The city’s share of the study 
amounts to $17,400 or 30 percent 
of the total cost. 


Hyde developer is 
willing to negotiate 


NEWTON -— Alderman Rodney 
Barker said a ‘“‘reliable source”’ 
has revealed the prospective 
developer of the now-vacant 
Hyde School is willing to 
negotiate terms for reopening 
part of the complex as a school. 

According to Barker, the 
source said last week the 
developer — Architectural Con- 
servation Trust (ACT) of Boston - 
- would be willing to work out 
terms if the School Committee 
decides it wants to reopen the 
New Hyde. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann said 
he was hoping ACT would aclaim 
the New Hyde as a school. 

ACT refused to allow such a 
written change, according to the 
mayor. ‘‘The developer is in ef- 
fect saying ‘No, it would put on 
such an onerous condition that it 
would preclude a deal,’’’ the 
mayor said. 

But according to Barker, the 
developer was only objecting to 
new written conditions without 
thorough negotiations. 

ACT and the city have a pur- 
chase and sales agreement to buy 
the complex, which consists of 
the Old and New Hyde buildings, 
from the city, 

The agreement calls for the Old 
Hyde to be converted into 
market-rate housing and a facili- 
ty for the disabled to be located in 
the New Hyde. 


Since the handicapped facility 
was to serve as AC com 
pliance under the city’s 10 Per- 
cent Ordinance, some new form 
of compensation would have to be 
negotiated, Barker said. 

The ordinance requires a 
developer to contribute to the ci- 
ty’s supply of affordable housing 
if he receives permission to build 
more dwellings than normally 
allowed by zoning. 

Both parties would have to 
discuss what would happen to the 
$110,000 ACT was to have granted 
for a community center in the 
school’s gymnasium, as well as 
agreements on sewer, water and 
boundary easements. 


Neighbors skeptical 
of MBTA’s cleanup 


NEWTON = Residents 
Alderman Polly Bryson are 
pleased with MBTA plans to 
clean up its Riverside operation, 
but remain skeptical because the 
authority has not responded to 
their concerns in the past. 

A letter from Timothy F. Gens, 
MBTA director of development 
and public affairs, says the 
authority tively seeking”’ to 
dispose of around two dozen old 
and abandoned vehicles from 
tracks behind the Jordan Marsh 
Warehouse on Grove Street. 

“Removal of the vehicles 
should take place in late winter 
or early spring,’’ Gens says. 

Residents have complained the 
area used to store out-of-service 
trolleys has degenerated into a 
dump that attracts youthful van- 
dalism and is a safety threat. 

The letter also says the MBTA 
has hired Thomas K. Dyer, Inc., 
“to develop a plan and specifica- 
tions for a wide range of physical 
improvements at Riverside.” 

Dyer’s designs will include the 
“actual physical relocation of the 
station area within the yard,”’ 
new lighting and new canopies to 
shelter passengers waiting for 
trains, the letter says. 

In addition, the MBTA will 
review ‘‘landscaping options” for 
area bordering Grove Street and 
for the south side of the station, 
Gens says. 

Bryson said one of the most im- 
portant developments outlined by 
Gens is the MBTA’s decision to 
plan for the relocation of the 
Trailways bus terminal from 
Riverside’s main building to the 
spot formerly occupied by the 
Depot Restaurant. The 
restaurant has been vacant since 
a fire gutted it several months 
ago. 

Trailways now borders Grove 
Street on land Bryson said should 
buffer Riverside from the 
neighborhood. The other 
facilities —- a Greyhound bus ter- 
minal, a building for MBTA 
employees, and the vacant 
restaurant —are set a couple hun- 
dred feet back in the station park- 
ing lot.

It shows sensitivity to the 
neighborhood,’ Bryson said of 
the MBTA’s overall plans.

Robin Boger said during last 
week’s Newton Corner 
Neighborhood Association 
(NCNA) meeting 

“We do not have anything in 
Newton Corner for the neighbors. 
This would help bring some life 
back to the area by offering a 
place where people from the 
neighborhood could stop in,” 
Boger said 

The restaurant is being propos- 
ed by Lynn Shaffer, who also 
lives in the area. Shaffer said the 
restaurant would help 
“revitalize’’ the neighborhood by 
providing a community gather- 
ing spot. 

“I live here and I am very sen- 
sitive to the needs of this area,” 
she said. “‘I have been working on 
this for years, because I think 
there is nowhere in the area for 
people who live and work in this 
area to go and get something af- 
fordable to eat.”” 

Many of the two dozen NCNA 
members on hand applauded 
Shaffer’s efforts. Some lauded 
the accessibility it would offer to 
elderly residents wanting to sit 
down for a cup of coffee with a 
friend without going too far from 
home. 

Others said the restaurant 
would actually reduce traffic in 
Newton Corner by offering an in- 
expensive bill of fare that would 
entice the hundreds of area office 
workers to walk to the restaurant 
instead of driving across the city. 

Not everyone, though, was 
pleased. Rose-Mary Kemper ex- 
pressed concerns over the addi- 
tional traffic and parking pro- 
blems associated with the new 
restaurant. 

“Enough is enough,” she said. 
“There has already been too 
much development in this area 
and I think that if a restaurant 
becomes popular, people will 
drive to it.””

“T have agreed to take a look at 
the material," he said. ‘“‘But they 
did not give me anything to 
review. Until I get a chance to 
read the material, I really 
couldn't comment about the 
situation.” 

Benjamin would not comment 
on the evidence or his visit. 

There has been a long-running 
feud between Leporini and some 
of the neighbors over the intensi- 
ty of the business. The feud flared 
up recently with Leporini’s re- 
quest for special permission to 
rebuild a garage on the property. 

The new garage would be used 
to house some of the equipment 
he uses in his business, according 
to his attorney Robert Gaynor.

Local audio firm fined

NEWTON = A local audio 
manufacturing firm is the first 
company to be fined under the 
new state hazardous waste ad- 
ministrative penalties law, 
which took effect in 
September 

The dbx Corp. was fined 
$3,700 by the Department of 
Environmental Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) this 
week for failing to file reports 
listing the types of waste 
generated, how it was treated 
and where it was stored. A 
company spokesman said dbx 
will appeal the fine 

According to DEQE 
spokesman John Creed, dbx 
failed to submit annual sum 
mary forms between 1I§ F 
1985. He said DEQE sent the 
company six notices since 
January, 1984 stating it was in 
violation of the law 

The company did not res 
pond to any of those violation 
notices, Creed said. ‘‘dbx 
flouted the previous written 
notices and did not submit the 
repor "he said 

But Gregory Tiernan, the 
firm’s vice president, called 
the violation ‘fa miscom- 
munication.” 

“We just got the notification 
Monday,”’ he said. ‘“‘They have 
been sending reports to a per- 
son who has not worked here 
for a number of years."’ 


Tirenan said the firm receiv 
ed its last notification of non 
compliance a month ago. He 
said dbx filled out forms re 
quired for transporting toxi 
waste, which he said his com 
pany generated ‘‘only in small 
amounts for our PC board 

“Those forms were always 
filled out,” he said. “You need 
to do that to get the waste off 
the premisis. The fine is for 
failing to complete the annual

Creed said DEQE records 
indicate dbx generate 
solvents, oils and corrosives 
that must be reported to the 
agency.

Those two bombings have never been ‘‘dealt 
with” and we have never retaliated against the 
“barbarians” who perpetrated them. 

True, when a nightclub in West Germany was 
blown up this year, we did bomb Libya. But when it 
comes to Iran or Syria or Lebanon, the U.S. has 
never punished terrorism. 

Instead, we ask these countries for favors. 
Favors we are willing to pay for. 

Press accounts reveal that the United States has 
facilitated arms shipments to Iran, a country that 
openly advocates terrorism and has practiced ter- 
rorism against U.S. citizens. 

We are willing to let Iran have arms to fight its 
seemingly endless war with Iraq. We will let the 
Iranian government have arms so it can prop itself 
up and continue to vilify and plot against the United 
States. 

And we will do it because we are willing to buy 
our hostages back.

Now, 25 years later, we are paying a price that 
will aid terrorism,

The United States now seems willing to do just 
about anything to get those kidnapped Americans 
out of Lebanon. We are even willing to arm our 
enemies. 

And while I certainly want to see all the hostages 
home safe and sound, a question keeps occurring to 
me: Who sent these people to Lebanon in the first 
place? Who asked them to go there? 

In only one case was it the U.S. government. Only 
one hostage, William Buckley, is an embassy of- 
ficial. And the Islamic Jihad says it already has 
killed him. 

The other hostages went to Beirut for a variety of 
different reasons, but all went of their own volition. 

So what, exactly, does the U.S. government owe 
these people? 

I admit my question is a selfish one. But I can’t 
help wondering if my country is paying too high a 
price and encouraging future kidnappings by ‘‘buy- 
ing” these hostages back. 

T also admit if it were me or my loved ones being 
held hostage, I would want my country to move 
heaven and earth. 

But how far is America really supposed to go, 
how big a bribe are we supposed to pay to terrorists 
when a private U.S. citizen is kidnapped? 

Our official government policy is that we don’t 
bribe or bargain or negotiate with terrorists or with 
governments that support terrorism. 

; ae that is policy. Not reality. That is talk. Not 
ruth. 

When it comes to talking tough about terrorism, 
nobody is tougher than the Reagan administration. 

In June of last year, when we finally got our 
hostages back from TWA Flight 847 in Beirut (get- 
ting a little hard to keep track of all our hostages 
isn't it?), the administration vowed to “fight back’’ 
against international terrorism. 

“Terrorists be on notice,’ Ronald Reagan said. 
“We will fight back against you in Lebanon and 
elsewhere. We will fight back against your coward- 
ly attacks on American citizens and property.” 

Reagan has always talked tough about those who 
would mollycoddle terrorists. Throughout the 444 
days that Americans were held hostage in Iran, 
Reagan chided and ridiculed President Jimmy 
Carter.

The state has reason to be con- 
cerned over the way premature 
discharges are bearing down heavily 
on elderly patients.

When Walter Haan visited the 
Vietnam Memorial in 
Washington, he was moved by 
the emotional power of the ex- 
perience. There was a good 
reason for his intense feelings. 
One of his oldest friends had serv- 
ed in Vietnam as an army nurse 
in 1967 and she died there that 
year. 

Now his firm is the publisher of 
Vietnam War Facts Quiz by E. 
Konerding, a 96-page question- 
and-answer book about the 
American experience in Viet- 
nam. 

Haan, arranged for his com- 
pany, The Southfarm Press, to 
donate money from the sale of 
each copy of Vietnam War Facts 
Quiz to the Vietnam Women’s 
Memorial Project. They are 
planning a life-size statue of a 
combat nurse to be placed near 
the Vietnam Veterans’ Memorial 
in Washington. 

Haan, an army veteran and ex- 
Peace Corps Volunteer himself, 
feels more should be done to 
honor the 7,500 nurses who served 
in Vietnam, including eight who 
died during that duty. 

Southfarm Press, Haan’s com- 
pany, is donating one dollar from 
the sale of each book directly pur- 
chased from Southfarm during 
November, December, 1986 and 
January, February, 1987. For 
every book sold in a bookstore 
during those months, Southfarm 
will donate 35¢ also to the Viet- 
nam Women’s Memorial Project. 

The purpose of the combat 
nurse statue, besides honoring 
the 7,500 American women who 
served in Vietnam, is to educate 
Americans that women did in- 
deed serve in the Vietnam War, 
caring for the wounded American 
and Vietnamese soldiers with 
compassion. The nurses in Viet- 
nam, like the soldiers, had to en- 
dure an unrelenting 
psychological pressure, exposed 
to thousands of wounded men 
from both sides in the war.

The second option is at the cor- 
ner of Walnut and Homer streets, 
and the third is at the corner of 
Homer Street and Com- 
monwealth Avenue. With a 
chuckle, Tappe disclosed a fourth 
consideration, ‘‘directly in front 
of the City Hall,”’ and Wood plac- 
ed the representational square on 
top of Bullough’s Pond. 

In addition to choosing a site, 
the two firms must decide on 
either a two- or three-story con- 
struction for the 76,000-square- 
foot structure. While Tappe said 
he would rather see a two-story 
building, because ‘‘the main col- 
lections would be on one floor and 
wouldn’t separate departments,” 
the key issues are “functionality 
and the building’s impact on the 
existing landscape.” 

Whether it’s a two- or three- 
story structure, several features 
are definite. The children’s 
department will be on the first 
floor. One or two elevators, to ac- 
commodate the handicapped and 
to facilitate meving books from 
floor to floor, will be present. 
Also, a 1600-square-foot room, 
which will hold 160 to 220 people, 
will be provided for use by com- 
munity groups. 

In January, the ‘‘master plan 
phase” will be complete. Ac- 
cording to Tappe, final recom- 
mendations of site and building 
height will be submitted to the 
Board. The Board must approve 
the recommendations before the 
architects begin the schematic 
design phase which will finalize 
the now conceptual floor plans 
and the exterior design. 

“It’s too early to say what the 
style of the building will be,”’ said 
Wood, ‘‘but it will relate to City 
Hall. It won't be stark contrast.” 

The new library will be the 
largest public library in 
Massachusetts, followed by the 
56,000-square-foot New Central 
Library now in Framingham 
designed by Tappe and Kallman. 

Virginia Tasijian, director of 
the Newton Free Library, said 
the new library will increase 
library usage by the 64,000 card- 
holders. 

“For one thing,’’ she said, 
“people will have a place to park. 
Most of our materials are stuck 
in boxes. With the additional 
space we'll be able to display the 
materials and people will see 
what we have and of course take 
more materials out." 

While usage and space will in- 
crease, the library staff of 84 will 
not.

After 40 years of rallying for a 
new library, “I think it’s really 
going to happen,” said Dorothy 
Reichard, president of the Board 
of Library Trustees. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann in 
opening remarks explained the 
process, from the initial stage of 
determining the need for a new 
building to the present, when ‘‘we 
have to take big steps to get the 
money.” 

Some sources of income cited 
include a $250,000 appropriation 
from the Board of Aldermen to 
start the planning process, the 
sale of surplus properties, such 
as the Claflin Elementary School 
and Warren Junior High School 
and $2 million reserved in the ci- 


ty’s Building Fund. 

According to the mayor, a con- 
tract with Ketchum Associates, a 
fundraising firm, will be signed 
in the near future to raise $1 
million by the end of next year 
through community and personal 
contributions which have already 
begun. 

Commander Gerard Morrocco 
of the American Legion Nonan- 
tum Post 440 presented Mann 
with a check for $10,000 at the end 
of the program. And the Newton 
Marriott donated the space and 
refreshments for the program 
and offered to host a kick-off din- 
ner/fundraiser in the spring to 
garner further contributions for 
the new library. 


BC threatens city 
with legal recourse

NEWTON - Boston College is 
considering legal action after the 
Board of Aldermen recently 
handed down a preliminary deci- 
sion limiting the college’s expan- 
sion plans for the Newton Centre 
campus. 

In addition, college officials 
are calling for a closer look at the 
city’s site plan approval process. 

BC is seeking to build an addi- 
tion to Putnam House. This addi- 
tion, according to Laurence Bar- 
ton, BC director of community af- 


fairs, would serve as office space 
for the Alumni Association — 
forced to relocate when Alumni 
Hall was demolished to make 
way for new dormitories. 

Under state law, aldermen 
have no authority to deny a re- 
quest for site plan approval. They 
can only add conditions to 
restrict the amount and density 
of construction on the site. 

The college’s plans have faced 
stiff opposition from members of 
the Newton Campus 
Neighborhood Association 
(NCNA),

Eviction amnesty stalled

NEWTON = Alderman Joshua 
Davidson’s attempt to avert 
potential evictions from illegal 
apartments across the city is in 
serious jeopardy after being 
unanimously rejected by the Zon- 
ing Amendment Committee 
(ZAC) this past week 

Meanwhile, colleague Paul 
Daley’s plan to accomplish the 
same result is on hold before the 
Land Use Committee while he 
gathers information from 
another town which he said suc- 
cessfully coped with the problem. 

Davidson is proposing a 
“limited moratorium” against 
prosecuting landlords for having 
illegal apartments and Daley 
wants an ‘‘amnesty”’ period dur- 
ing which many owners could 
make their extra dwellings legal. 

The Davidson moratorium pro- 
posal — a nonbinding resolution 


that requests but does not force 
the city to comply — would apply 
only to accessory apartments 
that do not violate health and 
safety requirements. 

The Board of Aldermen first 
confronted the possibility of evic- 
tions weeks ago when owners of 
two Newtonville Avenue homes 
asked for a zone change that 
would legalize extra dwellings. 

That case is still pending but no 
matter how it is settled, the issue 
will not die, Davidson said. The 
board is scheduled to hear three 
more petitions for zone changes 
to avoid evictions and no one 
knows how many more there will 
be. 

Davidson argued the city 
should hold off prosecuting 
owners of illegal dwellings that 
would conform to the city’s zon- 
ing under new standards drawn 
up by the ZAC. 

Since they 


may be adopted 


soon by the full board, an ac- 
cessory apartment declared in 
violation of zoning now might be 
legal in a few months, he argued 

Tenants living in apartments 
that conform to health and safety 
standards but not to the new ZAC 
standards should be given a 
“grace period’’ to find another 
home, he said. 


Davidson said he has been told 
the city has already evicted 
around 30 tenants. ‘Certainly 
there is an air of fear in anybody 
who lives in a building of more 
than two families,’’ he said 


City officials and area realtors 
have estimated there are as 
4,000 illegal apartments 
in Newton. Most would have gone 
unnoticed by officials except that 
“Certain anonymous individuals 
have ratted on these people,” 
said Davidson.

companies the city uses to tow 
abandoned, illegally parked or 
wrecked vehicles. 

One of those companies, 
Negoshian’s Towing, reportedly 
is being investigated by the state 
for overcharging customers, pro- 
viding improper services and not 
cooperating with investigators. 

But the owner, Edward 
Negoshian, claims those com- 
plaints are unrelated to the police 
department investigation. 

Coletti said he brought the 
issue before the board because 
Quinn left the city without 
discussing the results of the in- 
vestigation with interested par- 
ties — even though he had issued 
the findings to the local press. 

If the investigation totally ex- 
onerates the department Coletti 
will challenge its accuracy. 

“T’ve been very close to the tow 
situation for two years,’’ Coletti 
said. “If in fact the report shows 
no instances of improprieties, I 
question the substance of the 
report.’”’ 

To avoid favoritism, the 
department uses a_ rotation 
system so each of the four com- 
panies that tow for the city — 
Tody’s, Testa’s Negoshian’s and 
Newton Auto Body — have an 
equal chance to tow vehicles. 

But Quinn has acknowledged 
minor inequities occurred over a 
recent four-month period. He 
ascribed them to “‘sloppy’’ book- 
keeping rather than intentional 
wrongdoing. 
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New management techniques, 
including computerizing tow 
records, should be tried to make 
the operation more efficient, the 


chief has said. 
Those methods should be 
detailed for aldermen, Coletti 


said. The three agencies directly 
responsible for the city’s tow 
system — the Law, Purchasing 
and Police departments — will be 
asked to present their ideas to the 
board. 

“T will be looking for the chief 
to come up with some innovative 
methods,’ Coletti said. 

Citizens who feel they have 
been wronged or abused either by 
tow companies or officers should 
speak out when the aldermanic 
Public Safety & Transporation 
Committee holds its hearing on 
the issue, Coletti said. 
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“I know for a fact that there 
have been residents who testified 
against Mr. Negoshian,”’ he said 

The proposed five-member 
citizen review board, which 
aldermen must vote to establish, 
will investigate all complaint:

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True tale of — Lighting dispute faces lodice 
the frogmen

The E-Boats, similar to 
American PT Boats, were laden 
with high explosives and guided 
by one frogman, who would aim 
his boat at a target and jump off 
at the last minute. 

It was a_ tactic previously 
employed with stunning success 
in the Mediterranean, where four 
Italian frogmen — riding two- 
manned torpedoes — sunk two 
British battleships and a tanker 
one day in Alexandria harbor. In 
all, Italian frogmen knocked out 
30 Allied ships during the war. 

Had Italy not been knocked out 
of the war in September 1943, 
Schofield — the 77-year-old author 
of “Frogman — First Battles,” 
soon to be released by Branden 
Publishing of Brookline — says 
the Italians could have staged a 
major moral victory with an at- 
tack on New York harbor. 

“It could have worked,” 
Schofield says in the third-floor 
study of his Hunnewell Hill home. 
“It would have been successful, 
because the Italians carried out 
similar operations in Alexandria 
harbor, which was much more 
heavily guarded.”’ 

Though an interesting slice of 
history, Schofield says he had a 
hard time convincing potential 
publishers to print it as is. 

“T talked to about six or seven 
publishers and they all said the 
same thing,” he says, laughing at 
the thought. ‘‘They told me to put 
a little sex in it and make it a 
novel.” 

But Schofield and his co-author 
Pat Carisella —- a war buff from 
Wakefield who did the research 
for the book — persevered and 
waited until Branden agreed to 
publish the book as a non-fiction 
work. 

“Pat told me something that I 
always agreed with,” he says. 
“He said he didn’t give a damn if 
he didn’t make one dime off the 
book, it was just too important a 
piece of history to turn into a 
flashy novel.” 
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Most publishers, he says, are 
out to make a buck. As a result, 
they are often looking for stories 
that can be translated into 
feature films or television mini- 
series rather than stories with 
historical significance. 

The money, however, was not 
inconsequential. “I think it will 
make a few dollars,’’ he says 
with a_ cat-that-swallowed-the- 
canary smile. 

As a long-time newsman who 
worked for the Providence Jour- 
nal and later the Herald- 
Traveler, Schofield says his 13th 
book — which he took six years to 


pound out on his manual 
typewriter — was the most satis- 
fying. 

“I have done fiction and 
biographies before,’ he says. 


“But to be able to bring to light a 
virtually unknown part of history 
is extremely gratifying.” 

He would not, however, at- 
tempt anything of that 
magnitude again. Pointing to the 
finished manuscript sitting in a 
box in his study, Schofield says 
uncovering history is too great a 
task. 

“At my age,’’ he says, ‘I don’t 
think I would live long enough to 
write anything like this again.” 

Ironically, Schofield — who 
served in the Navy in WWII as a 
gunnery officer and attained the 
active rank of Lt. Commander — 
says he may have taken part ina 
battle that helped prevent the 
Italians from carrying out their 
plot to attack New York harbor. 

Although the Italians set aside 
a second submarine for the 10th 
Flotilla, Schofield says the loss of 
the DaVinci was a_ stumbling 
block. 

By the time the second sub was 
outfitted to carry the frogmen 
and their equipment, Italy had 
surrendered. 

Even though the New York har- 
bor attack never came off, 
Schofield says the legacy of the 
Italian frogmen lives on today. 

Truth, as Schofield is quick to 
point out, is not only stranger 
than fiction, it is usually more in- 
teresting.

Eugene Kennedy of the Plann- 
ing Department said the city 
would not allow any new tenants 
into the building until the matter 
is resolved. Only two floors are 
now occupied, according to 
Rinne Inspector Daniel Gen- 
tile. 

Since Iodice was so insistent on 
preserving his zoning rights 
when he constructed the building, 
the city should hold him to the let- 
ter of the law now, Anthony Tam- 
bascio of 58 Lincoln Road and 
Stanley DeStefano of 54 Lincoln 
Road said. 

Tambascio said the problem 
has not been solved. 

The lights, which glow from 
around 5 p.m. until 8:15 p.m., il- 
luminate the driveway which 
passes under the building to the 
parking deck in the rear, said 
Tambascio, an employee of the 
city’s Department of Public 
Works. A walking tour of the site 
last week revealed the glare 
spills onto neighboring 
backyards and homes as well. 

DeStefano, a retired Newton 
firefighter, said some of the 
lights high above the parking 
deck also shine into his backyard. 

Frank Zaino, construction 
supervisor for Iodice, said last 
week the situation has been cor- 
rected. ‘‘I went through the whole 
place and shut down two-thirds of 
them,” he said the lights. 

Zaino said he considered the 
problem ‘‘more than solved.” 

But after dark, lights reflect off 
the rear of houses on Lincoln 
Road, which runs along the side 
of Iodice’s 29 Crafts St. building. 
Tambascio pointed out that light 
strikes the top of a home across 
the street. 


“You mean to say that’s

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minimal lighting?,"’ 
asked. ‘The Patric 
a football game here 

As Zaino described, at least 
two-thirds of the globe lights 
have been shut off, but Tam- 
bascio insists there is still too 
much glare 

City zoning requires any park- 
ing facility having more than five 
spaces to be lit, but states: ‘‘All 
artificial lighting shall be arrang- 
ed so as to prevent glare from the 
light source onto adjacent streets 
and properties.” 

DeStefano said the issue is not

Iodice insisted on constructing 


the six-story office building on 
the edge of a residential area 
despite neighborhood opposition 
because the parcel was zoned for 
business use at the time, 
DeStefano said 

“He had no consideration for 
the neighborhood. So why should 
he have consideration from us?,”’ 
DeStefano asked. ‘‘He’s just get- 
ting what he’s giving.”” 

According to Tambascio, the 
lights first came on ‘“‘full blast”’ 
in July. But acting on a complaint 
from him, Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann and the city’s Planning 
Department forced Iodice to shut 
them off, Tambascio said. 

When they were turned on 
again a few weeks ago, the situa- 
tion was somewhat improved 


because shields were placed 
around the lights above the park- 
ing deck, directing most of the 
glare onto the ground, Tam- 
bascio said. The globe lights over 
the driveway are still too bright, 
he added. < 

Kennedy said while the parking 
deck requires some illumination 
so people working late can feel 
safe walking to their cars, the 
globe lights above the driveway 
should be reduced in number or 
shielded. 

“There's too many and they’re 
too bright,” he said. “We want 
(Iodice ) to solve the problem.” 

One set of lights over the park- 
ing lot also is a problem because 
they shine into DeStefano's 
backyard, he said.

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Film captures Chinese adventures

NEWTON It would seem 
impossible to chronicle 
American life as seen through 
the eyes of three Chinese high 
school students = who lived in 
Newton for five months last 
year in a 30 minute video 
But the documentary, ‘‘The 
Beijing Mirror’’ tries to cap- 
ture the nervous confusion 
warmth and often humorous 
discoveries these foreign 
students made with their host 
families. 

“Students here don’t like to 
study too much. They like to 
play. This surprised me the 
most,’’ one Chinese student 
said in the documentary pro- 
duced by the Newton Tele 
sion Foundation. here are 
just so many partie 

Another Chinese student — 
surprised at the openly tender 
or turbulent relationships bet- 
ween parent and child in 
America said, ‘‘The children 
play with their fathers like 
friends. Not in China.” 

The film — which premiered 
recently at the War Memorial 
Auditorium —about the first 
public high school student ex- 
change between America and 
China, was an eight-month 
undertaking for pro- 
ducer/director Carol Rainey 
Realizing the exchange pro- 
gram had a “cast of hun- 
dreds,”’ Rainey said she had to 
limit the focus of her film. 














I wanted to make a 
documentary that was per- 
sonal and close-up with a 


limited number of characters 
that the audience would 
remember,” Rainey said. “I 
chose to focus on the three 
Chinese students and a 
member of each student’s host 
family in Newton.” 

The film reflects how the 
host families came to better 
understand and respect both 








the Chinese and their own 
American culture. One host 
mother, Helene Bailen said, 


‘It's as if they held up a mir- 
ror to us, to American life. If 
there was ever a way to peace, 
programs like this are it.’” 

The documentary cost about 
$30,000 to make and the funds 
were raised through private 
donations, according to Susan 
Walsh, cutive director of 
the foundation. She described 
the film as ‘‘one of the most 












ambitious undertakings’’ the 
foundation has ever done 
“We nt to produce pro- 


grams that will garner a wide 
audience and this one in par- 
ticular has real value to the 
schools and the community 
We hope the educational 
resource will be taken ad- 
vantage of,’’ she said 

The documentary will serve 
as a “permanent memory”’ of 
what transpired during the ex- 
change, Jay Fialkow, founda- 





tion president said to about 150 
people who came to the film’s 
first screening. 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
and Supt. of Schools John 
Strand — guests of honor at the 
event = praised the vision and 
persistance of those who push 
ed for the exchange to take 
place between the two coun- 
tries. The once impenetrable 
walls of China are opening to 
young American students. And 
the Chinese government is 
becoming more willing to let 
their youth explore the 
western world, Strand said 

“Tremendous changes are 
taking place in China as the 
barriers there are being 
lowered and the opportunity 
grows for person to person ex- 
change,”’ Strand said. ‘“The 
exchange intended to 
stimulate cross-cultural learn 
ing, and it has done just that 
We hope to continue this pro- 
gram for years to come.” 

With four students and two 
teachers from Newton now 
visiting China, the second 
chapter of the exchange story 
continues and will hopefully be 
chronicled in a_ similar 
fashion, Strand said. 

The Newton Television 
Foundation, a non-profit 
organization founded in 1979, 
has produced numerous 
documentaries broadcast on 
both local and national cable 
and public television stations. 
“The Beijing Mirror’’ will be 
aired on WGBX, Channel 44 on 
Dec. 13 and on Continental 
Cable Channel 3 in Newton 
Nov. 26. 























Lower costs, longer delay for school roof

NEWTON — The Newton North 
roof repair job will apparently 
cost $135,000 less than an- 
ticipated, but work that officials 
hoped would be done _ before 
winter may not be started until 
this spring. 

Construction cannot take place 
if the temperature gets too low. 
“Take a look at the weather. 
Would you start a roof now?” 
Building Commissioner James 
Cameron asked on recent cold 
day. 

The commissioner does not 
rule out a warming trend that 
would permit work to begin. 

But in case that does not hap- 
pen, city officials and consultants 
are planning to walk the roof so 
they can determine how to pro- 
tect vulnerable portions, he said. 

The commissioner has recom- 
mended the city award the job to 
Hartford Roofing of Glastonbury, 
Connecticut, which bid $425,000 
on a job estimated to cost 
$565,000. 

Aldermen have appropriated 
$664,000 for the job, allowing ex- 
tra money to go for consultant 
fees and a contingency fund, 
among other things. 

The savings result from the ci- 
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ty’s decision to use an alternative 
type of construction which re- 
quires less material but provides 
the same insulation, Cameron 
said. 

Had officials decided to use the 
construction method originally 
chosen for the project, Hartford’s 
bid would have been $584,559 and 
the low-bidder would have been 
Stanley Roofing of Magnolia, at 
$515,000. 

Purchasing Agent Blair Kan- 
bar said the savings can also be 
attributed to the timing of the bid 
and the current state of the con- 
struction market. 

In mid-autumn, many contrac- 
tors have completed their most 
recent work and are looking for 
new jobs. The bid opening, the se- 
cond for the Newton North job, 
was held on Oct. 29 and attracted 
six contractors. 

“It shows me we have a highly 
competitive market,’ Kanbar 
said. ‘‘We sent (project specifica- 
tions) out to 21 vendors and got 
six responses.” 

The city first announced the 
need to repair or replace several 
sections of the school’s 14-year- 
old roof in the spring. 

This fall, Cameron and con- 
sultants stressed the importance 
of completing a portion of the 
repairs — around 30 percent of the 
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total project — before it becomes 
too cold for construction. 

Since materials contract and 
water expands when the weather 
freezes, cracks could develop and 
widen in the winter. 

But the project was delayed 
when the apparent low bidder in 
September, Galego Roofing 
Systems Inc. of Middleboro, 
withdrew its offer because it had 
made mathematical errors in 
calculation.

Landfill shortage 


Trash haul jeopardized

NEWTON = Trash collection in 
the city will not be interrupted, 
according to a spokesman for the 
city’s trash contractor, despite a 
‘seriously acute shortage of 
landfill in the state’ that has 
threatened collection in other 
communities 

Joseph Boren, vice president of 
Laidlaw Industries which cur- 
rently disposes the city’s trash, 
said while the shortage is serious, 
his company will be able to haul 
away the city’s trash 

‘We have the resources,” he 
said. “We own our own landfill in 
Plainview. That is not true for 
some companies in other com- 
munities, but we will continue to 
haul away the trash even though 
we had some problems finding a 
place to put it this week.” 

The problem, he said, was ex- 
ascerbated by the shutdown last 
week of the Haverhill waste-to- 
energy plant used by Laidlaw to 
dump a portion of the annual 
45,000 tons of solid waste col- 
lected in Newton 

“That plant was shut down for 
about five days,” he said. ‘That 
one closing set of a cycle of land- 
fill shortages throughout the 
state, with Eastern 
Massachusetts being particular- 
ly hard hit. There is just no place 
to take the was 

Friday morning, Boren and 
representatives from some 60 
waste collectors met with state 
officials to find solutions to the 
problem. While the shortage is 
not new, Boren said haulers are 
finding it harder to locate 
available landfill. 

He added industry represen- 
tatives and state officials talked 
about future problems, including 
what to do in the event of a bad 
snow storm that closes roads 
leading to the few available land- 
fills. 

“The problems have existed 
for quite some time, but this re- 












































cent problem is an example of 
what happens when just one plant 
shuts down. Everyone is 
scrambling to find a place to 
dump the waste. We had backups 
after picking up Newton’s trash 
last week, but we were able to get 
it out of the city.” 

According to James Doucette, 
environmental anal for the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering (DEQE), 
combination of recently clos 
landfills and the refusal of Maine 
and Rhode Island officials to ac- 
cept any more waste from Bay 
State haulers has made an old 
problem even worse 

“IT have heard that state 
troopers from Rhode Island were 














turning away trucks carrying 
waste from Massachusetts,’’ he 
said.

the screws on us. T! avery 
serious acute landfill shortage 
and we have been riding ona thin 
edge for quite a while. It just 
takes a few shutdowns to set the 
problems off.” 

He added because the state has 
no jurisdiction over local land- 
fills, they cannot order municipal 
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landfills to accept waste from 
haulers who have no place to 
dump their loads. 

Nunzio Piselli, who oversees 
solid waste removal for the city’s 
Department of Public Works, 
said the city has experienced no 
interruption of waste collection. 

‘There is nothing to be con- 
cerned about at the present 
time,” he said. “Our contract 
with Laidlaw guarantees that 
they will provide landfill ade- 
quate to take care of our daily 
tonnage.” 
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Deadline in retirement case

NEWTON = A federal judge 
has given the city until Dec. 2 to 
explain why Leo Curry, forced in- 
to retirement last month, should 
not have his job back while the 
courts consider his age 
discrimination complaint 

And U.S. District Judge 
Douglas P. Woodlock has ordered 
the city to tell him by Friday if 
Curry’s job will be filled while the 
case is being tried. 

“T do not want to be informed 
that Mr. Curry’s job has been fill- 
ed while we wait for the informa- 
tion,” Woodlock said this week. 

The judge delivered these 
orders after hearing arguments 
for and against a preliminary in- 
junction that could reinstate the 
Newton Centre resident, at least 
temporarily. 

A city employee for 39 years, 
Curry does not want to leave his 
post as foreman of the Wire 
Department, which maintains 
the city’s intricate system of fire 
alarms and police call boxes. 

Attorney Harold Lichten, 
representing Curry, argued his 
client could suffer ‘irreparable 
harm”’ if the city does not restore 
him to his job. 

Not only could the lack of 
employment erode his job skills, 
but the city would make his 
return to work difficult if it hired 
another person and Curry won 


his case, Lichten said 

“Someone would have to be 
replaced,” he said. ‘Someone 
would have to be demoted. In 
short, that would cause a mess.”’ 

Asst. City Solicitor Gary Blau 
said Curry’s job, that of a signal 
maintainer, is dangerous for an 
older man. Curry suffers from 
high blood pressure, making the 
job even more a risk for him, 
Blau said, 

But after the hearing, Lichten 
said his client’s high blood 
pressure is a “‘totally spurious 
issue’ because the city never 
asked him to get a health exam 
before he reached 65. 

During testimony Lichten said 
the job is no more dangerous than 
working as a lineman for Boston 
Edison. Blau contended signal 
maintainers work on utility poles 
within 30 inches of highly charg- 
ed Edison lines. 

The state is uncertain how it 
will react to Curry’s complaint 
because legislation may change 
the current law that forces signal 
maintainers to retire at 65, Asst 
Attorney General Reed Witherby 
said, 

One of the bill’s sponsors is At- 
torney General Francis Belotti, 
but no one can tell if it will pass or 
if amendments will make it ir- 
relevant to Curry’s case, he said 

Several factors led the judge to 
ask why the city is unwilling to 
accomodate Curry while the case 
is being tried. These included the 











state bill, a resolution by the 
Newton Board of Aldermen urg- 
ing the city to retain Curry and 
local legislation seeking to ex- 
empt him from retirement laws. 

But the local intiatives being 
taken in Curry’s behalf are not 
definitive, said Blau 

The aldermanic resolution 
merely requests the city retain 
Curry. The board voted for it 
without ever hearing testimony 
from city department heads, 
Blau said. 

And the local bill, authored by 
state Rep. David Cohen, must be 
signed by Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann after being passed by 
aldermen and before being sent 
to the Legislature for enactment. 
Cohen, D-Newton, has written the 
bill to specifically exempt Curry 
from mandatory retirement. 

“As presently worded, the 
mayor would not sign the docu- 
ment,” Blau said. ‘There may be 
some negotiation to cause the 
mayor to change his position.” 

Woodlock said he feared 
changes in the law might come 
too late for Curry and did not 
want the Newton man to be 
unable to get the ‘‘remedy’’ to 
which he would otherwise be en- 
titled 

If the city was not prepared to 
resolve the issue of temporary 
employment soon, the judge said 
he would ‘‘act’’ one way or the 
other on the request for a 
preliminary injunction. 


$110,000 to fix Homer Street hole

NEWTON -- A $110,000 
emergency allocation to repair 
the Homer Street sink hole was 
approved by the Board of 
Aldermen this week. 

The money, according to Assis- 
tant Department of Public Works 
(DPW) Commissioner Nunzio 
Piselli, will be used to replace 
240-foot sections of two ruptured 
pipes underneath the street. The 
repair work, he added, could 
begin ‘‘in the next couple of days 
and last a week or so.” 

Last month, a 30-foot section of 
Homer Street collapsed, leaving 
a gaping hole and endangering 
utility conduits as well as wires 
connecting to half the fire alarms 
in the city, Piselli said. 

He added a study recently 
released by the geological 
engineering firm of Haley and 
Aldrich revealed the collapse 
was caused by the failure of a 12- 
inch “under drain” to collect sub- 
surface water, leading to the col- 
lapse of-a 20-inch sewer main 
above it, 

Piselli said a previous excava- 
tion 18 months ago probably fail- 
ed to reveal hairline fractures in 
the eines which eventually 
resulted in the roadway collapse. 
He said the 240-foot sections will 
be replaced to avoid any future 
breaks, 

Last week, the city awarded 
the repair contract to J. Biotti 
and Sons of Newton. Piselli said 
they were the lowest of six bid- 
ders and are ‘extremely compe- 
tent and fully capable of perform- 
ing the work,” 

The bid, he said, was more than 
$125,000 below the next closest 
bid and nearly $200,000 less than 
the highest bidder. 

“This company has the equip- 
ment and the experience that the 
city doesn’t,” he said. “This will 
be a difficult job, especially 


because of the utilities and the 
fire lines, and I am confident that 
Biotti and Sons can perform the 
job.” 

Because of the emergency 
situation, aldermen supported 
the measure, although there 
were some concerns. 

Alderman Richard McGrath 
asked that in the future, the DPW 
should make a greater effort to 
inform neighbors of the repair 
process. He suggested that the 
DPW provide the neighbors with 
updated information on the pro- 
ject, which Piselli agreed to. 

Neighbors attending a special 
meeting of the Finance and 
Public Facilities Committees 
prior to the Board of Aldermen 
meeting complained they were 
not informed and asked that cer- 


tain precautions be taken to pro- 
tect children, elderly and han- 
dicapped persons living on the 
street. In addition, they said they 
were not convinced the city has 
the final solution to the sink hole 
problem that has plagued the 
street for years. 

“This has been a severe disrup- 
tion of our neighborhood,”’ John 
Brock of 216 Homer said. “I am 
concerned that the repair work 
has been rushed and I think we 
have been kept in the dark.” 

Brock also said he wanted to 
review the Haley and Aldrich 
report with an impartial expert 
“to make sure we are not throw- 
ing our money down the drain.” 

After the special session, Brock 
said he was thankful the city was 
taking care of the hole.

Area jails undergo suicide-proofing

Holding cells at the Waltham, 
Newton and Watertown police 
stations will be made suicide- 
proof by the end of the year to 
comply with the provisions of a 
state law passed by the 
Legislature, 

The 1985 law requires the bars 
on each cell to be covered with 
high-impact transparent plexi- 
glass, known as “lexan,” and 
equipped with adequate ventila- 
tion systems. An electronic audio 
system must be installed in at 
least one cell in each lock-up. 

The three local communities 
are among 211 cities and towns 
that must comply with the re- 
quirements set down under the 
“Detention Center Suicide 
Prevention Retrofit Program," 
according to Robert Pape, 
spokesman for the state Division 
of Capital Planning & Opera- 
tions, 

Detention centers supervised 
by State and Metro police must 
also comply with the law. 

The state will pay for the $10- 
million worth of the materials 
needed to implement the retrofit 
project statewide, but each com- 
munity will pay its share of the 
labor costs. 

Pape said the law calls for the 
renovations to be completed by 
Dec. 31, but does not spell out

specific penalties if the deadline 
is not met. 

Two local companies are ac- 
ting as vendors for the project 

WCRB Sound Systems Inc., of 
Waltham, is supplying the audio 
eavesdropping systems that have 
been integrated into light fix- 
tures, while E.C. Hillard Corp., of 
West Newton, is providing the 
clip angles and fasteners needed 
to attach the lexan sheets to the 
cells. 

The Newton detention center, 
which utilizes eight male holding 
cells and one female cell, will re- 
quire almost $8,000 worth of 
renovations, including 369 square 
feet of lexan wall panels, one 
security time clock, one light fix- 
ture/speaker unit and one audio 
control console.

Man pleads

CAMBRIDGE - Desperate 
over his inability to pay his apart- 
ment rent, a former Brighton 
man, who robbed a Newton bank 
on Oct. 4, 1985 claiming to have a 
bomb, pleaded guilty to armed 
robbery and has been given two 
years of probation. 

The sentence was recently im- 
posed in Middlesex Superior 
Court by Judge Herbert Abrams 
in the case of Thomas Alsup, 27, 
formerly of 230 Parsons Street 
Brighton. Alsup now lives in 
Gloucester. 

According to Assistant Mid- 
dlesex District Attorney 
Adrienne Lynch, Alsup ap- 
proached a teller in Newton's 
Mutual Bank For Savings at mid- 
morning and gave her a note, 
written on the back of his 
resume, which demanded $1,000 
and which stated he had a bomb 
in his briefcase. 

Lynch said the teller handed 
over the money but tripped a 
silent alarm. Police pursued 
Alsup's vehicle and arrested him 
in downtown Boston. Lynch said 
Alsup told police after his arrest 
that he robbed the bank because 
he was desperate over facing 
eviction from his apartment, 

As a condition of probation 
Judge Abrams ordered Alsup to 
continue to seek psychological 
counselling. The judge imposed 
sentence after several people 
made statements attesting to 
Alsup's character, 

According to Lynch, Alsup 
worked at his father’s engineer- 
ing company. Alsup was 
represented by Attorney William 
Codinha.

WALTHAM — Favored 
Waltham High got more than it

Fuller, 
jumping into the line, shot into 
the Newton North "backfield, 
chased and caught up to the flee- 
ing Proia at the 23 and dropped 
him for an 11-yard deficit. 

The Tigers’ fourth down play 
was a futile aerial attempt by a 
pressured Proia that landed in 
front of the intended receiver 
(Anthony Filippone. 

Waltham took over on downs 
and drove right back up the field 
to score the final touchdown with 
1:19 showing on the clock, eras- 
ing whatever hopes the Garden 
City invaders had of springing an 
upset, 

Waltham Coach Paul 
McGovern was amazed at the in- 
tense feeling generated in Satur- 
day's game. ‘You could actually 
feel it from the sidelines. The 
emotion got really high and both 
teams were up. I’ve seen Newton 
play several times this fall and 

is was their best game of all,’’ 
he remarked, 

Newton North's game plan was 
to stop Waltham’s running game. 
The Tigers were blitzing 
linebackers all day and were put- 
ting as many men on the line as 
possible to stop the run. They suc- 
ceeded to a great extent, too. 

“Waltham always brings out 
the best in us emotionally,” said 
Tiger head coach Peter 
Capodilupo. “The captains set a 


great tone all week long. It didn’t 
matter that Waltham was 7-1. We 
just wanted to play them and 
beat them. Just like they wanted 
to do to us. 

“Tt was the kind of take no

Fuller again came through in 
the clutch for the Hawks.

Turtle Lane revue; ‘real lackluster’

NEWTON = ‘Side by Side by 
Sondheim” is a musical revue 


featuring the music and lyrics of 
Broadway legend Stephen Son- 
dheim. 


‘At its best, some of the songs 
are so great you wish you were 
seeing the actual shows and not 
just a compilation of the songs.

The brave new world of home 
movie-making has become 
smaller and simpler over the 
past year but in the process has 
become caught in yet another 
video format war. 


Camcorders, the one-piece 
camera/recorders that have 
become dominant in the genre, 
are available in traditional VHS 
and Beta formats as well as 8mm 
and VHS-C. If, as most retailers 
suspect, the ultimate bat- 
tleground for camcorders 
becomes size, the fight will be 
between 8mm and VHS-C. 


The 8mm format, which uses 
tapes about the same size as 
audio cassettes, was developed 
by Sony to further miniaturize 
video cameras and to give the 
company a fresh product in the 
wake of its fast-fading Beta for- 
mat. 


Compact size and superior 
video and audio performance 
(according to test results in 
several video magazines) are the 
main selling points for 8mm. 
Some 8mm decks can double as 
audio decks and record 24 hours 
of digital stereo on one 8mm 
cassette. However, 8mm casset- 
tes can’t be played on home VHS

or Beta VCRs, very few movies 
and other video products are 
available in the format and 8mm 
units cost more than comparably 
equipped VHS-C units. 

VHS-C is basically a cut-down 
version of a regular VHS cassette 
which, when inserted into a sim- 


ple adaptor, can be played on 
VHS home decks. However, VHS- 
C cassettes contain only 20 
minutes worth of tape at the op- 
timum SP speed (an hour at EP 
speed), compared to the two 
hours of tape in an 8mm cassette. 

The Electronics Industry 


Association does not list cam- 
corder sales by format, but the 
industry considers 8mm to have 
about 10% of the camcorder 
market. 

“Twelve years have passed 
since VHS caught on," said Sony 
spokesman George Simonson, 


“and Sony felt it was time for a 
new format to take advantage of 
the technological changes. We 
believe 8mm is the format of the 
future. The half-inch format is 
over the hill, It’s limited on how 
small you can make things. The 
camera hangs over your shoulder 
and the VCR is a box on the 
bookshelf. Now you can take little 
tiny equipment that you can hold 
in your palm and go out and shoot 
movies.” 


Calling VHS outdated at a time 
when that format contro 
least 95% of new VCR sal is 
fairly ludicrous, on the face of 
it,’’ said Steve Isaacson, national 
sales and marketing manger for 
JVC, the company that invented 
the VHS format. 





“We feel the biggest deficit toa 
non-compatible portable or home 
movie-maker is that it won't 
work with your home unit,” said 
Isaacson. ‘The consumer who is 
going to buy a camcorder should 
ask themselves, ‘Do I own an 
8mm home deck?’ The cam- 
corder is designed to be an exten- 
sion of the home VCR, not a com- 
pletely new product.” 


Videophile test results  in- 
dicating that 8mm outperforms 
VHS-C in comparably equipped 
machines are largely irrelevant, 
Isaacson says. ‘‘What we're talk-

“The titles are fairly limited 
now, but we expect to have 200 to 
300 available by around 
Christmas,” said Simonson, ‘We 
haven't reached the video stores 
yet. That's a very expensive pro- 
position but as time goes by and 
more 8mm units are sold we hope 
the (software) manufacturers 
will spontaneously get to that 
market.”

People can usually 
understand these concepts when 
it comes to career goals or educa- 
tion or other parts of their lives.

Deadly, addictive drugs now come with designer labels

Designer drugs, the flashy, 
highly-marketable illicit 
substances of the ’80s, pervade 
society on all levels and are 
creating a new, far-reaching 
drug epidemic, according to a 
leader in drug education. 

Dr. David E. Smith, founder of 
the Haight-Ashbury Free 
Medical Clinic in San Fransisco, 
said widespread use of the 
highly-addictive form of cocaine, 
“crack,” heroin-based “china 
white’ and the hallucinogen 
“ecstasy” is on the upswing and 
has yet to peak. 

“Designer drugs are old drugs 
that have been given new, fancy 
names to make them appealing,”’ 
Smith told his audience at the 
Hillcrest in Waltham last week. 

“Eestasy” is an example of an 
old drug resurfacing under a new 
name that has rapidly increased 


in popularity among young peo- 
ple in recent years, Smith said. 

“In the 60s MDA, from which 
“ecstasy” is derived, was largely 
an inconsequential drug,’ he 
said. ‘But since someone has 
given it a new name and said that 
it induces lovemaking, people are 
standing in line for it.”’ 


“Crack,” the smokeable form 
of cocaine that produces a 
“rush’’ more powerful than injec- 
ting the substance intravenously, 
is the ready-to-smoke modern 
version of freebasing, a practice 
which has existed for 20 years. 

According to Smith, “crack,” a 
pre-prepared, purified form of 
cocaine compressed into 
smokeable chunks, surfaced in 
cities along the east coast during 
the mid-70s. 

‘Crack’ is not a new drug,” 
said Smith. “It is only an exten- 
sion of freebasing, an old drug 
that has fallen under a new 


name.” 
As the popularity of the use of 
“crack’’ has increased, the 


number of overdoses and 
psychiatric problems resulting 
from cocaine usage have filled 
emergency rooms and drug 
rehabilitation clinics across the 
country, Smith said. 

Brain seizures, cardiac ar- 
rests, high blood pressures and 
heart fibrillations are the most 
common health ailments that the 
cocaine abuser experiences, 
Smith said. 

“Doctors can’t figure out why a 
healthy young man is experienc- 
ing heart fibrillations or why a 
young lady suffers from high 
blood pressure,’’ said Smith. 
“The fact is that even the 
healthiest heart will die from a 
cocaine overdose.” 

Society is partly to blame for 
the recent increase in ci 
usage by Americans, accoi 






to Smith. What was once viewed 
in the 60s as a ‘high status’’ 
street drug, cocaine today has 
become so powerful that some 
equate its use and effects with the 
American Dream. 

“Tf you win the World Series, 
you celebrate it with cocaine. If 
you win the Superbowl, you 
celebrate it with cocaine. If you 
win an important court you 
celebrate it with cocaine,” Smith 
said. ‘Cocaine has become a 
drug we associate with success 
and celebration.” 

An estimated 25 million 
Americans have tried cocaine, 
and four million are regular 
users. A survey conducted in 1982 
revealed that 28 percent of people 
between the ages of 18 and 25 
years have tried cocaine. 

But, Smith said, ‘‘everybody 
exposed to cocaine does not 
become an addict.”’ Out of a hun- 
dred people who have tried co- 








caine, 30 to 40 percent will 
discard it, never to use it again, 
he added. But the remaining 70 
percent will continue usage, a 
small percentage of whom will 
develop severe dependency. 

The coca plant, from which co- 
ciane is derived, is grown in the 
South American countries of 
Peru and Bolivia. Cocaine is 
made by mixing the leaves with 
gasoline to create a coca paste, 
which is dried and packaged for 
export to foreign countries. 

More cocaine comes into 
America than any other nation on 
earth. In 1985, 100 tons of cocaine 
arrived in the U.S. — compared 
to the 5 tons smuggled in during 
1970. 

For many years, cocaine was 
thought to be a non-addictive 
drug, with very few side effe 
During the late 19th and early 
20th centuries the drug, along 
with extracts of opium and mari- 








juana, could be found in over 200 
hundred patented remedies. 


As overdoses and adverse 
psychological effects increased, 
the medical community realized 
that cocaine was not as harmless 
as once thought and the drug was 
outlawed in the 20s. 


But the modern cocaine 
epidemic is not likely to subside 
in the future, Smith said. And 
another drug will soon join co- 
caine in the current epidemic, he 
added. 





The use of opiates 
heroine and morphine 
upswing and will compound the 
drug problem in the years to 
come, according to Smith. 
Designer opiate-based drugs, like 
“china white,’ because of their 
appealing and addictive nature, 
will be the cause of a new breed 
of addicts, he added.

NEWTON — A new gold rush 
has been sparked by the 
Treasury Department's recent 
issue of 588,000 new gold coins 

“They're hotter than two- 

dollar pistols,’ Arthur Fitts, 
owner of the Colonial Coin 
Company in Newtonville, says 
of the new gold coin ‘Some 
of them are in such short supp- 
ly I couldn’t sell them right 
now because I don’t have 
them.” 
The Treasury Department 
issued a set of coins in Oc- 
tober. The set includes a one- 
ounce coin, a half-ounce coin, 
a quarter-ounce coin and a 
tenth-of-an-ounce coin. 

The government, according 
to Fitts, went back into the 
gold coin business to compete 
with the South African Kruger- 
rands and the Canadian Maple 
Leaf coins. 

The new coins, he says, are 
the first American non- 
ceremonial denominational 
coins. The government 
previously has issued coins to 
commemorate events like the 
Statue of Liberty birthday, but 
this is the first set issued 
strictly for bullion value. 

Though the denominations 
vary from $50 for the one 
ounce coins to $5 for the tenth- 
of-an-ounce coins, Fitts says 
actual purchase price reflects 
the up-to-the-minute gold in- 
dex. 






































































Avoid the pitfalls of launching a new business 


Starting a news business can be 
thrilling and chilling. But there’s 
a lot to recommend about moving 
into a business with a track 
record, such as customers, sup- 
pliers, employees even a name 
and reputation already in place. 

But before you can succeed at 
running a business you have to 
succeed in shopping for one. That 
demands careful planning, astute 
observation and expert help you 
can muster. 

Although the failure rate for 
“used’’ businesses is less daun- 
ting than for new ones, many are 
on the block because the current 
owner cannot make it. You may 
think profits will skyrocket with 
your innovations. But think 
again. Turnarounds are a risky 
business best left to pros. 

Ideally, the venture should pay 
you a reasonable salary plus 
generate a healthy profit. This 
profit should be higher than what 
you could get from a safer invest- 
ment, such as government bonds 
or blue chip stocks. 

For insights into the economic 
realities, contact the trade 
association for the kind of 
business in which you are in- 
terested (the ‘‘Encyclopedia of 
Associations’ in your local 
library), The commercial len- 
ding division of a bank could have 
data about specific kinds of ven- 
tures, and a banker may be able 
to put a valuable local insight on 
the general information. 

Begin your hunt with the 
“business opportunities’’ section 
of Sunday newspapers and the 
Wall Street Journal. Check over 
the ads in trade journals too — 
particularly if you are willing to 
relocated. Better sources for 
leads may be commercial 
bankers, law or accounting firms 
that work with small businesses, 
suppliers and groups of local 
businesspeople. 

You could use a_ business 
broker who lists enterprises for 
sale, screens potential buyers, 
earns commissions on the sale 
and may even search for a 
business. In the latter case, fees 
are negotiable and usually based 
on an hourly rate or percentage 
of the price. The seller may help 
pay the broker, 

Perhaps you should hire a team 
of specialists to assit in your in- 
vestigation of any prospect and to 
give your venture credibility in 
the eyes of lenders and potential 
investors. They should include a 
lawyer knowledgable in small 
business deals, an accountant 
familiar with your industry and a 
banker 

Also consider a small business 
consultant, Consultants such as 
those affiliated with General 
Business Services nationwide 
can help find a business, evaluate 
it and negotiate a deal. Fees 
usually run $40-$100 an hour. 

The best way to build your 
team is through referrals from 
owners, accounting or business 
professors, members of venture 
capital clubs or organizations 
such as the Chamber of Com- 
merce 

The nearest office of the Small 
Business Administration also 
may help. The SBA sponsores 
Small Business Development 
Centers around the country, 
which offer a wide range of free 
counseling services. To find the 
nearest one, contact the Office of 
Small Business Development

20416 


“If somone wants to pur- 
chase a coin, I call my broker 
and find out the price on the 
commodities market,’’ he 
says. ‘‘Right now, that price is 
approximately $460 per ounce. 
By the time the coins reach 
me, there is about a 10 percent 
surcharge added to the spot 
price.” 

The reason the denomina- 
tions do not reflect the true 
cost of the coins, he says, is 
that the government has to 
assign denominations to make 
them legal tender. 

“You could take the coin to 
Steve’s Ice Cream, buy 
something and legally pay for 
it with the coin. They would 
give you the correct change, 
but they would really be mak- 
ing out.” 

The surcharge, he adds, is 
unusually high at present and 
makes the coins a poor invest- 
ment. 

“These coins will not be col- 
lectors items because the 
government is trying to mint 
as many as possible,” he says. 
“Because of the high sur- 
charge, I don’t think the coins 
make a good investment right 
now, but if the government 
releases more coins into the 
market, that surcharge should 
come down, making them a 
better investment.” 


But, he adds that with the 
coming holiday season, the 
coins are very popular. “They 
make very attractive gifts,”

Fitts says the government’s 
distribution plan was con- 
troversial and one reason the 
surcharge rates are so high 

“The government’s top 
priority for distributing the 
coins was to companies with 
assets of $50 million and tangi- 
ble assets of $10 million,’’ he 
says. ‘There were only about 
nine companies in America 
and 16 overseas that could 
meet those conditions.” 

The distribution companies 
send the coins into the 
“pipeline” to brokers, who sell 
to dealers, who finally sell to 
the public at an average 10 
percent markup, he 

“The distribution method 
was controversial because it 
increases the number of chan- 
nels the coins have to go 
through before they get to the 
public,” he says. 

One reason for the shortage 
of coins, he says, is the govern- 
ment’s failure to anticipate the 
overwhelming interest. 

“T think some people feel 
patriotic about the coins 
because they were unwilling to 
buy Krugerrands,” he says. 
“Some people like the design, 
which is similar to gold coins 
previously minted. I guess the 
government didn’t realize that 
so many people would be will- 
ing to shell out $470 or so for a

Former aldermen recall late nights on the floor

NEWTON — In the old days, 
the Board of Aldermen would 
get some of its work done at in- 
formal gatherings in a Boston 
restaurant. When it came time 
to debate on the board floor,

The decision was made the 
same day three aldermen sent 
the School Department a letter 
asking it include the New Hyde 
and the Oak Hill schools with the 
Bigelow as future space options. 
All three were closed as schools, 
but are still owned by the city. 

The letter — signed by alder- 
manic committee chairmen 
George Mansfield, Sondra Shick 
and Paul Coletti — also notes the 
vacant Warren Junior High and 
Claflin schools are available, but 
admits they are less feasible. 

Mansfield and fellow Newton 
Highlands aldermen Susan 
Basham and Rodney Barker 
caused a stir a few weeks ago 
when they urged the committee 
to consider reopening the new 
Hyde just before the city was 
about sell it and the old Hyde. 

Under the sale terms, the 
buyer would sell the new Hyde 
back to the city for $1 so it could 
to build a facility for the disabled 
there with state funds. Mansfield 
believes the city should go 
through with the sale, but retain 
the new Hyde until it is certain 
the building is not needed as a 
school. 

The Hyde complex was closed 
by the committee in 1984 because 
of declining enrollment. Since 
then the city has had to ap- 
propriate money to add 
classrooms to the Mason-Rice 
and Countryside elementary 
schools. 

Construction at the Mason-Rice 
is underway and Countryside ad- 
ditions are still in the design 
stage. 

Should the School Committee 
ask the Board of Aldermen to ap- 
propriate money for other school 
additions, ‘‘they’ve got to realize 
we are very concerned about the 
plan under which those im- 
provements are requested,’ 
Mansfield said. 

According to Mansfield, Mayor 
Theodore D, Mann and School 
Supt. John Strand have not added 
the Hyde and the Oak Hill to their 
lists as space alternatives 
because no one has urged them to 
do so, ‘‘Clearly, now someone has 
asked,” he added, 

Schnipper declined to say 
whether her proposal means the 
School Committee will consider 
reopening the new Hyde if it 
decides more space is needed. 

Whether there is an actual need 
for more classrooms depends on 
the assumptions the committee 
makes about space utilization, 
she said. Among other things, 
members must first decide how 
large the average class should be 
and what kinds of facilities 
should be offered at elementary 
schools, she said 

“We don't have a firm agree- 
ment that there is a problem 
yet,” Schnipper said 

Her proposal was ‘‘very 
carefully worded” to give the 
flexibility by not naming specific 
options, she said. 

In the middle of the discussion 
of Schnipper’s proposal on Nov 
10, committee member Robert 
Ricles asked Mann if it was possi- 
ble to reclaim any of the city’s 
schools that have been closed, 
but not yet sold 

The mayor explained the Oak 
Hill, which is leased to the 
Solomon Shecter School, cannot 
be reclaimed until 1995 and a pur- 
chase and sale agreement has 
been concluded for the Hyde, ac- 
cording to Ricles 

‘If it were to come before the 
committee as a vote, I'd vote 
against it,’’ Ricles said of reopen.

Police complaints

NEWTON - Alderman Paul 
Coletti apparently faces a tough 
task in his quest to win board sup- 
port for a citizen’s review board 
to investigate complaints against 
the police department. 

Of six aldermen interviewed, 
one is opposed and three sounded 
skeptical, saying they will have 
to be convinced of the need to 
establish a review board. “I'd 
like to see a lot more evidence 
before I take a stand,” said 
Alderman Verne Vance. 

If a review board is needed, 
“Why didn’t he bring this up two 
months ago?’’ Alderman 
Richard Bullwinkle asked. 

Coletti is pushing for a review 
board because a recent police 
department internal investiga- 
tion into allegations of miscon- 
duct reportedly found no wrong- 
doing. 

Police Chief William F. Quinn 
has yet to give him a copy of the 
report, but the results as 
reported in newspapers show the 
department needs an unbiased 
group to investigate complaints 
against officers, he said. 

Officers were alleged to have 
received gifts for favoring one or 
more of the four tow companies — 
Tody’s, Testa’s, Negoshian’s and 
Newton Auto Body —- that haul 
abandoned, illegally parked or 
wrecked vehicles for the police 
department. 

Negoshian’s is currently being 
investigated by the state on 
charges that owner Edward 
Negoshian has said are unrelated 
to the local tow controversy. 

Aldermen Rodney Barker and 
Elaine Gentile said they agree

Guilty 
of murder

CAMBRIDGE ~ A Middlesex 
County Superior Court jury last 
Wednesday convicted Martin 
Bowler of Watertown in the 
second-degree stabbing murder 
of Richard Farnese of Auburn- 
dale, 

Farnese, 24, a heavy equip- 
ment operator, died Noy. 5, 1985 
at the WalthamWeston Hospital 
from a wound to the heart in- 
flicted with the 8-inch blade of a 
kitchen boning knife. 

The stabbing occurred nine 
days earlier at the Watertown 
apartment of Bowler’s long-time

The budding dispute in Newton 
over whether to establish a 
citizens review board of the 
police department has already 
been acted out in Cambridge. 

Cambridge sources say the 
move to create such a board 
there was fought every step of the 
way. 

Cambridge City Council voted 
to establish a Civilian Review 
Board (CRB) over two years ago, 
but it is still inactive, according 
to the Cambridge Chronicle. 

The impetus for a review body 
came from charges of police 
beating several teen-agers who 
were arrested around 1 a.m. on 
New Years Day 1984 for allegedly 
mugging a resident near Har- 
vard Square.

NEWTON - A city official has 
accused Alderman Richard 
McGrath of holding up the leaf 
composting project because of a 
“personal vendetta’ against 
Department of Public Works 
(DPW) Commissioner James L. 
Hickey. 

“That was the most offensive 
display, the most offensive set of 
statements,’’ said Richard 
Kelliher, the city’s chief ad- 
ministrative officer, after the 
Finance Committee held off ac- 
ting on the city’s composting re- 
quest for at least the third time. 

McGrath was unavailable for 
comment after Kelliher made his 
accusation. 

Objections raised by McGrath 
and fellow Ward 4 Alderman Pol- 


ly Bryson minutes earlier led the 
committee to vote 3-to-2 not to 
decide on the city’s request for 
$12,000 to fund the project. 
During the often heated 2%- 
hour debate, McGrath argued 
that either Health Commissioner 
David Naparstek, Recreation 
Commissioner Russell Halloran 
or Forestry Supt. Richard Metro 
should oversee the project rather 
than Hickey and the DPW. 
Naparstek said he would prefer 
not to oversee the program, since 
he will have to make sure the pro- 
ject does not violate health and 
sanitation standards. A dual role 
might prove awkward, he said. 
The state Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) and the city want to 
establish the leaf composting 
program at the Rumford Avenue 


landfill as a model for similar 
projects across the state. 

McGrath, who said he favors 
the composting and actually 
pushed for it years ago, charged 
the city and the DPW with 
mismanaging the dump in the 
past. 

The landfill has attracted 
roaches and rats and McGrath 
claims he has discovered dog 
carcases there. After Hurricane 
Gloria last year, the city burned 
a huge pile of debris there, 
creating a neighborhood distur- 
bance, McGrath said. 

“Mr. Hickey told us there was 
no fire. Mr. Kelliher told us there 
was no fire,” he said. ‘‘(Fire) 
Chief (Edward) Reilly told me 
there was no fire ... It was just 
steam.

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Cancer cured their smoking habits

NEWTON — Two men — paying a tremen- 
dous price for decades of smoking cigaret- 
tes, cigars, pipes and chewing tobacco — 
urged Newton North students to “do the ‘in’ 
thing” and quit smoking before cancer con- 
trols or cancels their lives. 

Neither Abraham Bergen, 69, nor 
Richard Sullivan, 73, can still use their 
natural voices. Both men have had opera- 
tions on the larynx, the voice-producing 
organ in the throat, because of throat 
cancer, 

Sullivan has learned to speak through his 
esophagus, the canal leading to the 
stomach, and uses no speech device. 

Bergen — unable to perfect this alter- 
native speech method — uses a battery 
powered electro-larynx which amplifies the 
vocal vibrations in his mouth and emits a 
harsh mechanical tone 

Bergen, holding the device to his throat, 
urged students to take control of their 
health during last week's 10th annual Great 
American Smokeout, sponsored by the 
American Cancer Society 

“T want you to at least attempt to give it 
up so my time here today will have been 
well spent,” said Bergen, a former Chelsea 
police chief. “If you can stop smoking for 
one day, you can do it completely, I Know 
you probably think I'm just trying to scare 
you by showing you what cigarettes have 
done to us. You're right. | am,” 

Students were shocked by the simple 
everyday activities these two men can no 
longer do; blow their noses, whistle, swim, 
lift, taste and smell food. Bergen and 
Sullivan now breath through a surgically 
created hole in their necks, known as a 
stoma. Their noses and mouths, whieh are 
no longer connnected to their windpipe or

and lungs, are useless as a means of 
breathing. 

“Today we are paying the penalty of 
something we knew nothing about years 
ago,”’ said Sullivan, who smoked since from 
age 15 until the day before his operation 12 
years ago. ‘“‘We were brainwashed that it 
was the sophisticated thing to do. I know it’s 
not easy to quit and peer pressure can be 
tremendous, but don’t give into the urge.” 

Sullivan and Bergen said their families 
had a harder time accepting their disease 
than they did. Not being able to com- 
municate through speech for some time 
after their operations was “traumatic and 
frustrating.” 

“Patience was the answer and at first my 
family lacked that," Sullivan said, ‘They 
would yell at me and tell me to speak up 
when I couldn’t, I knew my family and 
friends began accepting my situation when 
they said ‘For Pete's Sake, would you shut 
up.” 

The one thing the two haven't lost, they 
said, is their sense of humor. Bergen’s 
grandchildren initially were scared by the 
harsh robot-sound emmitted by his vocal 
device and he would tease them and tell 
them he was the Star Wars character R2- 
D2. “They would get quite a bang out of 
that,” he said. 

The larynx, vocal cords and voice box 
were removed during their operations. The 
trachea ~ the windpipe — was cut and at- 
tached to the stoma so they could breath. 
The esophagus is the only tube remaining 
capable of carrying voice-producing sounds 
into their mouths. They wear a covering 
over the stoma to filter out impurities in the 
air 

“I wouldn't wish this on anybody,” 
Sullivan said. “We didn’t know any better 
when we were kids. These youngsters do. 
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Accusations over leaf plan delay 


Public Works is going to change 
its stripes,”’ he later said. 

Hickey said the program 
should be managed by the DPW 
because the department oversees 
the landfill and its equipment and 
employees would be used. Mixing 
departments to manage the pro- 
ject would create logistical pro- 
blems, he said. 

The DPW is well-qualified to 
handle leaf composting and he 
assured aldermen it would be 
well run, Hickey said. 

“The issue for you is Jim 
Hickey,”’ the commissioner said 
to McGrath at one point. ‘‘You do 
want to serve your people, but 
you're letting Jim Hickey get in 
the way.”’ 

But McGrath characterized as

“horse manure’’ the city’s 
refusal to compromise on a 
number of issues, including who 
will manage the site. The city’s 
insistence on having the DPW 
run the program has become ‘‘a 
question of turf,”’ he said. 

Kelliher defended Hickey and 
the DPW, noting that the state 
has never questioned the ability 
of either to run the leaf com- 
posting program effectively. 

“The record of the Public 
Works Department speaks for 
itself,’ he said. 

“That's the problem,”’ 
McGrath interjected 


“They can implement it and 
implement it well,’ Kelliher con- 
tinued. 

With the loam generated by the 
composting program, the city in- 
tends to close off the Rumford 
Avenue landfill in 13 phases that 
could take 20 years. 

McGrath said he wants a 
specific timetable for closing off 
sections of the dump and a pro- 
mise that the city will include 
funding for water resistant clay 
necessary for the base for the 
loam produced by composting. 


But Kelliher said the city can- 
not make a specific budget re- 
quest or produce a definite 
timetable now because final 
plans have yet to be approved. 


Confrontations erupted at 
several points, including one bet- 
ween Alderman Rodney Barker 
and McGrath. 

Barker nearly left the meeting 
in anger because McGrath inter- 
rupted while he was trying to 
summarize the case for com- 
posting. 

“Let me speak, will you,’’ he 
said, then shouted ‘‘bully, bully, 
bully” at McGrath while gather- 
ing his papers to leave. 

Chairman Paul Coletti urged 
Barker not to take offense 
because the project will be 
situated in McGrath’s ward and 
he must fight to protect consti- 
tuent interests. Any alderman in 
that position is ‘‘under the gun,”’ 
he said.

tical, Coletti faces opposition 
from police, who may attend the 
aldermanic Public Safety & 
Transportation Committee 
public hearing on his proposal 
Dec. 8, according to Lynda 
Glenn, president of the Newton 
Police Association. 

Many officers are ‘‘bent out of 
shape” by the prospect of a 
citizen review board, as well as 
by Coletti’s charges of police 
wrongdoing in managing tow 
operations, Glenn said. Reputa- 
tions have been unfairly tarnish- 
ed, and a review board would on- 
ly increase the likelihood of this 
happening again, she said. 

Glenn said a review board 
could be used by complainants to 
exact vengeance against officers 
who have done nothing wrong. 
Most complaints occur because 
the public does not know the law, 
she said. 

Citizens sitting in judgment on 
such a board would have no idea 
what life is like for an officer on 


the street, she said. “There are 
grave dangers that people are go- 
ing to be punished and things 
changed for no apparent 
reason,’’ said Glenn. 

The tow controversy shows 
what can happen when uninform- 
ed lay people meddle in depart- 
ment operations, she said. 

Police records show some tow 
companies have received more 
assignments than others. But 
Glenn said two of those com- 
panies — Tody’s and Negoshian’s 
-- have more experienced 
employees and are quicker to 
respond to police calls. ‘We have 
two tow operators we rely on,” 
she said. 

But the need for an unbiased 
review board now transcends 
that controversy, Coletti said. 
“The tow situation doesn’t mean 
anything anymore,” said Coletti. 

He disputed the idea that the 
board would not have enough 
knowledge of police work, saying 
it could be composed of retired 
judges and ex-officers. 

He also has pointed to the ex- 
istence of similar boards in other 
cities such as Cambridge, which

The Cambridge Civic Associa- 
tion (CCA), a 41-year-old com- 
munity organization, and many 
citizens were behind the proposal 
initiated by city Councilor and 
state Rep. Saundra Graham. 

But many officers and Police 
Chief Anthony Paolillo opposed 
the review board, said CCA ex- 
ecutive director James Marzilli. 

Paolillo argued that the Cam- 
bridge council was the proper 
body to investigate a complaint if 
a citizen was not happy with the 
results of an internal investiga- 
tion, according to Marzilli. The 
chief said council was legislating 
away its responsibilities, ac- 
cording to Marzilli. 

But some review board ad- 
vocates believe the council is not 
the proper forum to hear com- 
plaints against the police depart- 
ment, according to Marzilli. It 
lacks the resources for a full- 
scale investigation and since its 
meetings are open to the public, 
an officer’s reputation could be 
unfairly tarnished before the 
council gathered all the facts. 

Later that year, Cambridge 
Council voted for the review 
board and funding for an ex- 
ecutive director, an investigator 
and support staff. 

The board is authorized to in- 
vestigate citizen complaints 
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against police, which average 30 
to 40 a year and involve mostly 
verbal abuse, according to the 
Chronicle. It would also in- 
vestigate other matters, such as 
instances of drug abuse and 
domestic violence. 

Despite the 1984 council vote, 
the board still is not operating, 
but a recent allegation of police 
brutality made by an Iranian stu- 
dent who arrested last month for 
hanging political posters has ap- 
parently sparked new interest, 
according to Marzilli, * 

The accused officer, who has 
been the subject of previous com- 
plaints, allegedly handcuffed the 
student to a desk, shook him by 
the throat, and shouted anti- 
Tranian epithets, according to a 
Nov. 19 article in the Boston 
Globe. 

The Cambridge police station 
is equipped with videotape equip- 
ment that is supposed to record 
what happens during a booking, 
but the machinery allegedly was 
not working and no tape was 
made, Marzilli said. 

Police are conducting an inter- 
nal investigation, but no results 
have been released. 

The incident created a furor 
among councilors and, two weeks 
ago, the city advertized for an ex- 
ecutive secretary for the board, 
Marzilli said. 

Cambridge police appear to 
have reconciled themselves to 
having the board. 
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is now setting up its own Civilian 
Review Board (CRB). 

Allegations of police brutality 
on New Year’s morning in 1984 
led Cambridge City Council to 
pass an ordinance creating the 
board later that year. 

Funding requirements, other 
city priorities and opposition to 
the board have delayed its start 
and to date it has held no hear- 
ings, according to Cambridge 
sources. 

But the recent charge that a 
police officer choked and 
threatened to kill an Iranian stu- 
dent has renewed interest and, 
two weeks ago, Cambridge 
advertised to hire an executive 
secretary for the board. 

Police wrongdoing can ocur 
anywhere, Coletti said. 

“Newton is no different than 
other communities,’ he said. 
“We've seen instances where in- 
vestigations aren’t uncovering 
what is out there.”” 

Alderman Richard McGrath 
was the sole board member who 
said he is opposed to a review 
board, though he added that he 
will not ‘‘prejudge”’ the issue. 

“T don’t want to have a witch 
hunt and a bureaucracy of unin- 
formed lay people ... interfering 
with my right to deal with the 
police, which are in the courts,” 
he said. 

Hard evidence against an of- 
ficer should be taken to the 
district attorney, the state’s at- 
torney general and federal law 
enforcement agencies, McGrath 
said. 

He questioned Coletti’s own ob- 
jectivity in the tow controversy, 
saying he has personally lobbied 
to have two tow companies added 
to the police tow lists. 

But Coletti said he did so only 
for the benefit of the public when 
Tody’s was on the verge of a 
monopoly and there was no com- 


pany to tow for the south side of 
the city. 
Coletti, in turn, questioned 


McGrath's objectivity, saying his 
friendship with one tow operator 
may be preventing him from see- 
ing the entire situation. 
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Former official commits suicide 


NEWTON = Albert Thompson - 
- who at age 12 killed a playmate 
in Wayland and returned 18 years 
later as Housing Authority diree- 
tor, only to be fired after stories 
were published about his past - 
has hanged himself. 

Thompson, 32, was found hang- 
ing by an electrical cord from a 
drain pipe in the basement of the 
Sweet Sis Cheesecake Co., 
Newton, last Wednesday where 
he worked as an assistant to 
Angela Smith, the store’s owner 
and manager, said Newton 
Police Lt. James O'Donnell. 

Thompson was dead on arrival 
at Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 
Medical Examiner Dr. Nathaniel 
Brackett said the death was caus- 
ed by hanging. Police ruled the 
death a suicide, O'Donnell said. 


In 1967, Thompson stabbed 6- 
year-old Mark Dupuis 26 times 
after a stray flip of the knife in a 


mumblety-peg game hit Dupuis 
in the chest and he began to cry. 
Thompson went to reform school 
for the killing. : 

When he got out, he drifted 
around for years before landing a 
job running a prison pre-release 
program in New Hampshire. He 
held that job immediately before 
taking over the Wayland Housing 
Authority in June 1985 

Initially, he denied any 
knowledge of the boy’s death. He 
decided to tell his story to Boston 
Magazine to dispel rumors that 
had been circulating, and the 
story was published last Nov. 26. 

A’ week later Mark Dupuis’ 
mother Nancy died of a heart at- 
tack. 

Her cousin, Kathy Mooney of 
Weymouth, blamed the renewed 
publicity of the killing for her 
death, according to The Mid- 
diesex News of Framingham. 
She said the magazine treated 


Thompson as a “big shot.” 

“Tt doesn’t seem right that he 
can come back to the same town 
and be a public official,” Mooney 
said. 

Housing Authority members 
knew Thompson’s background 
when he was hired and supported 
him when publicity about his past 
surfaced. Differences with 
Thompson over how his job 
should be performed led to the 
board voting 4-1 in April not to 
renew his contract. 

“He told me many times his 
memory would never let him live 
with it,” said Pat Nichols, who 
worked under Thompson as the 
Housing Authority program 
director: 

“He could never forgive 
himself for what he had done, he 
could never accept it,”’ she said 

“That is why he killed himself 
Ihave no doubt in my mind,"’ she 
said. 


Fatherson marks 100th birthday

WESTON -— “Welcome to the 
club,’’ 101-year-old James 
Keenan said, raising a glass of 
brandy in a toast. 

“T haven’t done anything to 
deserve this honor,’ Lewis 
Fatherson retorted a moment 
later, acknowledging congratula- 
tions from friends and family 
members on his 100th birthday. 

“He’s a gentleman, and that’s 
what you can’t say about most of 
them these days,” said Father- 
son’s best friend, 95-year-old 
Lewis Bills, at the celebration 
Friday afternoon at the Westo- 
nian nursing home. 

Fatherson, alert, relaxed and 
not looking a day over 70, said he 
came to the United States at the 
age of six in 1892 from Warsaw, 
Poland. His father, a rabbi in 
Poland, came to the states a few 
years earlier and saved enough 
money to bring Lewis, his 
mother, brother and three sisters 
across the Atlantic. 

Living in New York City, his 
father eventually became the 
treasurer of a cigar makers 
union, and Lewis, who said he 
started as an errand boy for a 
women’s underwear manufac- 
turer, became a designer of 
ladies lingerie. 

“IT didn’t go to college and 
learn. I did it by working from 
the bottom up,” Lewis said Fri- 
day. “I learned how to make the 
patterns and design styles for 
lingerie and ladies’ underwear. 
That was my job.”” 

Asked if his wife of 44 years, 
who he met “socially, not at 
work” minded his trade, Lewis 
said, “I hope she was happy 
about it. We got along very well.” 

And according to one of his two 
daughters, Newton resident 
Muriel Hurray, and his grandson, 
Gregory Hurray from Cam- 
bridge, after working in the in- 
dustry for about 40 years and be- 
ing a good father, Lewis has 
never stopped showing his 
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resolve for life. 

“He rode the bus from a suburb 
of Newark, New Jersey, to New 
York City until he was 90,” 
Gregory Hurray begins. “When 
he was 88, he was accosted by two 
thugs one day. Sitting on either 
side of him, one of them pulled 
out a gun from under a 
newspaper and demanded 
money, searching through my 
grandfather’s pocket. (Lewis) 
stood up and said ‘Go ahead, 
shoot me, I’m an old man,’ and 
pushed his way past them, got off 
the bus in the middle of Newark 
and hitchiked his way home.” 


Hurray said her father broke 
his hip at age 93 in a fall, went 
through physical therapy for a 
year, and was back on his feet 
walking without a cane. Shorlty 
after that he came to Weston, a 
short distance from his daughter, 
grandson, and two of three 
grandchildren. 

As part of his birthday celebra- 


tion, outgoing State Rep. Royall 
Switzler, R — Weston-Wellesley, 
and recently elected Rep. Bob 
Marsh, R — Weston-Wellesley 
presented Fatherson with a cita 
tion from the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives. 

“You know it’s an important 
event when a Democratic- 
controlled House passes a cita- 
tion for a man who said he voted 
Republican for the first time in 
the last election,” Switzler said. 

Fatherson said he never miss- 
ed a presidential election and 
remembered voting for Teddy 
Roosevelt at age 21. Hurray said 
Fatherson also received a letter 
of congratulations from Presi- 
dent Reagan. 

Fatherson — who stays active 
reading and, according to his 
grandson, is currently working 
on the biography of Ralph Waldo 
Emerson and a book on Darwin's 
theories of evolution — com- 
mented on the present govern- 
ment. 
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Committee backs demolition ordinance 


NEWTON = The aldermanic 
Legislation and Rules Committee 
offered its unanimous support for 
a proposed demolition control or- 
dinance following a public hear- 
ing last week. 

“There is tremendous pressure 
to develop in this city,’’ preserva- 
tion activist Brian Yates said. 
“As a result, we are losing our 
historic buildings. We have to do 
something to control the quality 
of life in this city before we cast 
away our history.” 

Because there are no laws 
limiting demolition, proponents 
said the city lost two historically 
significant buildings recently: 
the Baggage Building adjacent to 
the Newton Centre MBTA stop, 
designed by reknowned architect 
Henry Hobson Richardson; and 
Boston College’s Philomatheia 
Hall, which was nominated for 
the National Historic Register 
before being demolished. 

Those two demolitions, sup- 
porters said, point out the need 
for a mechanism to identify 
historically significant buildings 
and coordinate their preserva- 
tion. 

Under the proposed ordinance, 
any developer wishing to 
demolish a building; listed on the 
National or State Register of 


Historic Places, 150 feet from the 
boundary of any federal, state or 
local historic district, or con- 
structed 50 years prior to the ap- 
plication, must go through a 
review process conducted by the 
Newton Historical Commission 
before obtaining a demolition 
permit from the Building Depart- 
ment. 

Demolition permits for any 
structure meeting the above 
criteria must be forwarded from 
the Building Commissioner to the 
Historic Commission within 
seven days. The commission then 
has 30 days to determine if the 
structure is historically signifi- 
cant. 

If not, the 





developer can 
demolish the building without 
further review. If the commis- 
sion does determine the structure 
is historically significant, the 
developer must appear before a 
public hearing to get citizen input 
and wait at least two months 
while the commission recom- 
mends alternatives. 

According to Barbara Levy, 
who helped author the ordinance, 
the waiting period is important 
because a developer may not be 
aware of all the options. The 
Board of Aldermen will vote on 
the petition on Monday. 


Frank: President's foreign policy failing 


NEWTON — President Ronald 
Reagan’s tough-talking military 
buildup has failed to achieve the 
administration’s foreign policy 
objectives, U.S. Rep. Barney 
Frank told a local arms-control 
forum recently. 

“The Reagan administration 
built us up militarily and thought 
that strength would bring people 
around to their way of thinking,”’ 
Frank said at a forum sponsored 
by Newton Action for Nuclear 
Disarmament (NARM). “But 
Reagan still can’t get the Ira- 
nians and the Lebanese to do 
what he wants.”” 

Speaking at Newton’s Temple 
Emmanuel, Frank cited 
Granada as the only successful 
example of Reagan’s ‘tough tac- 
tics.” He criticized the presi- 
dent’s foreign policy and stressed 
that alternative measures now 
exist. 

Frank currently is trying to sell 
a five-point Senate arms reduc- 
tion package which includes: a 
House and Senate compromise to 
ensure significant reductions in 
the Strategic Defense Initiative 
and limit it to lab research; a 
one-year verifiable nuclear test 
ban; a commitment to abide by 
the SALT treaty, which will cut 
weapons expenditures; the 


elimination of chemical 
weapons; and the continued pur- 
suit of Soviet/US arms reduction 
agreements. 

Frank stressed the importance 
of election results which turned 
the Senate back over to the 
Democrats. This will mean fur- 
ther advances in arms control 
and a mutual agreement with the 
Soviets, he said. 

Like the Newton disarmament 
group, Frank supports a 
verifiable bilateral freeze of 
nuclear weapons and feels it 
doubtful the Reagan administra- 
tion will be able to achieve any 
further foreign policy successes. 

Frank said the lack of progress 
in arms neotiations is due to 
Reagan’s tactics. He cited the re- 
cent superpower summit in 
Iceland, where he said Reagan 
refused to compromise on the 
out-of-laboratory testing of 
space-based antimissle weapons. 


Frank admitted Reagan did 
agree to a comprehensive. 
nuclear disarmament plan which 
would include banning medium- 
range nuclear missles from 
Europe, reducing strategic 
weapons, and a phase out of 
testing, which would lead to an 
eventual test ban. 


DPW knocked for snow removal efforts 


NEWTON — The first signifi- 
cant snowstorm of the season 
caught the residents by surprise 
last Wednesday, hamstringing 
snow removal efforts of public 
works crews. 

Early morning road conditions 
in the city were criticized by 
police officials and at least one 
alderman, but Public Works 
Commissioner James L. Hickey 
defended his department’s snow 
removal effort. 

“You can’t start plowing until 
you have sufficient snow on the 
ground,” he said. ‘When you 
have a storm that begins just a 
couple hours before the morning 
commute, it’s going to be very 
tough driving The critical 
thing is that we saw a minimal 
number of accidents and receiv- 
ed a very low number of com- 
plaints.”” 

The fast-moving coastal storm 
struck just a few hours before the 
morning commute and more than 
a month before the first official 
day of winter, quickly dumping 
anywhere from 4 to 6 inches of 
heavy, wet snow on the area, 
Roughly 60 pieces of public and 
contract equipment were used to 
battle the storm in Newton. _ 
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Hickey said snow removal 
crews were called into work at 5 
a.m. for sanding and_ salting 
operations, but Ward 4 Alderman 
Polly Bryson disputed his claim 
and criticized Hickey for failing 
to adequately prepare his 
workers for the storm. 

Numerous scattered power 
outages caused by snow-laden 
tree limbs were reported and 
schools were closed, but local 
police said early morning com- 
muters handled the poor road 
and visibility conditions well. 

Boston Edison spokesman 
Mike Monahan said sporadic 
outages were reported in 
throughout the area while public 
works officials expressed sur- 
prise at the ferocity of the storm, 
which covered the area with 
snow at the rate of an inch anda 
half per hour. 
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Hearing on intersection recommended 


NEWTON = Despite the state 
Department of Public Works’ 
(DPW) recommendation to per- 
manently close the median at 
Woodcliff Read and Route 9, the 
city Traffic Commission has 
thrown the ball into the Board of 
Aldermen’s court. 

The commission — which re- 
quested the state to upgrade the 
signals and safety of the intersec- 
tion in the summer following a 
fatal accident that occurred 
there — radically changed its 
stance by not taking a position on 
the issue last week. 

Instead of making a recom- 
mendation on the closure to the 
Board of Aldermen, the Traffic 
Commission have proposed that 
aldermen hold a public hearing 
on the decision. The temporary 
median has been in effect two 
months longer than the original 
45-day trial planned. 

“T’m just sickened that the 
commission did not take it upon 
itself to make a recommenda- 
tion,” said Alderman Rodney 
Barker who has adamantly 
favored keeping the barrier in 
place. ‘‘Their purpose is to make 
suggestions to us. 'They’re the ex- 
perts, not us. To put it on the 
aldermen is ludicrous. They just 


didn’t have enough guts to wrap 
this whole thing up themselves”’ 

The state originally promised 
to upgrade the signals on Route 9 
to make access from Woodcliff 
Road onto the highway safer. But 
the state DPW recently said the 
minimal traffic on Woodcliff 
Road does not warrant a fully 
operational light. A new 
pedestrian light will be installed, 
they said 


Woodcliff Road traffic could 
access Route 9 with a right turn 
on red, according to the state’s 
recommendation. 

Since Route 9 is a state road, 
the city has no authority to stop 
the DPW from keeping the bar- 
rier in place, according to City 
Traffic Engineer Roy Lamotte. 

The inconvenience of the 
closure has caused an uproar in 
the Newton Highlands 
neighborhood and opinions seem 
to be divided between those who 
live on the north and south sides 
of Route 9. With the median clos- 
ed, traffic is being rerouted to 
Centre and Parker streets to get 
from one side of the city to the 
other. 

“This issue is not dead yet by 
all means,”’ LaMotte said. 





Local cancer data needs more definition 


NEWTON — A new state report 
shows a higher-than-average in- 
cidence of breast and kidney 
cancer in Newton during 1984, but 
the city’s top health official says 
more information is needed to ac- 
curately judge the statistics. 

Using data supplied by 115 


hospitals, the third annual cancer 
incidence report issued last week 
by the state Department of 


Public Health compares the 


number of cancer cases in each 


city and town to statewide 


averages. 


The report shows that 92 cases 


of breast cancer were diagnosed 


in Newton in 1984 — almost 19 
more than expected. In addition, 
the 12 kidney cancer cases 
reported among Newton men was 
nearly double the statewide 
average. 

Noting that he had not yet seen 
the report, Health Commissioner 
J. David Naparstek said he would 
need to talk to officials from the 
state’s Cancer Registry in order 
to put the city’s data in proper 
perspective. 


“The cancer incidence may be 
more than expected, but we have 
to ascertain from the state 
whether that’s statistically 
significant or simply within the 
realm of statistical probability,”’ 
said Naparstek, who was hired as 
commissioner two months ago. 

“Another point is that the 
Cancer Registry is relatively 
new. Until we’ve got some 


history to look at, we’re compar- 


ing things with less than com- 
plete past experiences,’’ he add- 
ed 


While state health officials cau- 
tioned that trends cannot be 
discerned from a single year’s 
data and that fluctuations often 
occur by chance, the 1984 study 
does suggest continuing pro- 
blems in several communities. 

In Woburn, for example, 
leukemia and related cancers 
among male adults are four 
times higher than the state 
average. 

The report also showed that 
mesothelioma, a form of cancer 
linked to asbestos, occurred in 
the Bay State in 1984 at two to 
four times the national rate. 

Commenting on Newton’s 
breast cancer statistics, 
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Naparstek noted that because 
breast cancer is not environmen- 
tally related, ‘‘there doesn’t ap- 
pear to be any environmental 
factor at work there to be con- 
cerned about.”’ 

The city’s higher-than-average 
kidney cancer rate among men is 
more difficult to analyze without 
additional information. 

“T would like to find out such 
things as the occupations of the 12 
men, their lifestyles and possibly 
even their places of dwelling. 
That’s why the numbers by 
themselves don’t paint much of a 
picture,” Naparstek added.

TON — A Burlington firm 
has beat out two local companies 
for a state-sponsored project to 
suicide-proof the nine prisoner 
holding cells at police head 
quarters. 

Shah Corporation Inc., one of 
three interested bidders, has 
been recommended for the work 
by Building Department of- 
ficials, Purchasing Agent Blair 
Kanbar said last week. 

Last Tuesday, Shah submitted 
a bid of $9,850 for the project, 
besting offers from Security Pro- 
duct Distributors Inc., of Newton- 





ville, by $50 and Van-Nooden 
Company Inc., of West Newton, 
by $650. 


Invitations to bid were sent to 
22 vendors, Kanbar said. 

The cell renovations are need- 
ed to bring the department’s 
detention facility in line with a 
1985 law known as the ‘‘Detention 
Center Suicide Prevention 
Retrofit Program.” 

The law calls for the bars on 
each cell to be covered with high- 
impact, transparent plexiglass, 
known as “‘lexan,”’ and equipped 
with adequate ventilation 
systems. 

An electronic audio system, 
manufactured by WCRB Sound 
Systems Ine., of Waltham, also 
must be installed in at least one 
cell in each lock-up. 

Newton is among 212 cities and 
towns that must undertake and 
complete detention center 
renovations by Dec. 31. Waltham 
purchasing officials will open 
bids for their project next week. 

Once work begins, the eight

cells in Newton will be equipped 
with approximately $69 sqaure 
feet of lexan wall panels, one 
security time clock, one audio 
fixture and one audio control con- 
sole. 

E.C. Hilliard Corp., of West 
Newton, is supplying the clip 
angles and fasteners needed to 





attach the lexan sheets to the cell 
bars. 

The suicide-proofing program 
is being undertaken at no cost to 
Bay State cities and towns. 

The state Division of Capital 
Planning & Operations has paid 
for the $10-million worth of 
materials needed to implement 
the project statewide. Subse- 
quent labor expenses will be bill- 
ed to the state by private contrac- 
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Civilian review board unnecessary 


The Newton Graphic disagrees with 
those who say we need a special 
review board, made up of citizens, to 
look into the inner workings of the 
Police Department. 

We object to a proposal that would 
set up a tribunal of citizens who might 
not enjoy a solid professional 
knowledge of the laws, especially 
those dealing with due process, but 
who might have an extremely chilling 
effect on a police officer’s career. 

We object to a proposal that might 
easily lend itself to the harrassment of 
police officers. But those objections 
are minor compared to our contention 
that a civilian review board would be 
superfluous. 

Given the avenues already open to 
those who object to the activities of 
the city’s police, we do not see the 
necessity of setting up yet another 
means for scrutinizing police 
methods. 

First, for the complaints of private 
citizens, there are the courts. If you do 
not like the way the police treated 
you, if you think they violated your 
rights, you can file a civil suit. It has 
been done, with positive results, in the 
recent past. 

If you think a search and seizure 
was carried out without ‘probable 
cause,”’ you can request the evidence 
be suppressed. 

If the problem happens to be 
suspected wrongdoings within the 
department itself, there are a number 
of mechanisms already in place to 
deal with that. First, there is an inter- 
nal investigation done within the 
department. While it is true that there 
are few controls involved in this pro- 
cedure, it is unfair to discount 
wholesale it for lending itself to a 
possible coverup. 

Second, the staff of Middlesex Coun- 
ty District Attorney Scott Har- 
shbarger is noted for the ag- 
gressiveness with which they have 
pursued every whiff of scandal in area 
police departments. 

If the district attorney can not han- 


Aldermen mix up 


The separation of church and state 
that we all consider to be ‘‘cast in 
stone” by our country’s constitution 
took a beating in the city’s aldermanic 
chambers recently when two elected 
officials used the petitions of two 
churches to beat up on each other. 

First, Alderman Matthew Jeffer- 
son, whose face breaks out at the 
mere mention of permit parking, (He 
thinks it’s discriminatory.) used 
parliamentary procedure to put a 
petition for permit parking around St. 
John’s Church, in Newtonville, on 
hold. : ; 

Then Alderman Louis Irwin, :a 
neighbor of St. John’s, mimicked Jef- 
ferson’s maneuvers by putting a peti- 
tion for the expansion of Myrtle Bap- 
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dle the investigation, the state At- 
torney General’s office and the U.S. 
Attorney’s office are capable and 
ready. 

On a local level, we even have the 
city’s Human Rights Commission and 
the mayor’s Crime Prevention Com- 
mission to add to those agencies 
capable of scrutinizing the Police 
Department. 

We also have a 24-member Board of 
Aldermen to pick apart the Police 
Department’s budget on an annual 
basis, probing through expenditures 
line-by-line until very little can re- 
main hidden. It should be 
remembered that the multi-million 
dollar scandal recently pinned on the 
Greater Boston Police Council, which 
was headquartered in the Newton 
Police Department, was first detected 
by a member of our Board of 
Aldermen. 

The final objection to the establish- 
ment of a civilian review board is bas- 
ed on cost. A similar board establish- 
ed in Cambridge as a result of an inci- 
dent that happened almost three 
years has yet to make its first move, 
but the funding for an executive direc- 
tor, an investigator and a support 
staff has already been nailed down. 
Such a staff does not come cheap, and 
the effectiveness of any review board 
that did not require such a staff has to 
be questioned. 

For some city officials, the fact that 
the review board proposal rose up 
from the murky waters of an alleged 
scandal involving towing operations 
in the city is enough to deem it of ques- 
tionable worth. To paraphrase the 
sentiments of at least one alderman, 
“If this is such a great idea, why 
didn’t we hear about it months ago?”’ 

According to the traditional 
wisdom, “‘If something is not broken, 
don’t fix it.” If there is something 
amiss in the Police Department, we 
want to know about it and we want to 
do something about it. Given the 
mechanisms now in place, we already 
have that capability.

Speaker George Keverian, sources say, confided 
recently to distinguished members of the Park 
Street Corporation (a discreet private gathering of 
selected Massachusetts movers and shakers) that 
he is, indeed, as rumored, interested in State 
Treasurer Robert Q. Crane’s job. 

But not his job as state treasurer. 

“Actually I’m interested in Crane’s weekend 
job!" he clarified mischievously. 

He was alluding to the Treasurer's controversial 
additional annual $100,000-plus consulting arrange- 
ment with Merkert Enterprises, the largest food 
broker in the country. 

“After all,’’ the rotund Speaker added, ‘‘who 
knows more about food than I?” 

On the subject of Crane, word is going the rounds 
that he has been warned this is to be his last term, 
that he had disturbed Democratic colleagues dur- 
ing his campaign by ignoring their advice not to 
claim credit for distributing millions of dollars of 
lottery revenues to cities and towns (that’s a 
legislative mandate) and that he might even find 
reason to step down before the four-year term ex- 
pires. 

One of those Crane colleagues, State Auditor John 
Finnegan, makes the blunt and candid observation - 
- studiously avoiding personalities — that he finds a 
great deal of ‘‘very unhealthy cynicism out there 
about people in public life that, frankly, they stay 
too long. It’s the same old people there forever. 
There should be much more turnover. I see 
something wrong with the system, a malaise.”

nan, Massachusetts began deregulating its banks. 
Acquisitions and mergers were permitted beyond 
county lines as a start (Brennan 1), then among 
New England states on a reciprocal basis (Brennan 
II). 

The regional concept was challenged by ag- 
gressive Citicorp in New York — only to be upheld 
by the U.S. Supreme Court seven months ago. 
Whatever mergers and acquisitions did take place 
within New England are now being digested. Mean- 
while, regions elsewhere picked up the cue, moving 
to position and strengthen themselves for the mo- 
ment nationwide banking comes to pass. 

Given technological advances in automated teller 
machines and other labor-saving electronic 
breakthroughs, plus aggressive competition among 
banks, that moment is near. 

The Commission’s bill strikes out the word 
“regional’’ and substitutes ‘‘nationwide”’ — but it 
would take effect June 1988. Legislative leaders like 
House Banking chairman Rep. Tom Finneran, with 
a similar bill taking effect on passage, say they an- 
ticipate a full airing of issues before opening the 
flood gates. 

The Mass. Bankers Association is said to prefer 
forging strong New England institutions before go- 
ing national. Citicorp, characteristically, weighs in 
heavily for ‘immediate national interstate bank- 
ing.” 

Another administration priority will be to license 
mortgage companies. 

Sources say there have been complaints about 
these newest players on the lending industry block. 
Regulations that now apply to chartered, commer- 
cial, savings and cooperative banks and credit 
unions should be extended to mortgage companies, 
the state argues.

Ignorance regarding the 
Roman Catholic Church, its 
dogma, rules, and structure, is 
expected and understandable 
from those who are not part of 
the church itself.

We live in a time of permissiveness 
and challenge to authority. To be 
considered adult, mature, or en- 
lightened and intelligent, it is 
necessary to ‘stand up’ to those who 
are supposed to be in charge. 





As a practicing Catholic who 





attended a Catholic University 
(Boston College), I am 
dismayed at the depth of 
resistance and disobedience that 
exists in the church. Some of the 
problems are caused by lack of 
knowledge and can be traced to 
faulty education. But an alarm- 
ing percentage of the dissension 
that exists is willful, defiant, 
and angry. 

I tried a simple test recently. 
I asked ten Catholics to explain 
the basic position of the church 
regarding Transubstantiation. 
Only one knew what I meant. 
When I explained that I wanted 
to know what was received dur- 
ing the rite of Communion, only 
two of the ten could tell me. 
Three of the eight who flunked 
were products of Catholic 
schools. And one had gone to a 
Catholic college. 

In recent months I have had 
“Catholics” tell me that they 
were pro-choice on the subject 
of abortion, I have knowledge of 
a nun trying to ‘‘fix up” a 
divorced lady with a “nice 
man” that she knew. And we 
have seen a renowed Catholic 





educator relieved of his duties 
for teaching out-and-out heresy 
regarding Catholic doctrine on 
sexuality, homosexuality, abor- 
tion, and divorce. What gives? 


The answer is that Catholics, 
like our brothers and sisters of 
other faiths, are products of our 
era. We live in a time of per- 
missiveness and challenge to 
authority, To be considered 
adult, mature, or enlightened 
and intelligent, it is necessary to 
“stand up”’ to those who are 
supposed to be in charge. 

Thus protesters are heroes 
and those who quietly do their 
duty and practice the virtues of 
submission, and obedience are 
“traitors” to their generation. It 
may seem perverse but that’s 
how it is. 

One source of confusion for 
many Catholics is the system 
under which we live. Americans 
cherish their freedoms. We love 
to exercise our right to speak, to 
criticize, always to offer an opi- 
nion. It is marvelous that we 
can denounce the president, 
castigate the governor, and 


ridicule the mayor. And all with 
no fear of reprisal! 


Unfortunately, such freedom 
is political and public. It does 
not extend to private organiza- 
tions, And the Catholic Church 
is most decidedly a private 
organization. You, and every 
other citizen of this great land, 
have an inalienable right to your 
opinion on abortion, homosex- 
uality, divorce, married priests, 
celibacy, etc. And I would be the 
first to defend your right to 
speak on those subjects. 


But the Catholic Church 
defines itself. And the authority 
of the church has set forth the 
correct positions for moral 
Catholics. You may disagree. 
But, like the drunk at midnight 
mass, you may be told to leave. 
Freedom of opinion and freedom 
of speech for you do not negate 
the freedom to choose its 
members that belong to any 
private organization. And so 
may it always be.

genocide and the theft of their 
land. 

After 200 years, this nation can 
feel no pride in the open-air con- 
centration camps euphemistical- 
ly called “‘reservations.”’ 

Perhaps Thanksgiving’s larger 
meaning is unfinished business. 

On the lighter side, it also in- 
troduces a period of some serious 
partying. 

In the six-weeks between 
Thanksgiving and Jan. 6, six 
holidays are celebrated by 
various religious and_ ethnic 
groups: Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, Kwanzaa, Hanukkah, 
New Year’s Day and Three 
Kings’ Day. 

I call this period the American 
“Festival of Holidays.” It’s what 
Walt Whitman meant when he 
wrote, ‘‘I hear America singing, 
the varied carols I hear.”’ 

The second of my American 
Festival of Holidays, Christmas, 
needs no explanation, but most 
Americans are unfamiliar with 
the third, Kwanzaa, which begins 
the day after Christmas. 

Founded in 1966 by black na- 
tionalist philosopher and scholar 
Maulana Ron Karenga, Kwan- 
zaa, which means “first fruits’’ 
in Swahili, is ‘‘Afrocentric.” 
Karenga felt that black 
Americans should have a holiday 
that celebrates their legacy. 

Over the years Kwanzaa has 
caught on, and it is celebrated by 
an increasingly large cross sec- 
tion of black Americans. 


Each of the seven days is 
dedicated to a different principle 
of life, described by a Swahili 
word — ‘‘umoja’’ (unity), 
“ujima’”’ (collective work and 
responsibility), ‘‘kujichagulia”’ 
(self-determination), ‘ujamaa”’ 
(cooperative economics), ‘‘nia” 
(purpose), ‘“‘kuuma”’ (creativity) 
and ‘‘imani”’ (faith). A candle is 
lit each day. 

Children are given presents, 
told stories and asked each day 
what they have done to carry out 
one of the seven principles. 

The fourth in the American 
Festival of Holidays, Hanukkah, 
is also celebrated by lighting 
candles, this time in a menorah, 
for eight days. 

While Hanukkah com- 
memorates the miracle of a 
small crucible of oil that burned 
for eight days in a temple after 
Judas Maccabaeus defeated the 
Syrian oppressors in 165 B.C., it 
has never been a major Jewish 
holiday. But its close proximity 
to Christmas increased its 
popularity, and many Jewish 
families give Hanukkah presents 
to their children. 

All of us ring in the new year on 
Jan. 1, and five days later the 
American Festival of Holidays 
closes with “Fiesta de los Tres 
Reyes Magos’ (Three Kings’ 
Day). 

This holiday has _ historical 
authenticity. 

Until the fourth century, 
Christmas was celebrated on 
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Jan. 6. Later the day was assign- 
ed to Dec. 25. 

But Puerto Ricans have retain- 
ed the day that commemorates 
the Magi, who came bearing gifts 
to attest to the miracle of the 
Christ child. It is a day of singing 
and gift-giving. 

For the next six weeks, during 
the American Festival of 
Holidays, let us, as the Indian 
philosopher Radakrishnan so elo- 
quently put it, “learn to enjoy 
each other’s proximity.”

I thought it was a common 
human experience. A sign of the 
passage of time. A dilemma each 
must encounter at least once in 
life 

The experience is expansion. 

As the years pass, some of us 
tend to expand. Not in thought, 
not in spirit, but in waistline. 

Last summer, I witnessed my 
personal waistline expansion 
Gradually, ever so subtly, my 
stomach area began to swell in 
all directions, filling outer voids I 
never knew existed 

Like a balloon, it stretched out- 
ward. But instead of filling itself 
with air, it expanded with beer, 
burgers and buttercrunch ice 
cream. Food. That evil, lovely, 
substance. 

Food was the problem. Food 
too much — had caused the aging 
carcass to balloon. The stomach 
had become a gauge of the daily 
caloric intake. Big Macs had 
become a staple. A pint of Ben 
and Jerry's mint chocolate chip 
ice cream was an almost daily 
ritual. Beer replaced water. 

The gut grew ... and grew . 
and grew, until self and pants 
could no longer bear it. 

But my gut growth was not ins- 
tant. Bulging bellies do not ap- 
pear overnight. They take a lot of 
time — and food. The expansion 
occurred in a mysterious, almost 
magical, way. At first, I honestly 
could see no significant swelling. 

The mirror image was decep- 
tive. I'd look in, examine the 
face, the neck, the chest. Then, 
I'd glance at the the stomach. I’d 
suck the gut in, push it out, ex- 
amine it for any overly obese 
characteristics. I could see none. 

But family and friends began to 
notice. 

“You've packed on a few 
pounds,’’ they’d say with thin 
sardonic grins. ‘Lookin’ kind of 
hefty.” 

I could handle it, though. Now 
don’t get me wrong: I’ve always 
had a tendency toward expan- 
sion. Throughout my teens, sum- 
mers saw me slim, while winters 
witnessed the weighty onslaught. 

But last summer’s expansion 
was unprecedented. And when 
the pants refused to fit around the 
midsection, I knew something 
had to be done. 

Using what was left of my ab- 
dominal muscles, I sucked in 
deeply and, with a great deal of 








difficulty, latched the sides 
together. My pants were button- 
ed. My circulation was cut off 
from the st down 

My gait became awkward, a 
kind of cautious waddle. This was 
done to prevent any tearing. I 








knew this could not go on forever. 
I was repeatedly warned of the 
obvious dangers of obesity 


Friends were amazed. Family 
memb: expressed concern. My 
health was in jeopardy. 

My heavyweight physique, 
coupled with a daily intake of two 
packs of cigarettes, put me on a 
suicide course bound for a cor- 
onary or a stroke, or both. Put 
simply, this otherwise content 22- 
year-old was aging faster than a 
wilting flower in the hot summer 
sun. 

I needed a game plan. 

Carrot sticks would replace 
burgers. Springwater, not beer, 
would quench the thirst. And ex- 
ercise would speed the fat- 
reducing process. Running, I 
thought, would be the quickest 
way to reduce the bulge. It was 
also the most painful 

So I shucked the tobacco habit 
and hit the road. If there is a 
“hell on earth,’’ I experienced it 
my first day running. With each 
step, my lungs unsuccessfully 
tried to suck in enough air, while 
my body felt as though it was in 
the 15th round of a boxing match 
— one that I was losing badly. 
The sweat dripped off my 
forehead and seeped into my 
eyes, stinging them and blurring 
my vision. 

But I toughed it out. 

Each day, my once burgeoning 
waistline took on a slimmer look. 
Shirts and pants, packed in boxes 
bound for the local Goodwill box, 
worked their way back into the 
wardrobe. And the mirror image 
was a bit more flattering. 

“So what?” you’re probably 
saying to yourself right now. ‘‘A 
one-time fatso turns into a nar- 
cissistic rookie jock. Big deal.”” 

It is a big deal. It’s more than 
losing weight and inches. I’ve 
been given a second chance, 
another shot at health. 

But the true sign of health 
came last Sunday night after run- 
ning six miles for the first time.

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Keeping the legacy 
of Kennedy alive 


Lower Falls resident director of JFK 


Library

The building is as much a 
paradox as the man it 
memorializes — blocks of sober, 
gray stone tipped by a pavilion 
of sparkling glass that points to 
the horizon beyond Dorchester 
Bay. 

Inside, Lower Falls resident 
and former alde an John 
Stewart spends his days tending 
the legacy of John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy, who passed from life 
to legend 23 years ago tomor- 
row. 

Unlike others, Stewart recalls 
the 35th president not as a 
mythic or glamorous figure, but 
as a complex human being and 
a talented politician 

“My image of John Kennedy 
is not the romanticized Camelot 
image,” said Stewart, acting 
director of the JFK Library. 
“My image of John Kennedy is 
the hard-nosed, pragmatic 
politician with a tremendous 
sense of idealism and the ability 
to move people.” The evidence 
for his view of Kennedy can be 
found all over the library walls 
where exhibits and a time line 
chronicle not only the presi- 
dent’s term in office, but his life 
and ancestral background. 

Kennedy was tough enough to 
overcome religious prejudices in 
his presidential campaign, to 
admit responsibility for the in- 
famous Bay of Pigs, to force the 
country’s major steel companies 
to back down from a price rise 
that could have fueled an infla- 
tionary spiral. 

But he was also a visionary 
whose foreign policy led to the 
creation of the Alliance for Pro- 
gress to help Latin American 
countries, aid to African nations 
emerging from the clutches of 
European colonialism and a 
nuclear test ban treaty with the 
Soviet Union. 














“Bvery president since has 
had a mandate to reduce the 
risk,” Stewart said of nuclear 
war. 

The handsome, Harvard- 
educated Massachusetts senator 
had his doubters when he first 
burst onto the national scene, 
and Stewart was one of them. 

An organizer of the student 
chapter of the Americans for 
Democratic Action in the late 
50s, he was enthralled by the 
more-liberal Adlai Stevenson, 
whose policies awakened many 
Americans to the country’s 
social problems, but not enough 
to capture the presidency in 1952 
or 1956. 

Stewart feared Kennedy's 
religion might harm not only the 
Democratic party, but the 
Catholic Church. ‘‘I wasn’t sure 
it was time,’’ he said. 

But after the election, Stewart 
began to see that the practical 
Kennedy had the political savvy 
to achieve goals the “‘higbrow”’ 
Stevenson could only talk about.

days, nor in the life of this ad- 
ministration, nor even in the 
lifetime of this planet. But let us 
begin.” 

That quote — fixed on the wall 
of the JFK Library’s glass 
pavilion — sums up the Kennedy 
vision best, Stewart said. 

“It talks about the future, it 
talks about the future in a 
realistic way,’’ Stewart said. 
“He does not promise that 
everything will be accomplished 
in his lifetime, but let’s begin. 
It’s an admission that there are 
grave problems facing the coun- 
try and world. None of them are 
too difficult to solve.” 

Stewart went to work for the 
federal government in 1962 and 





was in Washington the day Ken- 


nedy was gunned down in 
Dallas. By that time, he was a 
confirmed Kennedy supporter. 
When he heard of the 
shooting, he walked two blocks 
from his office to the White 
House ‘‘where hundreds of peo-

Kennedy’s New Frontier call- 
ed on Americans to strive and 
sacrifice, to make as much of 
the nation as it could.

“All this will not be finished in 
the first one hundred days,”’ the 
president said. ‘“‘Nor will it be

ple just stood there in shock.” 

Events swirled that weekend 
as Lyndon Johnson took over the 
presidency, one million people 
gathered on Sunday to watch a 
solemn procession from the 
White House to Capitol Hill and 
the Kennedy funeral was held 
the next day. 

At first, Stewart was stunned 
by the very thought of a 
presidential assassination. 
Hours later came the realization 
that the dead president was 
Kennedy. 

“It was such a momentous 
historical event,’’ he said. 
“Then I started to think of who 
it was. That’s what made it 
more personal, not just the in- 
stitution of the president of the 
United States.” 

Three years later, Stewart, 
then employed by the National 
Archives, had the opportunity to 
help preserve the late presi- 
dent’s memory when he was 
named head of the ‘‘Oral 
History Project”’ for the future 
Kennedy Library. 

In 1969, the papers and effects 
that would later fill the library 
were moved to a Trapelo Road 
warehouse in Waltham. The 
documents remained there for 
10 years because Cambridge 
residents successfully opposed 
the original site chosen for the 
library in Harvard Square. 

Library backers eventually 
found the Columbia Point spot 
on which the building now sits.

political process he refined. 
“The most important legacy 
of John Kennedy is that through 
politics this can be made a bet- 
ter world,’’ Stewart said, ‘‘the 


family in earlier years. 


The location suits the late presi- 
dent who wanted Americans to 
face and solve their own social 
problems. 

The land itself used to be a 
dump and, in World War II, a 
prisoner of war camp for Italian 
soldiers. Several hundred yards 
away is a massive housing pro- 
ject in great disrepair. 

With the library and the 
University of Massachusetts 
now located there, a neglected 
part of Boston is on the rebound. 
“There’s something symbolic to 
the Kennedy Library coming 
here and contributing to this 
erea,’’ Stewart said. 

Kennedy’s sailboat, the Ven- 
tura, now sits on the edge of the 
water outside the glass pavilion. 
The boat is a visible reminder 
that he called Americans to face 

rough winds and reach for 
unknown shores. 

To some Kennedy’s death was 
a deep tragedy leaving the 
psychic impression “‘that pro- 
blems will always be with us, 
that they can’t be solved,” 
Stewart said. 

But the library hopes to keep 
alive the Kennedy spirit and 
help people understand the 
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sense that getting involved 
counts, that getting involved in 
public affairs makes a dif- 
ference.”’

Alarm upgrade reaches final stage 


By Howard Altman

NEWTON - The Fire Depart- 
ment is in the final stage of 
upgrading a 30-year-old portion 
of its alarm system. 

The upgrade, according to 
Chief Edward Reilly, will offer 
better interdepartmental com- 
munications and allow Newton to 
communicate with fire depart- 
ments in other communities if the 
city needs outside help during an 
emergency. 

Reilly is asking the city to pur- 
chase approximately $20,000 
worth of new vocal alarm units 
and radio receivers for six 
firehouses. 

The new alarms will allow fire 
commanders to better control the 
deployment of companies, Reilly 
said. 

He said before bell alarms are 
sent out to the various fire com- 
panies, vocal alarms warn the 
stations of impending calls. The 
present equipment is so 
dilapidated, he said, that those 
messages are often garbled. 

“The system we have is 30 
years old,’’ he said. ‘‘That is very 
old and it has broken down a 
number of times. The messages

“Right now,’’ he said, ‘once 
the apparatus goes out on a call, 
there is nothing in the station to 
allow incoming companies from 
Waltham or other communities 
to know their progress. There is 
no fire radio in the station.” 

The new receivers, he said, will 
be installed in the control panels 
of six stations, allowing the com- 
munications officer at each sta- 
tion to monitor and transmit the 
status of fire companies under 
his command. 

Purchasing Agent Blair Kan- 
bar said bid specifications were 
advertised last week and that the 
city will open bids Dec. 2. 

The specifications call for 10 
remote vocal alarm units, with 
25-watt amplifiers to be con- 
nected to the existing alarm 
system, he said. 

The receivers, he added, will 
use 100-watt amplifiers and be « 


compatible with the existing 
Newton Fire Department radio 
network. 

According to Kanbar, the city 
is looking for one contractor who 
will provide both sets of equip- 
ment and labor, as well as future 
maintenance. 

The equipment, he said, will be 
installed in stations 1,2,3,4,7 and 
10.

and his girlfriend wept after the 
sentence was read. According to 
court records, the defendant was 
given last weekend to get his af- 
fairs in order and was sent to 
Billerica House of Correction 
Monday morning to serve his 
sentence 

Riel was driving the truck in- 
volved in a June 13 crash that 
killed Marcia Henry, a Newton 
Highlands resident and mother of 
four children. 

On that day, Henry was cross- 
ing Route 9 at Woodcliff Road on 
a green light when Riel’s truck 
reportedly ran a red light and 
barreled into the driver’s side of 
her car and dragged it 315 feet, 
according to police records. 

Riel admitted to sufficient 
facts and waived his right to a 
trial during the proceedings. His 
lawyer Lawrence Murphy asked 
that the entire sentence be 
suspended. 

“This is the closest thing to a 
pure accident with a combination 
of circumstances,’’ Murphy said. 
“If by incarcerating this young 
man we could give Mrs. Henry 
her life back, I would recommend 
it. [don’t think that incarceration 
will do anyone any good. I ask the 
court not to add to the tragedy.”’ 

The victim's husband, Michael 
Henry, asked the court to impose 
a penalty to ‘‘give a message to 
other driver’s that negligence 
has a cost. 

“There is nothing we can do 
here today to bring my wife or 
my children’s mother back, but 
we must hold him responsible for 
what happened.”’ 

The maximum sentence for 
vehicular homicide is 2% years 
imprisonment, or up to a $3,000 
fine or both. Riel was also charg- 
ed with operating a motor vehicle 
to endanger, but that charge was 
dismissed because it is a lesser 
included offense under vehicular 
homicide. 

“It is very sad that Mrs. Henry 
is dead and it would be very sad 
to send Mr. Riel to a house of cor- 
rections,” Bohn said. “But it is 
my job to balance the interests of 
the commonwealth and Mr. 
Riel’s rights. It is dangerous 
beyond belief for large trucks 
traveling on Route 9. They should 
operate in a manner that should 
not result in loss of life. It has to 
end. There must bea penalty.”

Bohn said that given the cir- 
cumstances he thought the ‘‘com- 
monwealth was very generous” 
in its sentence recommendation. 
In cases like this, Gray said, ‘‘jail 
time is not a primary recommen- 
dation. 

“T think it was a fair recom- 
mendation in light of the fact Riel 
has no prior record,”’ Gray said. 
“The roads the day of the acci- 
dent were slick and he was driv- 
ing an inherently dangerous vehi- 
cle (weighing 92,800 pounds) at a 
high rate of speed according to 
witnesses.”’ 

Had the trial been heard last 
Friday, Gray would have called 
seven witnesses - including two 
Newton police officers who were 
driving behind Henry and two 
civilians. The witnesses claimed 
Riel ran a solid red light, Gray 
said. The defendant also admit- 
ted to going through the red light 
to a state trooper at the scene of 
the accident, she added. 

Murphy pointed out, however, 
that the weight of the truck was 
within legal limits and said Riel 
had “a split second decision to 
make and he signaled with his air 
horn’ as he was crossing the in- 
tersection. 

“T don’t think anyone, aside 
from the Henry family, has felt 
the tragedy more than this young 
man,”’ Murphy said. “I have 
known the Riel family for almost 
eight years and they are upstan- 
ding citizens. His father, George 
Riel, was the former Newbury 
Chief of Police.” 

Riel’s father resigned from the 
Newbury police department July 
24 shortly after the accident. 

According to Newbury Select- 
men Chariman Angelo Machiros 
the resignation was “personal in 
nature and he (Riel) had another 
job offer. It was a surprise to all 
of us.”” 

Riel, employed by James 
DiTucci Trucking Co. in Byfiled 
was not fired after the accident. 
The defendant had an “ad- 
mirable employment record and 
his employers confidence in him 
shows as they kept him on as a 
driver after the accident,’ Mur- 
phy said. 

The Registry of Motot Vehicles 
will now determine whether or 
not Riel’s trucking and driver’s 
license should be suspended, ac- 
cording to Gray. 

It is unknow at this time if the 
Henry family will seek civil ac- 
tion against George Riel Jr. or 
the trucking company. 


Local lawyer denied judgeship

NEWTON = A local lawyer 
with over 15 years’ courtroom ex- 
perience was denied a Fram- 
ingham District Court judgeship 
because of ‘‘lack of experience.” 

The Governor’s Executive 
Council recently refused to con- 
firm 42-year-old Peter Anderson - 
- executive director of Greater 
Boston Legal Services — for the 
district court position. 

Anderson said he was ‘‘very 
disappointed” the council refus- 
ed his nomination by a 4-2 vote 
with two abstentions. Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis nominated 
Anderson last month. 

“T still think I’m very qualified. 
I’ve had more than enough ex- 
perience,’’ Anderson said in a 
phone interview following the 
council's decision. “I was looking

friend, Judy Williams. 

Bowler, 30, who had been 
charged with first degree 
murder, received the mandatory 
life term at MCI-Cedar Junction 
in Walpole. He could be eligible 
for parole after serving 14 years. 
He was given credit for one year 
served at the Middlesex County 
Jail while awaiting trial. 

The jury returned with the 
decision after deliberating for 
about seven hours over two days. 

Commenting on the verdict, 
Richard G. Farnese, the victim’s 
father, said it was a poor decision 
that made no sense in light of the 
evidence. 

“It stinks.” added Sheila 
Farnese, the victim’s mother. 
“He'll get paroled in 15 years. 
Ricky's dead for life.” 

Had Bowler been convicted of 
first degree murder, he would 
have been sentenced to life im- 
prisonment without parole. 

According to Judge Robert 
Prince’s instruction to the jury on 
the two catagories of murder, 
first-degree murder is 
“deliberately, pre-meditated, 
malice-aforethought murder,” 
while second degree murder is 


forward to serving the people in 
Framingham.” 

One council member, Herbert 
Connolly, said the judgeship 
should go to a Framingham at- 
torney. But member Peter Eleey 
denied Anderson's residence was 
a factor in the council’s decision 
Connolly was unavailable for 
comment. 

“He was rejected soley for lack 
of experience,” said Eleey, a 
Quincy attorney. ‘Anderson also 
told us he was not specifically up 
to date with certain current law 
as it affects district court cases. 
By his own admission, he has not 
been in a courtroom for at least 
four years.” 

Anderson said that although he 
has not been ‘personally in a 
courtroom for four years,” he 
supervises the courtroom ac- 
tivities of over 65 attorneys as ex- 
ecutive director of the legal ser- 


murder with malice- 
aforethought, but without 
deliberation, and premeditation. 

Malice-aforethought has been 
defined by legal athorities as a 
“‘man-endangering’’ mental 
disposition. 

Testimony in the five-day trial 
showed Bowler stabbed Farnese 
at the 8 Charles St. apartment of 
Judy Williams in the early morn- 
ing hours after becoming angry 
because Williams refused to let 
him stay at her house that night. 

Prosecution evidence showed 
that Bowler was arguing with 
Williams his long-time friend, 
when he suddenly raised his 
hands, charged Farnese, and 
began punching him about the 
head and face. Moments earlier, 
he had returned from the kitchen 
where he had argued with 
Williams. 

Although none of the three pro- 
secution eyewitnesses actually 
saw the knife enter Farnese’s 
body, prosecutors George Mur- 
phy and Peter Bella theorized 
that Bowler had the knife in his 
hand when he was punching the 
victim. All three witnesses said 
they saw the knife in Bowler’s 
hand afterwards. 

Bowler, who did not testify, 
was represented by Defense 
Lawyer Rudolph Pierce.

“T’ve been an active litigator 
since 1969,”’ Anderson said. ‘Cer 
tainly I would need some time to 
adjust to a judgeship position, but 
it’s not like the law is something 
foreign to me.” 

The council previously set 10 
years of courtroom experience as 
a requirement for judgeship 
nominees, Anderson more than 
15 years experience. 

A 1969 graduate of Yale Law 
School, Anderson has served with 
the Research Institute on Legal 
Assistance in Washington and 
with the Massachusetts Law 
Reform Institute. 

Acknowledging Anderson's 
sound administrative ex- 
perience, Eleey said dis 
court judges are “too important 
for on-the-job-training.”’ 

Council member John Markey - 
- who supported the nomination — 
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said Anderson’s ‘‘other 
qualities” outweighed his lack of 
recent courtroom experience. 

“He was a very nice, even- 
minded fellow and I thought he 
had all the other attributes a 
district court judge needs,” 
Markey said. “I was especially 
impressed with his compassion 
and display of judicial tempera- 
ment. If he had a little more re- 
cent courtroom experience, I’m 
sure the vote would have been 
quite different.” 

Markey said a majority of 
other council members are 
lawyers and a nominee's ex- 
perience is ‘‘at the top of the list” 
for them. 

No decision has been made yet 
whether Anderson’s name will be 
re-submitted for the position or if 
Dukakis will submit another can- 
didate, according to a Dukakis

NEWTON = Time may heal 
and time may hurt but mostly 
time changes. One year ago when 
Lincoln-Sudbury was in town for 
the annual Thanksgiving Day 
bash with the Newton South 
Lions, Tom Lopez witnessed a 
tribute to former Lion coach 
George Winkler as the Lions 
home turf was dedicated to that 
long-time head coach, 

Twenty-one years ago Tom 
Lopez was playing on Winkler’s 
turf (at Dickinson Field) under 
Winkler's guidance as one of the 
most impressive ends that 
Newton South High had ever pro- 
duced 

Now, Lopez, as head coach of 
the visiting Warriors, steps on to 
that sacred ground as an out- 
sider...as the bad guy...as the guy 
to beat. 

And according to Lopez it was 
with the help of Winkler and cur- 
rent Lion head coach Art Ko 
joyian that Lopez is where he is 
today. 

Time moves in the most 
misshapen of circles, as well. 








“They are two of the most in- 
fluential people in my life 
Winkler helped me get into Bates 
(College in Lewiston, Maine). A 
friend of his, Bob Hatch was the 


coach there.”’ Lopez explained 

“And Art Kojoyian helped me 
to start teaching at Lincoln 
Sudbury through a friend of his 
They really went overboard for 
me,” 

And since taking over the 
reigns as L-S head coach nine 
years ago, Lopez has proven that 
he was worth the trouble by form 
ing a perennial Division 3 power 
at the school 

He has orchestrated the War- 
riors current 23-game winning 
streak, the longest streak in 
Massachusetts. He led his team 
to a Dual County League cham- 
pionship last year and then led 
them to the Division 3 Super Bowl 
crown. This ar he appears 
headed for that same Super Bowl 
as his Warriors rest atop the 
Division 3 rankings with a record 
of 9-0. 





His playing days with the Lions 
were not so glamorous. He 
graduated from Newton South in 
1965. He had played both basket- 
ball and football and was named 
captain of the latter as a senior 
tight end. 

“The school was just starting 
up a football team and football 
teams are not the easiest things 
to get organized. It was not the 
ideal time to be playing. I 
remember that they had to bus us 


to practice because we didn’t 
have a home field. We were buss: 
ed to double sessions and bussed 
to all of our practices,’’ Lopez 
recollects of the team’s early 
trailblazing. 

And as an end, he rarely saw 
the ball because schools at that 
time truly believed that if pigs 
didn’t fly neither should their 
skin. 

“When I was in college I would 
catch a pass maybe four or five 
times a game but when I was in 
high school I was lucky to catch 
four or five a season,’’ Lopez 
said. 


At Bates, his value to his team 
greatly increased simply 
because his team now threw the 
ball. In 1968, as an end he was the 
team’s leading scorer with 68 
points. 

“In high school I was just a big 
kid who played football. I 
matured a lot in college. I wasn’t 
one of those kids who hit his peak 
in high school. I improved a lot."” 

Following college, which in- 
cluded a masters at Boston 
University, Lopez could not 
escape the lure of the gridiron 
With the help of Kojoyian he took 
a teaching job at Lincoln- 
Sudbury. One year later he was 
an assistant coach. 

“Football has always meant a 


lot to me. Every fall since 
seventh grade at Meadowbrook 
Junior High I was on the football 
field. I can’t explain it...it’s not 
something that you can put a 
finger on but it’s been very 
rewarding.” 

“I feel very close to the people I 
have met and I owe a lot to them. 
I feel an attachment to those peo- 
ple. It’s not so much the school 
that I feel tied to...that feeling 
wears off. It’s the people that 
make the school. I was fortunate 
to have played when I did for the 
people that I did.”” 

When Lopez was playing for 
the Lions they played Hingham 
High on Thanksgiving Day. 
Because the team was so young 
little tradition had been built up. 
But still there is always 
something special about a 
Thanksgiving Day victory that 
makes it stick out in one’s 
memory. 

“We played Hingham three 
years in a row. I remember in my 
senior year that we defeated 
them and they were 8-0 while we 
were only 3-5. It was a big upset.”’ 

Newton South would like 
nothing more than to duplicate 
that upset with another one this 
year as the 1-8 Lions face the 9-0 
Warriors. But now Tom Lopez is 
standing in the way rather than 
paving it.

‘You go 
ahead 21-3 and I don’t know if 
human nature tells you you're in 
the driver’s seat or what, but 
you've got to play four quarters. 
We played a great first half anda 
horrible second half.” 

“Not one of my guys quite,” 
said Fisher head coach Bob 
Bayer. ‘‘We decided at the half 
that we were going to play our 
hearts out. It’s hard to catch the 
words to describe it right now, 
but I’m so proud of these guys. 
Not once have I ever seen them 
give up.” 

Fisher turned the tide just as 
quickly as Bentley had establish- 
ed a tide of its own in the first 
half. The Falcon offense which 
had gained 85 yards on the 
ground and 52 more in the air 
during the first half disappeared. 

Replacing it was a relentless 
St. John Fisher defense and a 
Cardinal offense that finally 
began to take advantage of some 
heaven-sent field position. 

“I thought we were pretty 
much in control,’’ Yetten said. 
“We just had to defend against 
the quick score. If they were go- 
ing to score, we had to make 
them drive 80 yards for the 
touchdown. They executed, that’s 
all. They are a good team with an 
explosive offense.” 

Three times in the second half 
the Cardinals were given the ball 
inside the Bentley 30 and each 
time the visitors converted.

In addition to its wicker and 
rattan, the country also has plen- 
tiful mahogany and other hard 
woods as well as such materials 
as fossilized stone, marble, shells 
and mother-of-pearl. Several 
American firms at the market 
already import such furniture to 
the United States. 

De Lange, who is also president 
of a family furniture firm in 
Manila, said the goal was to offer 
the American market furniture 
such as the art deco pieces his 
firm makes and hand carved 
pieces which are not being made 
in the United States. 





The new Scandinavian fur- 
niture manufacturing presence 
now includes separate perma- 
nent showrooms for Danish, Fin- 
nish and Swedish firms in three 


spaces that take up almost an en- 
tire floor in a market building. 

The Swedish group, comprising 
six companies, has been in the 
Design Center since 1984 and its 
managing director Goran 
Bridgeman-Williams says the 
United States is the most rapidly 
expanding market for Swedish 
furniture export sales. He says 
that in the first six months of 
1986, exports to the United States 
increased 40 percent compared to 
last year. 


Rita Rissanen, director of the 
Finnish Furniture Exposition 
Association, said the four Finnish 
firms whose designs were on 
display had all been exporting 
furniture to the United States for 
some years, but that new styles 
had been created to update the 
traditional blond and teakwood 
styles, 

Some of the new pieces are a 
departure from the traditional. 
While retaining the attributes of

Tf all the power of all those bat- 
teries that cursing fathers spend 
Christmas Eve stuffing into toys 
whose directions call “for inser- 
ting Tab A into the slot created by 
the shim and locking nut (see 
page 53)"’ could be tied into the 
power grid, we could light 
Baltimore. 

It is the Electronic Christmas. 
All toys, even the wooden blocks, 
are battery-powered. 

If the newly enlightened 
Scrooge were leaning out the win- 
dow Christmas morning, he 
would not be ordering a goose but 
sending down to Radio Shack for 
a couple of dozen AA 1.5-volt bat- 
teries. 

I am a pre-electronic 
Christmas child myself. Electric 
trains were as sophisticated as 
we got. Christmas tree lights 
were wired in a series, so if one 
bulb went bad they all went out. 
Plug-in toys tended to blow fuses, 
administer nasty shocks to the 
kid or, when left on and unattend- 
ed, melt. 

Batteries were heavy and 
lasted about 90 seconds. The real 
fun with batteries in Christmases 
past was to bust them apart on 
the sidewalk with a hammer. You 
could make lead balls out of the 
casing, there was a carbon stick 
good for writing all over walls 
and your face and acid that would 
make little holes in your clothes. 

Thanks to: a_ billion-dollar 
research effort, batteries have 
improved so that a child can play 
his tape of the themes from 
“Miami Vice” 11 million times 
with no loss of volume, as was 
conclusively demonstrated on a 
recent family drive to West 
Virginia. The batteries were good 
for much more, but dumb old dad 
lost the tape about 250 miles from 
home. It turned up under the 
driver’s side floor mat as we 
were pulling into the driveway. 

As high-tech as we got in those 
low-tech days was a chemistry 
set. Your average kid quickly 
learned to make a rotten egg 
smell and, by judiciously mixing 
all the chemicals, a black goo 
that congealed so hard the test 
tube it was in had to be thrown 
away. 

Chemistry sets seem to be a 
thing of the past, perhaps 
because manufacturers fear the 
liability of a tyke creating a large 
hole where the garage used to be. 

Now there are electronic 
science kits for the kids. Instead 
of harming himself, the little 
scientist can redirect missiles in 
flight, break into the Federal 
Reserve Board’s mainframe 
computer and cause the elderly 
neighbor lady’s TV set to mutter 
obscenities at her during ‘‘Wheel 
of Fortune.” 

The greeting card artists 
charged with perpetuating our 
stereotypes of Christmas show 
the tree surrounded by blocks, 
balls, dolls, maybe a sled and toy 
soldiers. The scene under a 
modern Christmas tree looks like 
the command center of an Aegis 
missile cruiser. 

These electronic toys don’t just 
lay there. They come out from 
under the tree and shape up your 
kid’s life. Hand-held electronic 
toys will teach him to read, spell, 
do arithmetic, sing, repel in- 
vaders from outer space, refight 
the battle of Kursk and play 
chess. If the kid’s psyche takes a 
pounding by continually being 
whipped at computerized chess, 
the game can be reprogrammed 
so the robot will take a dive.

Land sales 
to planners

NEWTON — The Law Depart- 
ment is reviewing a request by 
Alderman Sondra Shick to place 
formal responsibility for review- 
ing surplus land sales in the 
hands of the Planning Depart- 
ment. 

The request will allow city 
department heads to have a bet- 
ter idea about what potential land 
exists, according to Shick. 

“Right now,” she said, ‘‘the 
responsibility for surplus land is 
in the hands of Public Works 
Commissioner James Hickey. 
The Planning Department 
already takes action on these 
parcels, but this will formalize it 
so Planning can act as a clearing 
house for surplus land.” 

Hickey says he supports 
Shick’s petition. 

“T am the one who suggested 
it,” he says. “It makes a lot of 
sense because I think the Plann- 
ing Department is better equip- 
ped to deal with land matters.” 

Shick says by formalizing the 
Planning Department’s role in 
surplus land sales, the workload 
of the Real Property Reuse Com- 
miles she chairs could be reduc- 


“This way, the committee 
would not have to act on surplus 
land sales if the Planning Depart- 
ment determines a city depart- 
ment could use that parcel,” she 
says. Surplus land sales must be 
approved by the Board of 
Aldermen after a committee 
review. 

Aldermen George Mansfield, 
who supports Shick’s plan, says a 
recent case involving a parcel of 
land next to the Eliot Street fire 
station is a good example of why 
this change in the reuse or- 
dinance should be enacted, 

“There was someone in- 
terested in buying a small parcel 
of land next to that station,” he 
says. “The fire department 
wanted to use it for training pur- 
poses and we rejected the sale. 
But we only found that out by ac- 
cident and this change will pre- 
vent potential mistakes from 
happening.” 

Most of the parcels, Mansfield 
says, are small, irregularly 
shaped plots that would not be 
very attractive to developers. 
Some business owners could be 
interested in buying the proper- 
ties to expand their operations, 
he adds 

Some city departments, 
however, may be more interested 
in those parcels, he says 

“The Engineering Depart- 
ment, for example, may be in- 
terested in one of those parcels,” 
he says.

The amendment committee is 
fine-tuning the work of the Zoning 
Review Committee (ZAC), which 
drafted a proposed revision of the 
city’s zoning ordinance. 

Fears that business construc- 
tion - particularly new office 
buildings -have harmed the 
quality of the life in the Garden 
City led to the formation of both 
zoning committees. 

The same impulse inspired 
many residents to push for the 
moratorium, a one-year com- 
mercial construction ban design- 
ed to hold off development until 
the board enacts new zoning. 

But just before aldermen 
adopted it on March 17, many 
developers protected their 
building rights by filing 
perimeter plans with the city. 
The plans guarantee the zoning 
on a specific parcel will not 
change for three years. 

Abernathy and other residents 
are worried developers will use 
the period between the end of the 
moratorium and the enactment 
of new zoning to sneak projects in 
under the wire. 

Susan Mirsky, co-president of 
the Newton Neighborhood Net- 
work, said it “makes sense” to 
extend the building ban, if only to 


ensure the efforts of the village 
study team and the ZAC are not 
wasted. 

“It’s very important to 
substantiate the work of the ZRC, 
the ZAC and the village study and 
all the input of all the people,” 
she said. 

The last public hearings on the 
ZAC's recommended zoning 
changes are not scheduled until 
March. But even if they occur on 
schedule, the Board of Aldermen 
still must vote to implement the 
changes. 

Vance said new zoning takes ef- 
fect the date of the public hear- 
ing, provided it is later enacted 
by the board. 

But Barker said he had an 
“awful feeling” changes cannot 
be enforced until aldermen adopt 
them. “I’m not sure you're 
right,” he said to Vance. 

Thomas Paulini, a 
neighborhood network member 
and one of the leading sponsors of 
the moratorium, said the Rezone 
Committee, a group of concerned 
residents, is planning to discuss 
the status of the moratorium with 
aldermen. 

“My gut feeling is perhaps

Homer St. repairs begin 


By Howard Altman

NEWTON = Repair work on 
two 250-foot sections of pipe 
underneath Homer Street began 
this week, according to City 
Engineer Paul Giunta 


The city awarded an emergen- 
cy $110,000 contract to J. Biotti & 
Sons of Newton last week so the 
job would be finished before 
severe winter weather sets in. 


The repair work was 
necessitated by an October col- 
lapse of a 40-foot section of the 
street. The collapse, according to 
Haley and Aldrich — a geological 
engineering firm hired to in- 
vestigate the collapse was 
caused when a section of pipe 
underneath a 93-year-old, 20-inch 
sewer line failed to carry away 
underground water 








The soil supporting the sewer 
line washed away, causing the 
line to buckle and eventually rup- 
ture. The rupture, in turn, caused 
the street to cave in. 


Giunta said the repair work 
should take three weeks, depen- 
ding on weather conditions. 
While utility service in the area 
probably will not be interrupted, 
he said some residents might find 
their driveways blocked during 
certain ph of the construc- 
tion. 










Despite assurances by Giunta 


that the repair project will 
alleviate the situation, Hurwitz 
said he “is not convinced”’ that 


replacing the 250-foot sections of 
underground pipe will end pro- 
blems in his neighborhood 

“Just 18 months ago, the city 
dug up a section of the street to 
find out the cause of a similar 
problem and they couldn’t find 
one,’’ he said. “I understand that 
the soil under the street is very 
sandy and very unsteady and I 
think that there may be other 
reasons for the collapse.”’ 

Giunta hinted at the possibility 
that Homer Street could be plac- 
ed on the Sewer Department's 
“trouble list.”’ 

“The Sewer Department 
monitors certain trouble areas 
every day,” he said. ‘Daily 
monitoring of this situation could 
help us in the future because we 
may be able to detect problems in 
time to prevent sink holes like 
this from happening.” 

He added that while many of 
the city’s streets and bridges are 
as old or older than the pipes run- 
ning under Homer Street, there 
have been no other problems 
quite as serious.

NEWTON The key to 
eradicating drug and alcohol 
abuse is the courage to confront 
the abuser with the problems, 
said Joan Green, a_ self-help 
counselor from Newton 

Green, co-director of Newton’s 
youth drug/alcohol program, 
delivered this message to the au- 
dience at War Memorial 
Auditorium observing ‘‘D-Day, 
Drug Awareness Day.” 

Businessmen, city officials, 
law enforcement officers, Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann and Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis also offered 
insights into the ‘‘disease’’ and 
its ‘‘cure.”’ 

Green said parents and 
employers often ‘‘enable’’ the 
abuser to continue self- 
destructive behavior by ignoring 
the evidence and believing alibis 
and denials 














They get manipulated when 
they should confront the abuser, 
said Green. They should be look- 
ing for the signs of drug and 
alcohol abuse, but so often it is 
much easier to ignore them. 


Aiming her remarks as much 
at businessmen as at parents, she 
said, ‘‘By helping people to con- 
trive to drink and use drugs, 
you're speeding their death,” 
Green said. 






Rose Cain, occupational health 
and safety official for the City 


employers urged to confront drugs 


Physician's office, explained 
what signs employers should be 
looking for. 

Drug and alcohol abusers are 
three times more likely to be late 
for work and take three times 
more sick leave than other 
employers, she said. An abuser is 
five times more likely to file a 
workman’s compensation claim 
and have 3.6 times more likely to 
have accidents than fellow 
workers. 

“He’s costing you a lot of 
money," Cain told businessmen. 

Employers assist the abuser by 
letting him “‘take it easy’’ when 
he is suffering the effects of 
drugs or too much alcohol, Cain 
said. They think they are doing 
the employee a favor or giving 
him a break, but they are not, 
Cain said. 

“The hallmark of this disease 
is denial,” she said. 

The governor concentrated 
mostly on narcotics and alcohol 
use in the schools. 

Drug and alcohol education 
courses should be offered at all 
grades in all public schools by 
1988, and communities should be 
eligible for $30 million in federal 
support to make that a reality, he 
said. 

Newton schools have drug and 
alcohol curriculum in Grades 5, 
6, 7, 9 and 10 and they should be 
able to meet a 1988 target date, 
according to Nancy DiMella, a 
drug and alcohol education 
specialist for the School Depart- 
ment. 


A few years ago his ambitious 
timetable would have been un- 
thinkable, Dukakis admitted. But 
more than 250 communities have 
joined in the “D-Day” obser- 
vance, which was proposed by 
Mayor Theodore D, Mann and en- 
dorsed this summer by the 
United States Conference of 
Mayors. 

After the speech, Dukakis 
countered criticism in the local 
press that drug awareness pro- 
grams run by teachers and 
schools will not reach 
youngsters. 

Secondary students can be 
utilized to raise the awareness of 
youngsters in the early grades, 
the governor said. The key is to 
get all students involved, 

“Kids want to help. They want 
to get involved. There has been a 
dramatic change in attitude,” the 
governor said. “We won't know 
how it will work for two or three 
years.” 

Mann praised Dukakis’ will- 
ingness to recognize that nar- 
eotics are a problem for the 
suburbs. ‘‘He’s indicated no com- 





munities are immune,” the 
mayor said. ‘There are special

Experts to defend city over land-taking

NEWTON - The Finance Com- 
mittee has approved funds to hire 
experts to defend the city in a 
land-taking dispute that 
threatens to cost more than $1 
million. 


The matter was discussed in 
executive session so the city 
would not be revealing its 
strategy. “It goes right to the 
heart of the matter,’ City 
Solicitor Daniel Funk said of the 
need for expert consultants. 


The controversy is over the 
$265,000 the city paid in 1980 to 
take 30 acres of land occupied by 
the Working Boys’ Home, run by 
the Xaverian Brothers. 


About two years later, the 


Xaverian Brothers filed a suit 
disputing that price. They are 
now saying the land is worth $1.5 
million in 1980 dollars, Funk told 
FinCom last Monday night. 

“In all the years of takings ... 
we've never been that far off,” 
said Funk. 


Because of the magnitude of 
the case, the city has hired the 
Boston law firm of Foley, Hoag & 
Eliot to represent its interests. 


The Law Department now 
wants $20,000 for a real estate ap- 
praisal company, a consultant 
real estate appraiser and soil 
engineering firm to back its case. 


The land, located near Wells 
Office Park adjacent to the 
Charles River, is open space that 
the city hopes to convert to 
Novitiate Park.

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Study shows; 


Ethnic origin linked 
to cancer increase

NEWTON = The significant- 
ly higher-than-average kidney 
cancer rate found among men 
here can be traced to the 
Garden City’s large population 
of northern European Jews, 
according to a Harvard scien- 
tist. 

Twenty-seven kidney cancer 
cases were diagnosed among 
Newton males from 1982 to 
1984 — almost 12 more cases 
than expected by state health 
officials. In 1984 alone, the 
number of reported cases was 
almost double the state 


The report used data from 
115 hospitals to compare the 
number of cancer cases in 
each Bay State city and town 
to statewide averages. 

At the time of its release, 
Newton Health Commissioner 
J. David Naparstek cautioned 
that more information would 
be needed to accurately judge 
the data. 

Yesterday, Naparstek 
analyzed the findings in 
greater detail after discus- 
sions with Maclure and 
Richard Clapp, director of the 
Masschusetts Cancer 
Registry, 

He agreed with Maclure that

researcher) at the Harvard 
School of Public Health, said 
the city’s elevated kidney 
cancer rate coincides with the 
findings of a study he con- 
ducted between 1980 and 1984. 

The study’s results, which 
will be published in 1988, con- 
firmed that individuals with 
Jewish and/or northern Euro- 
pean backgrounds have twice 
the risk of contracting kidney 
cancer than the general 
population, Maclure said. 

According to a 1985 
demographic survey con- 
‘ducted by Combined Jewish 
‘Philanthropies, approximate- 
ly 34,000 of Newton’s 83,831 
residents — or 40 percent — are 
Jewish. 

Based on that proportion, 
Maclure said the Jewish 
population in Newton has ap- 
-proximately 2% times the risk 
“of contracting kidney cancer 
than residents of other 
ancestories. 

Several Newton cancer vic- 
tims were among those inter- 
viewed about dietary habits, 
ethnic background, smoking 
habits, occupational history 
and drug use during the Har- 
vard study. 

“If somebody in Newton got 
kidney cancer and went to one 
of the hospitals that par- 
ticipated in our study, we ran- 
domly selected someone who 
lives in Newton nearby the vic- 
tim and interviewed them. By 
that means, our study controll- 
ed for varying factors from 
town to town,’’ said to 
Maclure. 

He said genetic history and 
heredity appear to be the main 
factors at work in elevated 
levels of kidney cancer among 
northern Europeans. 

“Diet did not appear to be 
related, although there might 
have been a diet-related factor 
that we couldn’t pick up in our 
interviews,” he added. 

Concern over trends involv- 
ing cancerous illnesses in 
Newton mounted last week 
when the state Department of 
Public Health released its 
third annual cancer incidence 
report. 


the elevated kidney cancer 
rate among Garden City men, 
especially because the city is 
not particularly industrializ- 
ed. 

The state's data also showed 
that 92 cases of breast cancer 
were reported in Newton in 
1984 — almost 19 more than ex- 
pected. 

But, Naparstek noted, data 
from 1982, 1983 and 1984 shows 
no “‘statistically significant” 
difference between the 205 
breast cancer cases expected 
and the 234 that were diagnos- 
ed during those three years. 

“That points out the danger 
of looking solely at one year’s 
statistics. Only one year, 1984, 
was elevated. What appears to 
be a trend is not one at all,” he 
said. 


Overall, the number of 
cancer deaths in the city has 
been lower than expected dur- 
ing the last five years. About 
20 such deaths were expected 
in that span, but only 17 oc- 
curred, Naparstek said. 


The city also displayed 
“very favorable’ incidence 
rates of colon-rectal cancer 
among females and stomach 
and liver cancer among 
males, 


In addition, Naparstek add- 
ed, the lung cancer rate 
among Newton males is the 
lowest in the Commonwealth, 
coming in almost 44 percent 
below the statewide average. 
The lung cancer rate among 
Newton females is slightly 
below average. 


“This data shows that, from 
a cancer perspective, Newton 
has a relatively healthy 
population with some excep- 
tions,’ Naparstek said. 


“How much of this is related 
to the general population's 
health awareness, health 
behavior practices and en- 
vironment is not clear, but it's 
probably a combination of all 
three,’’ he added.

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Condos OK'd for the former bowling ball factory

NEWTON = Construction to 
convert the former Stow Wood 
ward bowling ball factory on Oak 
Street to a 122-unit housing com- 
plex should begin within six mon- 
ths 

The Board of Aldermen have 
unanimously approved developer 
Jack Antaramian’s plans for the 
Upper Falls project. Peter Harr- 
ington, the attorney representing 
Antaramian, said the project 
should take “about a year and a 
half"’ to complete 

The board’s approval came 
after a series of meetings bet- 
ween Antaramian and the Upper 
Falls community. Antaramian, 
after consulting with the 
neighbors, offered three alter- 
natives for developing what 
many consider an important buf- 
fer between commercial and 
residential development in that 
village. 

Concerned about the encroach- 
ment of commercial develop- 
ment into their area, neighbors 
favored developing the former- 
factory as a residential project. 

The new complex will consist of 
three buildings ranging in height 
from a six-story building near the 
corner of Oak and Needham 


No blast 
but housing 
approved

NEWTON - The _ strongest 
voices were raised in opposition 
to the petition, but aldermen 
have finally approved sewer and 
water connections that will allow 
two affordable dwelling units to 
be constructed on Bartlett Ter- 
race, 


Alderman Richar } Bullwinkle, 
Polly Bryson ani Richard 
McGrath all spoke against per- 
mitting the sewer and water con- 
nections over the private street. 

The board, however, voted 13 to 
8 recently to put an end to the 
controversy, which raged over 
the fairness of locating housing to 
comply with the city’s affordable 
housing ordinance off the main 
development site. 


Developer Mel Barkan offered 
to build the two affordable units 
on the Newton Centre parcel as 
compensation for permission he 
received years ago to construct 
the Fairways, market-rate con- 
dominiums near the Newton- 
Brighton line. 


The contribution is required 
under the 10 Percent Ordinance, 
which forces developers to con- 
tribute low-income housing or 
cash in return for permission to 
build more units than allowed by 
zoning. 


Bullwinkle read aloud a letter 
from Newton Centre resident 
Milton Levy, who charged some 
aldermen with trying to rush a 
shoddy proposal through the 
board just to get the low-income 
housing. 


Putting 10 Percent housing off 
the original site ‘forces the even- 
tual occupants to accept lower 
than standard homes in the com- 
munity, homes that are more 
poorly built and more poorly 
maintained,” the letter states. ‘‘I 
think on-site housing would be 
better.” 

If residents had not fought the 
proposal, ‘‘there is no doubt we 
would have found ourselves look- 
ing at cheap, pre-fabricated, 
shabby structures crammed into 
an area unsuited to that kind of 
density," the letter says. 

Bullwinkle praised the 
neighbors for resisting both the 
developer and aldermen who sup- 
ported his plan. ‘They maintain- 
ed and stayed the course,’’ he 
said. 

Bryson urged the board not to 
pass a proposal it only reluctant- 
ly endorses. 

“Off-site housing doesn’t 
work," McGrath said. Levy’s let- 
ter ‘‘certainly makes a loud and 
clear comment on off-site in the 
future,” 

But Alderman Carol Robinson 
said she had to support the re- 
quest because the board has 
made sure it will not harm the 
neighborhood, an apparent 
reference to its condition that the 
developer not use blasting to 
move ledge 

“IT don't feel we're messing 
around with people, especially in 
terms of safety,” she said 

Alderman Joshua Davidson ad- 
vised against using permission 
for utility connections as a guise 
for objections to off-stie 10 Per- 
cent housing contributions.

I didn’t oppose it,’’ he said of 
the plans, ‘‘because I was involv- 
ed in the proce of meeting with 
the neighbors. They were 
prepared to accept this and it is 
my job to represent them, so lam 
going to vote for it.”” 
The project, he added, ‘‘is one 
of the more dense developments I 
have ever voted for.’ The 
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average unit will contain 1,240 
square feet, according to Coletti, 
which he said is larger than most 
units elsewhere in the city 
Antaramian also has agreed to 
donate a portion of the site to the 
city to allow motorists to make 
continuous right-hand turns off 
Oak Street. That, according to 
activist Brian

Child’s play can be more than 
just fun and games at 
Christmastime it can be educa- 
tional as well. 

Variety is important for 
holding the attention of children, 
according to child development 
specialists, and parents should 
avoid pressuring preschool tots 
when playing games with them. 

Christmas shoppers should 
select toys that have variety and 
will stimulate the imagination of 
children, according to Dr. 
Janice Gibson, chairman of the 
department of psychology and 
education at the University of 
Pittsburgh. 

“Playing with figures which 
have ‘human’ characteristics 
can help children construct new 
fantasies and understand their 
own unique feelings and ideas,”’ 
the psychologist suggests. 

“Children are more easily apt 
to identify with such characters 
and creatively work out con- 
flicts through imaginative 
play.” 

Variety in toys and games is 
important because children are 
constantly changing, says Ms. 
Gibson, who is a consultant to 
LJN Toys, Ltd. “As their world 
expands, children’s toys need to 
hold enough variety in terms of 
color, shape and size so as to re- 
main attractive and challeng- 
ing.” 

As children develop, she says, 
their toy preference changes. A 
toddler needs toys which 
stimulate imitative play, but 
during the middle school years, 
children enjoy team play and 
begin to be concerned with 
“winning.” 

Dr. Elizabeth Sulzby, an 
associate professor of education 
at the University of Michigan, 
cautions that preschoolers 


Games are 
not for 
kids only

The games people play this 
holiday season will range from 
one that theoretically can award 
the winner a college degree, toa 
sailing race board game for those 
intrigued by life on the bounding 
main. 

And among the small packages 
Santa may leave under the 
Christmas tree this year is a 
game its designer insists is not a 





game. 

Developed by the Hungarian 
who produced the mind-boggling 
“Rubik’s Cube”’ a few years ago, 
this puzzle is called ‘Rubik's 
Magic.” It is an eight-panelled 
rectangle, with each panel at- 
tached by a four-sided hinge. 

On both sides are three uncon- 
nected rainbow-colored rings, 
each printed across several 
panels. The object of the puzzle is 
to link the rings. But the catch is 
that when any one panel is mov- 
ed, the colored rings move as 
well. 

Erno Rubik, 42, whose ‘‘Cube’’ 
sold over 100 million copies 
worldwide, says his device is not 
a game — meant solely to enter- 
tain — but a puzzle, which enables 
the solver to discover and ex- 
plore. 


Rubik's ‘‘Cube’’ had 
43,252,003,274,489,856,000 (quin- 
tillion) possible configurations. 
His ‘‘Magic’’ creation reportedly 
has even more ~ but only a single 
correct solution. 


The board game with the im- 
aginary college degree ~ called 
“InQUIZative”’ — combines clues 
and strategy in a quiz format and 
was developed, according to its 
creator, for those who feel in- 
timidated by quiz games because 
they don’t know all the answers. 


The object of the game is to 
complete a three-year degree 
from ‘Inquisitive University” by 
going around the board three 
times, acquiring and validating 
eight credits in at least six dif- 
ferent subjects. 


With clues included in the ques- 
tions, players have more than 
one chance to get the answers 
right

should not be pushed too hard in 
game competition. 

“Tf you're playing a game 
with a child and all of a sudden 
it’s not a game — you’re com- 
peting with the child or you're 
mad at the child, or the child’s 
mad at you — that’s a sign 
you're putting too much 
pressure on, and it’s time to get 
out. 


“In general, the message I'd 
like to give parents is ‘let kids 
be kids and don’t pressure 
them’.” 

With a 4-year-old daughter of 
her own, the educator and 
researcher has an opportunity to 
practice what she preaches. In 
addition, she serves as a consul- 
tant to International Games, 
Inc., marketers of ‘‘Games for 
Growing,” which features 
“Sesame Street” characters for 
preschoolers. 

According to Ms. Gibson, the 
University of Pittsburgh 
educator, active toys also should 
be considered for the Christmas 
list. 

“Remember that in addition 
to intellectual and emotional 


development, children need to 
develop and strengthen their 
bodies as well,” she adds. 

“Whether it be the develop- 
ment of small muscles in the 
hands and fingers or improving 
and perfecting eye-hand coor- 
dination, many toys are active 
in nature and allow the child to 
foster his or her manual dexteri- 

The psychologist says all 
children like cuddly dolls ‘‘and a 
doll that feels good to hold is im- 
portant to the child’s develop- 
ment. 

“Children are attracted to 
toys that feel good to explore 
both visually and through 
touch.” 

She cautions, however, that 
toys with smaller parts that can 
come off easily are better for 
older children because the 
younger ones may not unders- 
tand the toys and they run the 
risk of swallowing individual 
parts. 

“Very young children should 
have larger, more easily handl- 
ed dolls - while older children 
seem to prefer small dolls,” she 
adds. ‘Match the toy to your 


child’s ability to use the toy sen- 


sibly and make sure that ade- 
quate and clear playing instruc- 
tions are included, if needed.”

“A Merry Christmas and a 
Happy New Year to You.” 

That Christmas card senti- 
ment, which researchers say 
goes back to 1843 England, re- 
mains the most used thought on 
holiday greeting cards today. 

It was British businessman 
Henry Cole who apparently 
originated the Christmas card 
custom, three years after 
English postal reform made it 
possible to send mail near and far 
for a penny. 

Cole asked an artist friend, 
John Calcott Horsley, to design 
the card, which had three panels. 
The main illustration showed the 
elders at a family party raising 
wine glasses in a toast. The other 
panels depicted feeding the 
hungry and clothing the needy. 

Two of the original dozen 
known copies of this first 
Christmas card are part of the 
40,000-card Hallmark Historical 
Collection, according to its 
curator, Sharron Uhler. 

“The Christmas card-sending 
custom has weathered war, 
economic turmoil and vast social 
changes spanning well over a 
century,’’ she says. “‘It serves a 
timeless human need to stay 
close, to share special thoughts 
and feelings with friends far and 
near during our most cherished 
holiday season.”’ 

Designs and themes have 
changed along the years, though 
the sentiments remain much the 
same. 

Hallmark says humor is the 
1986 theme. 

“It’s an American axiom that 
laughter is the best medicine — 
and there’s truth in it,”’ says R. 
Chris Martin, a psychologist and 
consultant to Hallmark Cards. 
“At Christmastime, we may need 
an extra dose. Humorous 
Christmas cards allow people not 
only to laugh at the pressures 
brought on by the season itself, 
but also to share the laugh with 
someone else.”’ 

An example? One card says: 

“Christmas is just plain 
weird...What other time of the 
year do you sit in front of a dead 
tree in the living room and eat 
candy out of your socks?” 


Be sure to 
mail early 


(AP) — The U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice has set its Christmas 
deadlines for those sending gifts 
and greetings abroad as well as 
civilian mail. 

Civilian surface mail intended 
for Asia and Africa should be on 
its way by now, postal officials 
say. 

Christmas parcels intended 
for military personnel in 
Australia, the Far East and 
Southeast Asia also should have 
been sent already if they were 
going by surface mail, the least 
costly method of shipment, the 
U.S. Postal Service reports. 

Items being sent by military 
Parcel Airlift Mail should be 
sent in November, postal of- 
ficials report. That’s also the 
time to get Space Available Mail 
on its way. 

Here are the Christmas 
deadlines for civilian mail going 
abroad: 

— Nov. 24: Airmail letters and 
cards to Australia and Southeast 
Asia. Air parcels to Australia, 
Africa, Southeast Asia and the 
Middle East. 

~ Dec. 1: Airmail letters and 
cards to Africa. Air parcels to 
Europe and the Far East. 

~ Dec. 5: Airmail letters and 
cards to Europe, the Far East 
and South and Central America. 
Air parcels to South and Central 
America. 

~ Dec. 12: Air letters, cards 
and parcels to the Caribbean 
and West Indies. 

New York Postmaster John 
Nolan, however, notes that 
domestic mail has no such 
“‘deadlines,”’ only ‘‘guidelines,”’ 
because they often have been 
misinterpreted that anything 
mailed after those dates would 
not reach its destination by 
Christmas Day. 

“Some people used to think 
that if they mailed something 
after Dec. 15, which we used to 
advertise as the final ‘mail ear- 
ly’ date for domestic mail, then 
there would be no chance of 
delivery before Christmas,” 
says Nolan. 

“We have the same delivery 
standards as the rest of the year 
during the final days of the 
Christmas rush,”’ he says. ‘So if 
we promise three-day delivery 
for coast-to-coast mail, then let- 
ters that are mailed on Dee. 21 
should be delivered before 
Christmas

spokeswoman Bonnie Arnold. 

The 53-year-old spruce ar- 
rived Nov. 14, coinciding with 
the opening of Radio City 
Music Hall’s annual 
“Magnificent Christmas 
Spectacular.”’ 

The Music Hall show, starr- 
ing the Rockettes, will be per- 
formed through Jan. 8. 
Tickets for the 90-minute 
show are $22 and $25. All 
seats are reserved. 

“The show is a compilation 
of various scenes and 
elements associated with 
Christmas,’’ said Helene 
Greece, a spokeswoman for 
Radio City. 

The show includes staples 
like the ‘‘living nativity 
scene,”’ complete with live 
camels, sheep and donkeys. 
Another favorite Christmas 
number is the parade of the 
wooden soldiers from ‘‘Babes 
in Toyland,” first performed 
by the Rockettes in 1933. 

Though the Rockettes are 
known for their high kicks, 
there is nary a one in this 
precision dance number.

NEWTON - Plans for a new 
restaurant in the Antaramian 


building in Newton Corner sailed 
through the Land Use Committee 
last week as aldermen approved 
Lynne Shaffer’s special permit 
request 8-0. 

While committee members did 
query Shaffer about parking and 
traffic considerations, some con- 
sidered it notable that a Newton 
Corner development issue passed 
with such little opposition.

This is one of the few 
developments that I got over- 
whelmingly positive response 
from the neighborhood on.””

Lift vans 
delivered 


NEWTON - State Transporta- 
tion Secretary Frederick P. 
Salvucci announced this week 
that two wheelchair lift-equipped 
vans have been delivered to Cen- 
tre Transportation Inc. due to a 
state program to improve 
transportation for the elderly and 
handicapped. 

The vans, valued at over 
$46,000, were awarded through 
the state Mobility Assistance 
Program. 

“The Mobility Assistance Pro- 
gram is one part of an overall ef- 
fort to meet Governor Dukakis’ 
commitment to provide the best 
transportation system possible 
for all Massachusetts citizens,”’ 
he said. ‘With these program 
awards and the services they 
make possible, elderly and han- 
dicapped citizens throughout the 
state will have better access to 
jobs, education, community ac- 
tivities and medical services.” 

Salvucci explained that the 
program provides funding to 
local public and private non- 
profit organizations for the pur- 
chase of vehicles and other equip- 
ment to provide transportation 
for the elderly and handicapped. 

The Centre Transportation 
vans, which seat eight to 10 
passengers, are two of 53 vehicles 
pene delivered statewide this 

all. 

Salvucci noted that in the past 
several years, program vehicle 
awards have almost tripled and 
that program expansion will con- 
tinue due to increased funding 
from the Transportation Bond 
Issue approved by the 
Legislature early this year. 

“We are pleased to support the 
Centre Transportation program 
and its benefits for elderly and 
handicapped residents 
throughout the area with this 
award,"’ the secretary added. 

The new vehicles will provide 
dial-a-ride service Monday 
through Friday from 8 a.m. to 3 
p.m. Weekend service can also be 
arranged. The vehicles will serve 
residents of Brookline, Belmont, 
Waltham, Watertown, Wellesley, 
Weston and Needham.

Newton Corner restaurant to board 


(NCNA) recently met with Shaf- 
fer to discuss the issue and offer 
their support. Committee 
members agreed with Shaffer 
that the area does need 
businesses that cater to the 
neighborhood. 

There was, however, some of- 
ficial opposition. Planning Direc- 
tor Barry Canner said the Plann- 
ing Department recommended 
denial of the plan because 
restaurant customers would like- 
ly use on-street parking in the 
neighborhood rather than use the 

garage underneath the building. 

“It’s human nature,’’ he said. 
“We were concerned that 
neighbors would find restaurant 
customers taking up the parking 
on their streets. Our recommen- 
dation is to keep it smaller, 
without the parking restriction 
waiver.” 

In order to build the 
restaurant, Shaffer needs alder- 
manic approval to waive parking 
restrictions that would allow only 
27 seats by right. 

She is asking for 102 seats at 
night and 84 during the day, but 
city codes require one parking 
space for every three customers. 
Shaffer has been alloted only 
seven spaces, with the possibility 
of nine if handicapped parking 
spaces are reduced from city 
code size to state code size. 

Alderman Bruce Carmichael, a 
noted Newton Corner develop- 
ment opponent, agreed with Shaf- 
fer’s argument that the 
underground parking lot would 
be vacated by office workers, 
allowing restaurant patrons to 
park there. 

Alderman Richard McGrath 
asked Shaffer to submit a floor 
plan of the restaurant to insure 
the seating limitations would be 
enforced.

There was some concern about 
the future of the site should Shaf- 
fer decide to sell, but Assistant 
City Solicitor G. Michael Peirce 
recommened that the board not 
condition the permit to maintain 
a restaurant. 

“Usually, when you grant a 
special permit, you are granting 
it for the use, not the user,’’ he 
said.
